Velox, bound for the atone quarries at Xel- 
■on and HadinKton islands, was driven 
■shore on Trial Island during a gale last 
night, and i« a total wreck. Five men were 
drown"'. Tlior names were: 

Fekderrk Ad.khs, a well-known con- 
tractor who is building the Capitol liere, 
Bged 65 and married. 

AviRus Bowns, chief engineer, aged 90; 
•ingle. 

Bonnrr Skrb, oook, aged SO; tingle. 
Feanc BnxcaB, deckhand, aged SO; 

•Ingle. 

WiLLiAjf JjL-w, fireman, aged 80; Har- 
ried. 

The first four were drowned an.1 the last 
named died from exposure in tiie rigging. 
Captain Anderson swam to a reef at mid- 
night and was rescned this morning. The 
Veloi was towing a barge on which were 
twenty -tive laborers, but the barge was for- 
tunately driven ashore on a sandy beach. 
The men on the bartrc tried to launch it, 
but it wa> fmathed. Tiiey could hear calls 
for help for lioi:r.«. 

The Velos was unmanageable or she 
would not have gone ashore. She had 
passed Trial Island, and in the southeast 
gale her heavy tow lieooming immanage- 
able Captain 'Anderson decided to put back 
to Victoria. Shortly after he cams about 
the rodder chains parted and the boat could 
not be handled Sbe drove ahead a mile 
before the gale to the zeef where she 
struck. 

First Mate Andrew Chri.stiansen and 
Captain Anderson are the only ones of the 
crew who escaped. The former managed 
to jump aboard the barge when the latter 
ran against the tng. Bowers and Smith 
attempted to swim ashore, but were dashed 
to denth on the rocks. No one saw Adams 
ar. i D inran drown, but it is believed they 
were wa«i>ed from ttie decks.

A Clerical Error Suspends 
Proceedings in CRiMiiiAL 

Cases. 



The Sm>REME Court WaL Have

SAN BERNARDINO^ March 23, — The 
question of the legality of the late Grand 
Jury is attracting consideiable attention, 
for, should its acts be declared void, sev- 
eral important criminals nowservingterms 
in San Quentin would have to be brought 
back and proceedings had over again, at a 
great cost to the county. 

It hns already had the effect of suspend- 
ing the trials of Mr.s. Barnes and .fuan 
Ferra, charged with poisoning and murder 
respectively, besides staying proceedings 
in several other criminal cases until the 
Supreme Court can render a decision 
finally settling the points involved. 

It seems that sixteen grand jurors were 
impaneled in proper form, at which stage 
of the proceedings the venire was ex- 
hausted, when the court made an order for 
additional talesmen from the body of the 
county, Tne clerk copied the order into 
the court minutes and added the words, 
"And not from bj-standers." 

When the clerk made out the summons 
for the Sheriff he committed.. tbaiEBrtb.-<r 
trTorof commanrifing the Sheriff to call 
"trial jurors" instead of grand jurors. 
These errors were committed under County 
Clerk Hamilton's administration, and the 
question has been raised of the liability of 
bis bonds to the county for needless ex- 
pense caused thereby.

SACRAMENTO, March 23.— The Chinese 
trouble, which has been brewing for the 
past week, came near culminating in a free 
row this evening, and it required the 
utmost efforts of the Sacramento police, 
backed by the personal authority and 
presence of Chiff Drew himself, to avert 
bloodshed. 

The trouble originated over an insult 
offered by a member of the ?"ons Duck 
Tongtothe wife of a Chinese merchant 
connected with the See Gup Company. 
This occurred last Monday night. The 
matter was reported to the Chinese Con- 
.sul-Geiieral in San Francisco, who per- 
-oii. illy requested Chief Drew to avert all 
] troulile until he could send a representa- 
tive to s-ettle the diflicnlty. 'I'iiMt indi- 
vidual arrived to-day, had a meetinp with 
the representatives of both factions, and 
supposealy settled the entire affray. 

This representative was himself a mem- 
ber of the See Gup Company and to cele- 
brate the amicable settlem^t purchased 
firecrackers for his company. The shoot- 
ing aroused the ire of the Fonp Duck Tong, 
which immediately declared war. 

The small force of jiolice found tbem- 
.selves unable to quell t)ie riot. Chief 
Drew was sent for an4 notilied the 
representative of the Chinese Consul and 
Six Companies that he must settle this 
trouble at all coat and leave town by the 
first train. He immediately bought a 
quantity of firecrackers for the opposition 
aompany, held anotiier talk and peace was 
restored.

LOS ANGELES, Mareh 23.— If any doubt 
exists in the minds of jurors sittinp in the 
United State? District Court that Mateo Pa 
on the night of September '_>0 of last year 
bnitally murdered Mrs. Mary J. I'latt, the 
former Ii'ach.'r of tlie Pichanpo re.sorvation, 
it can only be a mere shadow of distrust. 

Sensational testimony was produced to- 
day in the case, which not only clears the 
mystery surrounding the crime, but also 
tightens the hold of the law on the surly 
Indian captain, who is now on trial for his 
life. 

Mateo Pa. Antonio Ashman and another 
Indian had been arrested on the charge of 
having committed the crime, but on Fri- 
day United States District Attorney 
Dennis dismissed the cases against the 
latter two. This proceeding was looked 
npon as significant, and the events of to- 
day proved it to be of particular value to 
the prosecution, 

Antonio Ashman went on the witness- 
stand this morning and related the con- 
fession of a foul murder made to him by 
Mateo Pa. 

"The day before the lire," he .said, "Mrs, 
Piatt had a talk with Pa about going to 
Perris, Pa wanted money for railroad 
fare and Mrs. Piatt had none to give him. 

"They bad a quarrel and that night the 
lire occurred. Mateo Pa told me that he 
had done the work, and threatetud to kill 
me if I betrayed him. I was very much 
afraid, and did not tell anybody about it 
at that time." 

Pablo Corales was another important 
witness. He testified that he had over- 
beard Mateo Pa say to .V«hmau, "I did 
the work, but don't say anything about it 
or I win kin you." 

At the close of the ease for the Govern- 
ment the defendant's attorney made a 
motion to di.«charge the prisoner on the 
ground that, t>e court had no juri-dictioii. 

Ttis- nioii..!! was iMireu oa i*chiiical 
points of law, and the court promptly de- 
nied it. Several other witne.^ses were then 
introduced for the defense, and the case 
was continued vnlil Monday. 

The mtarder of Mrs. Piatt was moat re- 
volting. The teacher was an old lady, and 
had spent many years of her life among 
the semi-civilized tribes of Indians. She 
lived in a little cottage of her own on Pi- 
chaneo reservation, near the town of Tem- 
ewal. 

•One day several of the tribe came to her 
and made some unreasonable request, 
which was denied. Mrs. Piatt reasoned 
with the Indians, but they went away in a 
dissatisfied mood. At the old lady's cot- 
Uge riattie Lewis, the 10-year-old niece of 
deceased, was stayinp. 

The little girl went to bed as usual on the 
nipht following the visit of the Indians, 
leaving her aunt in the front room read- 
ing. After a time she was awakened by 
the smeU of smoke and rushed out of the 
bedroom. She' looked everywhere for her 
aunt and failing to find her ran out into 
the yard. 

As she passed through the kitchen she 
saw a larpe pile of fapots in the center of 
the tU.or. hut did not stop to CTnmine the 
place. The hoii-e was then enveloped in 
flames. Mrs. I'latt was never apain sppn 
alive. A search was nviiie through the 
debris after the fire, and in the place where 
Hattie had seen the fagots piled on the 
floor were found pieces of charred and 
broken bones, which were undoubtedly 
those of the reservation teacher. The 
skull looked as though it had been crushed 
with some hard instrument and the find- 
luL'ofrouph rock near by showed con- 
clusively that a fiendish murder had first 
l>een committed nu'l that the body had 
then been consigned to the flames.

SBLMA, Cal., March 23.— H. K. Lem- 
mon and George H. Woods were held to 
answer in the Superior Court by Justice 
of the Peace Tucker this morning on a 
charge of alleged fraud in connection 
with the sale of a bogus petrifaction. Bail 
was fixed at ^1000 e.-ich. The preliminary 
examination has lasted three days in the 
.lustice's Court here with cl(i>cd doors. 
The evidence has given an cxpuse of the 
petrified human body industry, which has 
f;iven this section some notoriety in the 
past. 

In the summer of 1892 Lemmon and 
Woods sold to R. V. Doggett of Kingston, 
Fresno County, a half-interest in what 

purported to be a stone woman, an al- 
lepcil gi-nuine petrifaction said to have 
been <ii.-( uvered in Cantua Canyon. Dog- 
gett mortgaued bis ranch ami raised $22W, 
which he paid to AVooils, Lemmon retain- 
ing a half-interest in the petrifaction, one 
of a job lot of Ave produced at the Press 
Bozeman factory near Selma, as Bozeman 
himself testified to during the preliminary 
examination, all of which have been dis- 
posed of at market rates. 

The material used was cement and sand. 
The petrified woman bought by Doggett 
was in court and was u shapely- image. 
The abdomen bad been pierced by a pre- 
historic arrow, the head of which pro- 
truded from the side. After buying the 
image Doggett, accompanied bv Lemmon, 
went to LHah to exhibit it, Lemmon to 
share in tfae^rotits. The show was a fail- 
ure and an exposure of the fraud fwowed.

Spreckels, Mayor Sutro of San Francisco, 
Harbor Commissioners Cole, Bassett and 
ChadlMUrne, Attorney Preston, Engineer 
Holmes of the State Ilarlxjr Commission 
and others entered the Governor's office 
and were cordially received by the execu- 
tive. The map of the proposed depot site, 
as portrayed in this morning's Call, was 
■pn>duced and spread upon the table and a 
general discussion of its merits was entered 
upon. After reading the description of the 
boundary lines of the desired tract Gov- 
ernor Budd inquired if it would not be 
hecessary within the next fifty years, owing 
to the growth of the city's commerce, to 
widen Channel street at the intersection of 
Kentucky. Engineer Holmes replied that 
sncb would probably be the case. 

The Governor replied: "Then I would 
suggest taking fifty feet%tt the east end of 
the pronosed reservation in China Basin, 
for we must look to the hiture. I want to 
arrange this so as to make it possible to 
widen Channel street, making it at least 
2tX) feet from the east to the west line of 
that throaghfare." , 

Engineer Holnuga stated -that it corJd 
be aooomplished by cutting off a small 
comer, and Attorney PJeston' so^gested 
thatnothing^ie taken oR, butthat a pro- 
viso be inserted in the document that, 
whenever it should be considered advis- 
able to widen Channel street, the railroad 
company should vacate whatever space 
become necessary to accomplish that ob- 
ject. 

Governor Budd said he believed that 
would be satisfactory and Attorney Pres- 
ton was requested to read the draft of the 
proposed lease. Before doing so the gen- 
tleman explained that the document had 
been drawn in a hurried manner and was 
the original draft and that it was more 
than probable that .several alterations 
would become necessary. He offered this 
explanation in advance to forestall any 
erroneous idea that might be formed, that 
the company he represented desired any- 
thing that was not perfectly just aiid 
reasonable. If the document embodied 
any errors they were to be attributed tb 
him personally and were purely uninten- 
tional. He then read the draft of the 
lease, which is as follows :

Whbbbas, Tha tract ot land hereinafter par- 
ticularly described is the praperty of the State

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
document Governor Budd suggested that 
two immediate alterations be made. One 
was that the date ol the period of the ex-

Attorney Preston explained that it was a 
clcrieal error. 

"I am a-ell satisfied that such isthe case," 
rejoined tbe^Govemor. "I did not suppose 
it UtA an attempt to get a -lease for ISO 
years, although I am discovering 'bugs' in 
a great many bills at the present time." 

Mr. Spreckels explained that railroading 
was a new business to him, and he person- 
ally desired to have nothing but what was 
open and above board and what wotUd 
bear the light of investigation, 

"I understand that fully," replied Gov- 
ernor Budd, "and do not wish to condemn 
the lease.' I was.jtdcing." Then he added 
facetiously, "Did yon^hink I considered 
that you might be getting worse than the 
Central Pacific?" 

Mr. Spreckels smilinely rejoined that no 
one could tell what one wou!<i develop into 
after they had been mi.xed up in railroad 
business for a time. 

The other correction that the Governor 
considered necessary was the annulment of 
the word "appurtenances" in connection 
with that olauae of the document referring 
to the dedsiOn of tile Board of Harbor 
Commissioners to effect the lease ofthe 
laud and appurtenances to the company. 

"The only visible appurtenances are the 
streets, and we don't want to give the ap- 
plicant the control of the public thorough- 
fares," said the Governor. 

After a rapid computation of distances 
Governor Budd stated tliat he found that 
the projected improvemeuts instead of de- 
tracting from , the city's revenues would 
give an additional stretch of water front 
to the city and increase the amount yearly 
collected for wharfage, dockage, etc. 

"I have heard a great outcry of late that 
the granting of this terminal site meant a 
steal or grab of the city's water front," said 
Governor Budd. "Now, I don't see any- 
thing in this docunient that indicates any 
desire on the part of this new company to 
compass any grab of the city's water front. 
On the contrary, they do not ask for such 
privileges. They increase materially, by 
their projected improvements, the present 
frojitage. How much water front will Sun 
Francisco gain by the operation?" he con- 
cluded, turning to Engineer Holmes. 

"Just about ;W0 feet," answered Holmes. 

President C'oliion then requested to be 
informed as to the probable cost that 
would accrue to make the property avail- 
able for shipping. 

"If you mean the cost of building a sea- 
wall, fully 11.000,000," answered Engineer 
Holmes, "but the company would be 
obliged to erect a retaining wall so that 
the work of lillin;? in could be accom- 
plished. This w.jiild cost JT.'^.WKI. and it is 
probable that they cntikl enter into a com- 
bination with the State and built a seawall, 
and in this way lighten the expense to both 
parties." 

'■That is a subject that must be left to 
the Harbor Commiasioiters,'' interposed 
Governor Budd. "'What would be the cost 

of erecting a wharf?" 

"The amount of wharf needed is 2400 run- 
ning feet, and will cost |48,000," atuwered 

Holmes. 

Mayor Sutro of_ Ran Francisco then ad- 
dres.sed the Governor and requested the in- 
sertion in the document of a proviso to 
the effect that the lease of terminal facili- 
ties become null and void if the road enter 
in coalition with any other road, and that 
if ever it became other than a competing 
road the lease be rescinded. 

"You don't mean any other road, 
Mayor?" suggested the Governor. "You 
nieaii any competing r.i.ads. In my opin- 
ion it would he a good thing to connect 
with some road having an Eartern ter- 
minus, and I predict that such a eonnec~ 
tion will be applied for bvatoansconti 
nental line as soon as 200 feet of rails are 
laid." 

"I am heartily in favor of this enter-

FRESNO, March23.— James Lawaon, tha 
would-be wife-murderer and outlaw, waa 
discovered near Reedley at 5:90 this after- 
noon by Constable Street of that place and 

a posse of four men, who opened fire as he 
1 ran. Lawson reached Kings River,>dove 
into it and i-si-apcd by swimming across 
amid a shower of hn'.U-ts. 

Lawson broke jail at Madera some weeks 
ago, and .since tli'-n he h.is -.(cn in the 
mountains eludinir the oilicer.s. About two 
weeks ago he went to a ranch on Kings 
River owned by a Swede by the name of 
Strelt>w, for whom be worked. Strelow 
did not know that the man was the outlaw 
until he hims<'If let the secret out. When 
the officers heard to-day that Lawson was 
on the river they went to Strelow's plaoe 
and found thi' nutlaw atthe bam nnk>ad> 
ing hay from a wagon. 

Constable Street was asking pstrelow 
where the outlaw could be found, when 
Lawaon jumped down from the load on 
the opposite side from which the ofBcer 
was standing with his revolver and started 
on a ran through an orchard toward the 
river, which runs only a short distance 
from Strelow's ham. He had .gone about 
forty rods when his pursuer saw him. The 
officers followed, firing rajiidly as they ran. 
Before reaching the river Lawson pulled 
off his shoes so that he could swim more 
quickly, and then plunged into the stream. 

Several times as he swam toward the 
opposite bank he turned and made ftm of 
the officers, who were firing as rapidly as 
possible. As nearly as the ofiBccrs could 
see their shots did not take effect. Lawsom 
ran ui> the bank and followed the river for 
some distnce. 

Tne co:;ntry is flat, but covered with 
trees, and the oc-^perado dod^'cd from one 
shelter to another until the oHicers lost 
sight of him. The foothills come within 
four asilea of the river at that 
place, and Lawson was evidently trying to 
get into some of his retreats there. The 
posse pressed after him, and were confident 
of overtaking him before he could leave 
the flat land. Lawson was at a great dis- 
advantage, as he was in his stocking feet, 
and the surface of the ground is rocky. 
They thouirht it likely also that he would 
try to u< -on.r- i,,,u-e to pel dry clothing, 
when they would have an opportunity of 
overtaking him. They are now in hot 
pursuit.

SANTA BARBARA, M;irch 23.-The 
sJoop Liberty arrivi.'i fnni! Srin Mi^-aol 
Island this mornirif; and Captain li:illy ri- 
ports that the seismic convul^ons, ilatin;; 
back to the 7th inst., and to '.vlii( li such 
wido notice has been given, still continue, 
avparently not decreasing in intcnssity. 
Ciianices are eontiniMUy taking place in 
the configaration of the island and there 
is a steady upheaval of the ocean's bed 
along the shore. As the captain expresses 
it, "the earth is all the while dancing a 
double-reefed jig." 

Navigation in the region of the island is 
becoming a perilous undertaking, for rocks 
arc rising from the harbor-bed and the 
sonndinas arc constantly changing. 

The captain, who is the master of the 
only boat that sails to and fro be- 
tween the island and the mainland, 
and who is an experienced and fear- 
less sailor, declares that he oonld not 
be induced to niii into Cayler'aiarbor, the 
island's only jtoit, ut night, forwhenhe 
stands out he wants to know where he is 
going, and with these changes so rapidly 
taking place he is likely to run his boat ou 
a rock at any moment. The shore line of 
the harbor has advanced a hundred feet 
since his last trip. 

A curioiu feature of the eonvnisions is 
that no disturbances of any kind are re- 
ported at any of the great islands in the 
vicinity, one of which is separated from 
Ban Mignel only by a narrow stretch of 
water. 

San Miguel Island is about nine or ten 
miles long and some three or four 
miles wide, comprising about 14,000 acres. 
It is owned by Captain Waters, who was 
for many years connected with the staff 
of the CAit.. The island is given ov«r to 
grazine purposes, being stock«l with sheep 
by K. \V. Gaty, proprietor of the Arlington 
Hotel, who sets as general manager of this 
ocean stock ranch. 

The resident popniation of the island 
r . 'nsisis only of Captain AVaterst, hishotise- 
keeper and her husband and the men em- 
ployed in herding sheep. On the end of 
the island opposite the ranch bouse there 
is a camp of otter hunters headed by Cap- 
tain Ellis, a Santa Barbara man. 

San Miguel is noted above all the other 
channel islands for its delightful climate. 
It was Cabrillo's favorite resort, and some- 
, where along ita lonely but beautiful mesas 
lies the forgotten grave of the great ex- 
plorer. 

Alfred Poctt, the well-known civil en- 
gineer, to-day received a telegram from 
Professor George P. Davidson, chief of the 
Coast Survey, asking him to make in- 
qniries as to the truth of the re- 
cent reports concerning the upheaval at the 
island and to report to him, promising 
that if tlie result confirmed the reports he 
would send ilown a boat to determine the 
changes that have taken place in the 
harbor. Mr. Poett called uiK>n Mr. 
Oaty, the manager of the island, 
who told him that while seismic disturb- 
ances had taken place along the island's 
shore line the accotmt of an alleged eye- 
witness, furnished to a San I^cancisco 
morning paper, was untrue from beginning 
to end, as no correspondent had set foot 
on the island since these reports came.

UNITED CALL FOE PEACE. 

Both Factions in Peru Sign a 
Manifesto Issued to the 
Public. 



Patriotism Appealed To in Order

NEW YORK, March 23.— A dispatch 
from Lima, Peru, says: The Provisional 
Government nss been recognized by Pedro 
Azola, who was the legal First Vice-Presi- 
dent under President Bermudez. 

The troops of Caceres are still tinder 
arms and are marching to tin' po.-iti(ms 
assigned them under the agrccni.-nt f ir an 
armistice. The Caceres aJiiiii'nts in 
Callao have not yet submitted, but there 
is no disturbance there. The wife and 
daughters of Caceres took refuge In the 
British legation. They will probably be 
escorted to Callao by a British guard, and 
will then hn placed uu board a British 
man-of-war. 

The Provisional Government has issued 
this manifesto : 

Called upon wtien patriotism forbids hesita- 
tion, we have accepted our .mission, con-, 
vlnccd that we have only to respect the rights 
of all with frnnki;ess and self-<lpnial.

We commence our ta^lc trusting to merit sup- 
port in realizing reforms which shortly will he 
offered the nation. 

The manifesto is signed by Manuel Can- 
damo, Ricardo Espeniesa, Luis Felipe 
Villaran, Enrique Bnstsmente y Salar, 
Elias Malpartida, as representatives of the 
Provisional Government and the junta 
representing both factions in Pern.

DEN\'ER, March 2.^.— The St. .Tames 
Hotel, at Curtis and Si.Tteeiith streets, one 
of the linest in the city, is burning.

"I have not 
given anything, either, because I was short 
on the financial question, but maybe we'll 
get a present of a block of stock." 

J. D. Spreckels explained that an agree- 
ment had been perfected wh crcby all the 
stock will be lield by the trustees of the 
road. 

"But that is only for the space of ten 
years, and I want that arrangement to last 
for all time," continued the Mayor. "I 
am not here to oppose the Central Par i fie 
nor to specially &vor t&e San Joaquin; 
hut it is a matter of fact that the people of 
this city and S*ate liave suffered terribly 
from the monojoly of the Southern Pa- 
cific. It has ruled \is with a hand 
of iron, and I propose, as a matter of fair- 
ness and justice to the comnmnity at 
large, to have a clause inserted that will 
entirely do away with any chance Of that 
monopoly ever gaining any inflnence over 
this enterprise." 

"It never will," tersely interjected Mr. 
Spreckels. "You certainly cannot think 
thatlwotild devoA the amount of time 
and money which I have done to the for- 
warding of any scheme for the benelit of 
that corporation? I promise that this 
road shall be conducted in the interests of 
the people of the State." 

The Governor then questioned each 
member of the Board of Harbor Commis- 
sioners individually as to his opinion of 
the lease, and each one stated that he 
had not a single objection to offer, and 
was willing to sign the lease then and 
there. Cole added that it was a grand 
thing; a competing road liad always been 
needed. 

"That is alll want to Imow," said Gov- 
ernor Budd. 

Attorney Preston stated that he wished 
to call the Governor's attention to the fact 
that the word "competing" had no legal 
meaning and would only result in endless 
litigation if any contest of the lea.ee should 
occur. There was a clause in the docu- 
ment stating that the lease shall not be 
assigned, which will fully satisfy all the 
objections which might be entertained by 
Mayor Sutro. 

•1 aiix fully satisfied," said Governor 
Budd, in conclusion, "that these gentle- 
men are acting in good faith, and have not 
tied up their capital for ten ye^rs with any 
ulterior purpose.

XO JUOSKl' lOK LIXIRIES. 

The Board of Kraminers Begnlating 
State Institutions* Expenses. 

SACRAMKNTO, March 23. — AH the 
various State institutions will receive an 
official notice Monday from the .State 
Board of Examiners that from this time 
forward all bills for liixtiries— such as 
crabs, frozen oysters, 'French jwas, turkey, 
chicken, quail, shrimps, broilers, olives 
and other sundries— will not be paid for 
out of the State's exchequer, and that the 
board had passed the following resolution : 

Jtcsohed, That the supplies and provisions 
furnished by the Ktate to the officers am! em- 
ployes of State iUHiiiutious are the supplies 
and provisions purchased on contract for the 
inmates of such institutions, and no bills for 
any other supplies and provisions will al- 
lowed by this bill. The contingent funds of 
f?tate Institutions cannot he used for the pur- 
chase of .supplies and provisions for the 
use of officers, employes or inmates of such in- 
stitutions. All bills must be marked showing 
what items have been purchased on contract 
and what not on contract, and explanations 
should be made on all bills that oh their face 
do not clearly show for what purpose they were 
incurred. 

The Board of Examiners fail to discover 
any law that compels the State to pay the 
bills for table Iu.xuries of resident otl'lcials 
of any institution, and deem a salary of 
$3,5(10 per annum, with the penjuisites of 
house rent, servants and supplies thrown 
n, is simply snfficient remuneration. 
This' resolution will result in considerable 
isaving to tbe State. 

During the month of January the official 
in charge of one institution presented a 
bill of $166 in excesrof what was allowed. 

This amount was for luxuries of this 
nature that he had purchased for liis per- 
sonal table to enable him to feast his 
friends and the trustees of iliat institution 
when they appeared to make official ex- 
aminations. 

The bill allowing.the Board of Exami- 
ners to cut down appropriation bills is 
found to be void, owing to tbe fact that it 
docs not specify that power in the title. 
The Governor says that items can be cut 
down, but not appropriations. 

EBKOXS Iir BILZS. 

Slipshod Work in tlie heijislature Will 
Kill Several Measures. 
PACRA^IKNTO, March 23.— Governor 
Budd has discovered that in both the Sen- 
and and the Assembly during the confu- 
sion incident to tlie last days of the session 
many bills were rushed through without 
careful preparation and proper attention 
having been paid to titles. Hence, he will 
be obliged to pocket several bills. They 
violate section 34 of article I'V of the State 
constitution, which reads as follows : 

Ko bill making an appropriation of money, 
except' the general appropriation bill, shall 
eontain mo^ than one item of appropriation, 
and that for one single and certain purpose' 
to be tiioeln expteased. 

Among the misfit titles is that of Assem- 
bly bill 187, appropriating money for build- 
ings and improvements for tRe Southern 
California State Asylum for Insane and 
Inebriates. The bill contains five distinct 
and separate appropriations— one for build- 
ings, one for furniture, one for sewerage, 
etc. Fiuler the constitution the Governor 
will be obliged to pocket this bill. There 
are several other bills, in the same condi- 
tion. The bill appropriating money for a 
Normal ^hool in San Diego carries an ap- 
propriation, but there Is no appropriation 
expressed in the tiUe.

CHICAGO, March 23.— The three re- 
ceivers of the whisky trust presented their 
redgnations to Federal Judge Grosscup 
to-day. 

There was nothing in tlic proceedings to 
indicate any disagreement anions; the re- 
ceivers. Receivers Lawrence and Mitchell 
gave as n'asons for resi^'ninK that their 
other business required all their time. 
Kr. Mitchell suggested that two receivers 
were enough. General John McNulta was 
continued by Judge Grosscup as the sole 
receiver. 

The Judge said: "TBese resignations 
were tendered because it was thouglit tlie 
business of the receivership had reached 
such a stage that one man coulil condnrt 
it without any difficulty. There has been 
no trouble between this court and the re- 
ceivers." 

The question of theoompensation of the 
two retiring receivers will be considered 
by the Judge on his return from Califor- 
nia, where he is going on a brief vacation. 
Ceneral McNulta has in reality had con- 
trol since the receivers had charge. Judge 
Grosscup appointed him as the court's 
direct representative and receiver-in-chief. 
Lawrence was named as the representative 
of the Greenhut management and Mitchell 
as the representative of the stockholders. 

In financial circles it was tbe general be- 
lief that, despite assertions to the con- 
trary, the resignations were the result of a 
merry war iJetween the three men. It 
was asserted that to-day's court proceed- 
ings were arranged solely for the purpose 
of letting Receiver Lawrence "down easy," 
and his resiirnation was not wholly vol- 
untary. It was common talk on the Stock 
Szchange that Lawrence had been accused 
by the reorganization people of working in 
the interest of the Greenhut crowd. To- 
day's affair was generally considered a 
proof of the supremaey of the reorganiza-

Count von IIompcsch-Rurich, Centriiit, 
amid loud interruptions and eheers, sub- 
mitted a resolution disapproving of the 
proposition. 

Dr. von BenninfjMn, on behalf of the 
National Liberals, warmly supporteil Herr 
vuu I.i'Vftzow's rr-()'.if^t. On the other 
hand, Ilerr Singer, amid repeated i>roti'sts, 
declared that the Freissinnige party was 
unable to support the motion in view of 
hostility which he ciaimed Prince Bis- 
marclc held against the workingmen. 

Prince Radzi will, on behalf of the Poles, 
also oppojed the motion, while Herr Eic- 
ert announced that the repre'^entatives of 
the Freissinnige party would support it. 
Count von Ilodenberg, on behalf of tiie 
Guelphists, opposed the proposition, and 
Herr Kniphausen and I-iebotmann, for tlie 
anti-Semites, approved it. 

Count von Manteuffel, Conservative, de- 
clared, amid three cheers from the Right, 
that the Reichstag owed its existence to 
Bismarck and that it was inconceivable 
that a child should refuse to congratulate 
its own fatlier. The vote on Herr von 
Levetz .w's proposal was then asked and it 
was rejec ted by HI.) to IIG. 

Herr von Levetzow. immediately after 
the result was made known, announced his 
resignation, cai;-iug an e.Mraordinary 
scene, the Right rising in a body and cheer- 
ing vociferously and clapping their hands 
in approval. Even the sallerics e.-cj.ressed 
satisfaction in the most open manner. 
When the excitement had subsided Herr 
von Levetzow airain arose and formally 
handed over tlie pit-i.leney of the Reich- 
stag to Baron von liuehl. the senior vice- 
president. 

The House then took a minor vote and 
adjourned until Tuesday. 

It was stated in the lobbies of the House 
this afternoon that the Conservatives and 
Nalional Liberals, who are dissatisfied with 
the present composition of the Reichstag, 
will, on the reassembling of the House, en- 
deavor to force the Government to dissolve 
the Reichstag, and if they succeed their 
idea is to 1:0 to the country with Prince 
PfemsrckV name a'' a rallying crv and en- 
'.larging to-day 's affair as an insult to the 
founder of the empire. 

The lestilt of the Heichstag vote was in- 
stantly conveyed to the Emperor, whose 
intense annoyance can be judged by 'the 
following telegram, which he immediately 
penned to Bismarck: 

I have to convey to your Highness the ex- 
pression of my most profound indignation at 
the resolutions which the Reichstag has just 
ftdnpied. It is In most complete oppo.sition to 
the feeling of all the German princes and 
I'eople. W11.HELM. 

1 he Emperor received at "ilfi this even- 
ing the following reply to the message 
wliieh he sent to Prince Bismarck: 

To JliA Majetty, Ihr Kmperar and King: I pray 
your Majesty to accept tae respectful expres- 
sion of my gratitude for the message gracionily 
sent, in which your Majesty has transferred 
the action of my p<iliticr.l opponents, concern- 
ing which I am not yci fully iiilurinul, Into a 
aoutve of joyful satisfaetion. I'.isjum k. 

It is now decided Emperor Wiiliam will 
visit Bismarck next Tuesday, taking with 
him his eldest son in order to permit the 
latter to make the personal acquaintance 
of Prinee Bismarck, with whom the Em- 
peror will stay six hours instead of three 
a.- at lir-t arranged. 

The rejeciiouof the motion in theReich- 
sta,.; Is < rriain to cau.-e a great deal of feel- 
ing in the <-.,untry. Richtcr, the I'.adical 
leader, foresaw this when a few days ago 
he explained the reasons why tlie Radicals 
wonid oppose the piopositfon when he 
aaid it was not a qaestion of politeness 
toward an aged statesman. Bismarck, he 
claimed, still represents certaiu political 
principles, and his great personality can- 
not be divided into the Bismarck who 
achieved so mucli in behalf of German 
unity and the Bismarck who has been 
thoroughly hostile to liberalism. 

Richter said: "Hedoes not regard his 
political career as finished. He takes every 
opportunity of influencing popular opinion 
by the authority of his name in fovor of a 
policy which the Liberals have to combat 
almost daily."

The savivora of the 
crew, Thomas Stolberg, the third officer, 
A. Netuel, the first engineer, and Seibert, 
one of the seamen, repeated their former 
statement'^. 

The pres<-iit court announced the in- 
(piiry would not cud in that court, as 
three lawsuits were pending in connection 
with the disaster. It was added that in 
spite of the efforts of the German Consul 
at Berdf n, the statements of the crew of 
tiie Crathie could not be obtained and a 
deputation of the crew of that vessel refused 
to testif}'. 

The captain of the Crathie admitted the 
soundings of his well, which he bad t^kcn 
after the collision, showed the Crathie 
was not leaking. Herr B.idrow. superin- 
tendent of tlie North German Lloyd steam- 
ship line, depo.scd that the Elbe had sufli- 
cieut small boats to accommodate 381 per- 



sons and that there were only .S.i2on board. 
He also .said the watertight bidkheads of 
the steamer were intact when she sailed. 
The inquiry was then adjourned. 

Thomas Stolberg, the ihinl officer, said 
that at tlie time of the collision he was on 
the bridge. He saw the foremost light and 
the green sidelight of the steamer Crathie. 
The first oOicyir also saw these lights. 

The Kibe, adcording to the rules, con. 
tinned on her course. A minute after- 
ward he saw, just behind the bridge, a red 
light and then almost instantly occurred 
the collision. The witness ran to the side 
of the vessel to ascertain the es:teiit of the 
damage anil without lielay reported to the 
captain, who had ajipeared on the deck. 

According to instructions issued by the 
captain he ordered boats three and five to 
be placed in readiness. The sea by this 
time had reached the aft deck. They had 
only time to jump into the small boat l)e- 
fore the Elbe went down. Not until morn- 
ing broke did he see the faces in the boat, 
beeoniing aware for the first time who had 
been saved. On board the Kn>e there had 
liecn no rusliiii;;, no crowding, no ilisorder 
and no cries for help- There had been no 
squabbling among the occupants for posi- 
tions in the small boatat the time the £lbe 

went down.

BERLIN, March 23.— One of the cases 
remaining unsettled during the present re- 
vision of the German-American extradition 
treaty is that of a man named Rix of Chi- 
cago, who lied from the State of Illinois 
about a year ago, liiarged with forgery and 
embezzlement. Six months ago he was 
arrested at Hamburg, and he is still in jail 
awaiting the decision of the German Gov- 
ernment, whose interpretation of the ex- 
isting extradition treaty is disputed by the 

United States.

BERLIN', March Berlin radicalsand 
socialists again coninieiiiorated the victims 
of the uprising of 1848 by decorating their 
graves on Monday last and holding twelve 
big meetings.

The church was erected in memory 
of tlie Empress Augusth, grandmother of 
the present Emperor. It is one of the most 
beautiful edifices in Berlin and cost about 
10,000,000 marks.

23.— John L. Waller, formerly United 
States Consul to Tamatave, Island of Mad- 
agascar, has been found guilty of corre- 
sponding with the Hovas, aftef trial by a 
French ei.urt-niartial, and sentenced to 
twenty years' iiiiprisoninent. 

-April 20, i,siM, Mr. Waller secured a con- 
cessi<in from the llovas Government of the 
whole southern part of the island of Mad- 
agascar in spite of the repeated protests of 
the French residents and the French colony 
generally. 

According to the French pioneer col- 
onists all the nationalities engaged in the 
indiuriibl>er trade considered that their 
veste{i interests had h. •11 injured by the 
conces--ioii to \\ a!;. r. 1 ranee has hitherto 
claimeil a protectorate over the island of 
Madagascar and Great Britain has recog- 
nized it, btit the native tJovernment of 
Madagascar repudiates the French claim 
to a protectorate, and France is now send- 
ing to Madagascar a large expedition to 
subdue the HovaK. 

Early in June last the N'ew York 'World 
published a letter from F,. I'nderwood 
Harvey, editor of the Ma<laga»car News, 
saying: "It is time for the great Ameri- 
can ( iovernment to put its foot down and 
say that .\nierican enterprise in this coun- 
try shall 116 longer be trampled by French 
buUying.'W 

This was the result of the action of the 
representatives of France in Madagascar in 
denying the Malagassa 'rovemment the 
right to make land grants to American 
citizens without first obtaining the sanc- 
tion of the French Resident-General.

Waller is a citizen of 
the United States and officials here cannot 
conceive by what authority French courts- 
martial have attempted to assert juris- 
diction over on Airierican citizen not 
actively engaged in hostiHtiefl against 
I he in. 

Waller, who is from Kansas, was Consul 
at Tamatave during the Harrison adminis- 
tration. A 

It is well know here that French con- 
cessionories in Madagascar have been do- 
ing their utmost to prevent him enjoying 
the fruits of valuable concessions he ob- 
tained from the Hova Government by good 
management. .«o far as the Government 
is aware the French protectorate over 
Madagascar is limited strictly to the regu- 
lation of foreign intercourse of the Hova 
Government and the right of the latter to 
control its internal affairs, including the 
granting of concessions to individuals, has 
never been questioned before. 

As to the charges against Waller that he 
has been in correspondence with Hova 
ollicials here, they assert that he has n per- 
fect right to do so. Moreover, they fail to 
see why Waller should not be given the 
beiietit of a fair trial by civil courts. 

E.x-Consul Waller is a colored man from 
Kansas, bom in Missouri in slavery. He 
was one of the slaves con ti seated by Fed- 
eral troops in 1862 and sent into Iowa, be- 
ing then 11 years of age.

TOKIO, Japan, March !t.— During the 
third week of i'ebruary several conferences 
were hi 1 uetween the leaders of the First 
an i .<. (■. iiid Army corps and a plan of 
aggressive action was arranged to be put 
in operation at the end of the month. 
Early on the morning of the 28th the Third 
Division, under Lientenan^General Kat- 
sura, moved northward by the Las- Yang 
road ond before daylight encountered a 
Chinese force of not less than 15,000, which 
was gradually driven from one position 
after anotlicr until at 10 o'elork it gave 
way entirely and retreated in two direc- 
tions. The losses on the Japanese side in 
this engagement were ten killed and 
ei.-hty-six wounded. One hundred and 
si.\ty dead Chinese were left on the field. 
• On March 1 Uentenant-General Saknra 
sent the ^Sixtlr. Brigade in pursuit of the 
enemy's main body, bat a -heavy snow- 
storm impeded the route and little progress 
was made. 

Li Ilunp Chang's appoiiituioit as peace 
F.mbassador is now an established fnct. It 
is bcdieved that the fullest authority was 
conferred upon him, and his prospects of 
success are regarded very hopefully by the 
foreign Ministers at the Chinese court. 
Even in Japan his mission is looked upon 
as genuine, and the possibility that it may 
have jiractical results is admitted in the 
highest otlicial circles. An impression 
prevails tiiat Japan has allowed .some in- 
dication of her intentions to be conveyed 
10 the Chinese Government, and that Li 
will come prepared to accept any terms 
not utterly ruinous or disgiaceful. The 
place of meeting^will be Simonoseki, in- 
stead of Hiroshima. Count Ito and Vis- 
count Miltsu will, as before, be designated 
to conduct the negotiations on the Japanese 
side. Mr. Foster will accompany the 
Viceroy, who, it is reported, will have also 
the assistance of Mr. Pethick, formerly 
Vice-Consul of the United States at 
Tientsin.

Ex-Mayor Hewitt has 
al.so donated the use of fifty acres of land 
at Linwood, on the Hudson I'.iver. 

Each applicant must fill out a blank 
form which will be furnished him, and if 
properly indorsed by some responsible per- 
son he will be allowed the use of a quarter 
of an acre of land, which he will cultivate 
during the summer, and the procceas from 
the sale of the vei,'etalilex. in a case where 
a man has a lar^e famiiy and his Condition 
is extra worihy he wili be given half an 
j acre of the land to cultivate. 
I The committee has ordered 1200 bushels 
i of seed potatoes, and has already on hand 
; all the other vegetable seeds, that wUl be 
required. The seeds and ail the agricul- 
tural implements necessary to till the soil 
will be furnished to the men tree of charge. 
The committee has secured th# services of 
a practical farmer as superintendent of the 
farms. 

The committee will exercise general su- 
pervision over the work, nnd will make a 
market for produce. A letter received by 
the committee from Henry A. Robinson, 
chief of the statistical division of the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Washington, 
states that from a personal investigation 
of the experiment at Detroit, Mich., and 
from the general opinion of those to whom 
he applied for information he is convinced 
of the cHlcicncy of the scheme. 

Similar e.xiieriuients will be tried the 
coming summer in Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Los Angeles, Syracuse, Chicago, Bnltalo 
and St. Iionis. '

WASHIXGTON', March 23.— It is now 
said that the President is not altogether 
pleased with the haste displayed by Secre- 
tary Gresham in the Allianca affair with 
Spain dnring his recent absence from the 
city, and that the future conduct of the 
negotisttions in regard to that incident Vill 
be marked by greater deliberation and con- 
servatism. According to Ilie report this 
latter conclusion was reaeheil at yester- 
day's meeting of the Cabinet, and in some 
quarters it exfdains why Admiral Meaile's 
tleet has gone to Kingston instead of con- 
tinuing on its way to Santiago de Cuba as 
originally proposed. 

Despite the assertions of naval officers 
that tliere is no political significance what- 
ever in the present movements of the Hect, 
the theory obtains among the gossips that 
the President deemed it advisable to avoid 
any act calculated to irritate the Spanish 
authorities under present strained eonili- 
tions, and therefore directed the American 
warships to keep ont of Cuban waters for 
the present. 

Reports of Cabinet differences are circu- 
lating with persistency, despite assertions 
by one member of the Cabinet that the 
President and his Cabinet are harmonious 
and even unanimous on the questions of 
foreign politics. 
The difficulty with Spain arose during 
I the President's absence on his ducking 
i trip, and Secretary Gresham, after much 
deliberation, mapped ont his course of pro- 
i cedtire. His note to Spain was sent before 
Mr. Cleveland's return. It is now rumored 
that Mr. Cleveland has taken exception to 
several features of the Secretary of State's 
plans. 

>rr. Gresham, of course, refuses to say 
anything about these various reports, and 
professes to be amazed as to how they, 
could have originated. 

At any rate tliere is good reason to be- 
lieve that Si iin v. il lie allowed ample 
time for inve-tigati ui and reply to Secre- 
tary Gresham's Allianca ultimatum and 
that no further action will be taken that 
will nrevent an amicable settlement of the 
points in dispute satisfactorily and honor- 
ably to tioth governments. 



MB Alt B OK THB SCBITB. 

The Adtniral irires the Ttepartmrnt of 
Bim Change of Programme. 

WASHINGTON, March 23. — Admiral 
Meadd ha« cabled the UavJr Department 
he has sailed with his squaaron from Sau 
Domingo for Kingston, Jamaica. Accord- 
ing to the programme arranged for the 
cruise of the North American squad- 
ron before it sailed from Hampton 
Roads, the vessels were to stop at 
Port an Prince, Hayti, after leav- 
ing San Domingo, and to proceed to 
Santiago de Cubo, on the .south coast of 
the island. Just why Admiral Meade 
omitted these points in his cruise was not 
explained in hiq cablegram, and at the 
Navy Department the ofiicials say he has 
acted in this without instruction. He is at 
full liberty, they say, to make ~ changes in 
the programme. 

An explanation that finds general belief 
is that Admiral Meade has heard of the 
difficulty that has arisen between the 
United States and Spain oyer the Allianca 
affair and is indispo^ to complicate dip- 
lomatic adjustment of the case by paying 
a visit to Cuban waters that might be con- 
strued by the Spanish press into a demon- 
stration of force intended to coerce their 
Government. 

At Kingston also the admiral will bo 
convenient to the isthmus and the Spanish 
Main so as to be in readiness to respond 
to any call there may be to strengthen the 
forces at Colon and to have a ship look into 
Bluefields.

MADRID, March 23.— The Queen Regent 
having charged Castillo with the forma- 
tion of a Cabinet to replace the Sagasta 
Ministry, the following appointments were 
announced to-day : _ President of the Coun- 
cil.

SovernniFnl Offirttils Try the Kete Instru- 
mrnis of Ilrjttruetion. 

WASHINGTON, March XJ. Two tests 
took place at the proving grounds at Indian 
Head to-day, one of the Wheeler-Sterling 
projectiles and one of the Hurst gun. 

The first was eminently auocessful, but 
the latter was a disappointment. 

The projectile test was on a thirteen-inch 
shell, one of a lot of 400 furnished by the 
Wheelcr-Stcrling Steel Company. By 
the terms of the specifications, the selected 
shell was required to pass through a seven- 
inch nickel steel plate without being 
brohen up. It was tired with a striking 
velocity of "lOO feet per second, and passed 
through the plate, and sank about ten 
feet into the butt behind it, whence it was 
dug out practically nninjnrad. This shot 
decided the acceptance of 'the lot. These 
shell are of forged steel, and have a large 
chamber, which contains a bursting charge 
of sixty pounds of powder when in actual 
service. In the tests the place of the 
powder is taken by sand ao as to secure the 
proper weight. 

The seeond test of the day consisted of 
experiments with the Hurst gun, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the velocity ob- 
tainable with it for given charges. The 
projectUe* used veigbed 200 pounds and 



the total powder charge about 185. An or- 
dinary service gun of the same caliber 
would have a velocity of about 2500 feet 
with this charge. The Hurst gun has the 
powder divided into two parts, one of them 
in a primary charge of ten pounds for 
starting the jirojectile and the other a 
main charge of 17o pounds for giving it its 
velocity. 

At i>revious tests a velocity of 240O feet 
was obtained, but it was suspected that part 
of the projectile was broken off by the dis- 
charge, and that it was thus SO much re- 
duceil in weight that these figures were 
unduly high. 

At the test to-day 'WO shots were fired, 
with resulting velocities of 2088 and 20f)fi 
feet, the second powder charges being 17.") 
and 177 pounds respectively. These re- 
sults are considered very poor, and as the 
gun is more difficult to handle and the 
ammunition, more awkward to prepare and 
load, there will probablv be no further test 
of it.

Mr. Hering iia^ ' i the Bibli.-al limit of 

three score and ten, and maintains an ex- 
istence under conditions of extreme pov- 
erty, he is still most s'anguine of achieving 
fame and fortune by his own efforts before 
his span of life is broken. 

His life history is varied an<i has been 
interspersed with many peculiar and inter- 
e*ting incidents. He is a native of Saie- 
f'obiirg. . At the age of l'H he was a soldier 
in the German army and look an active 
pt^ in the war waged by that country 
against Denmark in 1S(8. He was thrice 
wounded. One bullet imbedded itself in 
his left leg. another blazed a path asross 
his left cheek, near the jaw, and a saber 
nearly severed his left thumb from his 
hand. After leaving the military service 
in 1850 he located at Ctixhavcn, Hamburg, 
where for six years he followed the peace- 
ful and unromantic pursuit of a taiNir. 

At this time the spirit of adventure that 
had been imbibed while underarms for his 
country' became 4nminant, and lie ^ihipped 
on a whaler at Bremen for a two yeai-s' 
cruise, taking berth as cook. Before the 
voyage was over he had become so expert 
with th" hnr; o.in that durint' n :!tiTe_ opsr- 
ati jii.- he lille l the re-|'On-ible position of 
harpooner in the captain's boat. 

During the stay of the vessel at Kag^' 
chatka, in 1856, it became known to the 
Governor of the place that Hering was 
I 'insiderable of a musician, and he fre- 
quently invited him to his residence to 
play fc>r his family and guerts. 

Extensive exoav.-itioiis were in progress 
in the neighborliood nt the time, and a 
mammoth, niea^ui inK b' tw. i n sixteen and 
( it;htcen feet, had liecn unearthed. The 
^k' l' ton was complete, and as a reward 
f..r iiis obliging services Hering was per- 
mitted to carry off one of the huge tusks 
of the beast. Part of this has been worked 
up into cane-handles and other ornaments 
hv the ingenious owner, and a stuiiiii of it. 
about a foot long and six inches in diame- 
ter, now adorns one of the walls of Her- 
ing's uncouth-looking den. 

The winters of thelwo years' cruise were 
spent in trading among the South Rea 
Islands and in trips to China, Japan and 
Australia, sojourns being also made at 
Honolulu for the purpose of refitting each 
season. During these joumeyings Hering 
landed on fourteen different cannibal 
islands and aeeured a stipply of aboriginal 
war and hunting implements and other 
curios siiflirient to stock a re-^fiectable- 
sizfd mu-^eum. Ii includes bow.^, arrows, 
spears, lances, clubs, boomerangs, Idols 



and househidd utensils, all of which now ' 
make part of the nnique decoration of his I 
home. I

Of these Hering i 
succeeded in securing a compass and a jiair 
of spectacles from Captain < uur<en. an 1 ' 
though they have little or n.j iiitriutic , 
value he trea=';rea them as almost price- 
less possessions. I 
In he got a notion that the i-sland 1 
had all the requirements to make rice- : 
growing a profitable venture. He wrote to ' 
a friend in i^omh Carolina and imported 
fifty pounds of sted rice, whic h came bv • 
mail and cost him $7 75 for postage. This 
he planted on a little less than an acre of 
land, and was rewarded with a crop of 
3400 pounds, a great yortion of which he 
readily sold for 6 cent., a pound. He was 
thus the first, he claims, to introduce this 
industry into the Hawaiian Islands. A 
portion of his erop was sold as seed to

It fur- 
ther, he asserts, has the merit of effecting 
a large saving in seed, as the roller whieb 
acts as a harrow covers the seed for a uni- 
form depth of only lU inches, thus niak- 
ip.j. prery kernel tell. By existing methods 
he cla;ms it takes from rii to lOiJ pounds of 
wheat to plant an acre, while with the use 
of his manifold plow, cultivator, seeder 
and harrow only l.'i pcjunds are required. 

Despite his extreme poverty, his ad- 
vanced ane and the aggravating delav oc- 
casioned by a long pending lawsuit, "Her- 
ing preserves a wonderfully cheerful tem- 
per, and displays a sangtiineness that

New Y'ork, there is a iittle restaurant that 
is known as "Maria's." It is frequented 
by men and women of bohemiah ten- 
dencies. A table d'hote is served for 90 
cents. The qtiality of the food is just 
about what one can imagine 30 cents will 
buy. The people sit at one long table. 
They elbow each other as they eat. and 
half a dozen languages are talked simulta- 
neously. 

It is a place that one wonid probably 
foiego if he could afford to pav more than 
SO cents a dinner. Yet to this place goes 
almost nightly one of the most celeDrated 
women New York has known, a great 
songstsess — a woman whose fortune was at 
one time estimated to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $500,000. This is Chira Louise Kel- 
logg, whose name in private lifie is Mrs. 
8trakoscb. Not long ago a large part of the 
second fortune she has earned w as swept 
away bv the failure of a publishing-house 
in which her savings had been invested. 

It was a branch of the English firm of 
Cassell <t Co,, and had been considered a 
prosperous concern. The confidential man 
of the house plundered it right and left 
and fled, leaving Mrs. Strakosch with little 
or nothing. Y'ears ago. in the hevdey of 
her prospcrit V, the sinner intrusted George 
W. Steb bins, the well-^nown banker, with 
the first fortune she had accumulated. 
This was also considerable. Miss Kellogg 
bad every reason to rely on Mr. Stebbina. 
as it was through his efforts that she had 
been able to secure education and a leading 
position on the lyric stage. He obtained 
for her, as far back as 1863, an engagement 
in London, and she wae thus able to 
establish her claim to recognition. Mr. 
Slebbins' speculations on her behalf went 
wrong, and she was left without a dollar. 

Her splendid voice was still a magnet 
at the tjme, however, and before loni: <he 
was once more wealthy.— New York 
Journal.

But the great fruit of Hering's labor and 
ingenuity while in Honolulu was the 
invention of a machine which he claims 
will revolotionize the present svstem of 
land cultivation. He consumed the even- 
ings of three years in constructing the 
somewhat crude model on which he secured 
letters patent.

Miss Phoebe Conzins, the world-famed 
woman's riplits advocate, orator and au- 
thor, was the affianced bride of James 6. 
Fair at the time of his death. With the 
erratic ex-Soiiator the attachment for Miss 
fou/.i:!? may have been nothing more 
than .1 jiajsing caprice of liis active, ever 
restless mind. It may liave been that the 
law of supremacy of niin.l over matter 
forced him to kneel, a worshiper at the

upon him at all times, indicate that the 
mature lover was not wholly master of 
himself. This is the belief of Sliss Couzins. 
She thinks that he was he l;?ed about with 
men and influences, wii . se persistency 
overpowered his individual will, and 
swayed his moral entity. 

The facts as viewed by her indicate that 
in this case Mr. Fair was dragged by a 
force he could not withstand fiom the 
woman he dearly loved and bad promised 
to wed, t^iid wna preveiueJ iroin seeing her 
apa:n, o- in any way eon;n<unicating with . 
her. Totiiisen i, i:.e hviy believes, many 
falsehoods were tuld, and many letters ; 
were intercepted by enemies, whose selfish 
and sinister motives were threatened by 
the proposed alliance. 

Whatever may or may not have been 
Mr. Fair's feelings or ultimate intentions 
in the matter, one thing is certain, and 
that is that M'"s Couzins' affections were 
won by the ex-.'^eiiator as completely as 
ever was the love of any fair la ly by her 
brave knight in the good olil" days of 
chivalry. According to her own state- 
ments. Miss Couzins had long admired 
Mf. Fair, and as the acquaintance grew 
into friendship and she saw him oftener, 
^iier feeling of friendship grew into the 
deep, earnest, sincere love of a lifetime. 
And she lirmly believed that she was sin- 
cerely loved in return. .She is still of that 
belief, and cherishes the memory of her 
dead hero antt mourns as a widow's heart 
mourns for its departed mate. 

But Hias Couzins is altogether difierent 



should be liberally provided for in a finan- 
cial way and that she was to become his 
wife at an early date. One of the witnesses 
wlio heard these declarations was Dr. 
Vincent Herbert of Chicafc-o, who attended 
Mr. Fair during a season of sickness at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel in the spring of isa3. 
Other reputable and well-known persons 
beard Mr. Fair make the same statements, 
and now they wonder how it was possible 
that he oonld have so soon forgotten the 
woman for whom he professed the most 
sincere love, and calling her "his good 
angel" and "the li^-ht and joy of his old 
age," and the like. 

When Miss Couzins came to San Fran- 
cisco she said nothing of her own indi- 
vidual loss or the pain i a her heart. She 
delivered lectures and visited her friends 
and suffered in silence. At last she be- 
came so ill and weary that she could no 
longer go on as formerly with her public 
work. She decided to take a season of 
rest. One of her admiring friends, .Nfrs. 
Knox Goodrich of San Jose, had inviteii 
her to come and rest with her. Mias 
Couzins went about two weeks ago and for a 
time was lost sight of to the busy world. 
The fact that she had a brother living in 
the Garden City was another inducement 
to draw her there. And there, after a 
long search, a representative of the Call 
found Miss Couzins doing the work of a 
ministering angel for her brother, who is 
ill at -^y* South Ninth street, San .lose. 

It was in the cozy little parlor of the house 
where ber brother lives that Miss Couzins 
reluctantly consented to tell the story that 
will be read with interest all over the coun- 
try. But after she had decided to relate 
the facts connected with her engagement 
to Mr. Fair, she told her story freely, 
cMndidly and without hesitancy. Before 
s|.i. aking about herself she .said : 

■•I will begin l)y stating that there were 
many confidentes hetween Mr. Fair and 
myself which I cannot touch ujion at all, 



than mutual admiration. In the course of 
a few mouths we parted, as true friends 
part, and went our separate ways. He re- 
tamed to Nevada and California and I 
resumed my work in different parts of 
the world. Thus time went on. Several 
years passed and we did not meet until 
some time after my mother's death. 

"In the meantime 1 had been elected sec- 
retary to the National Board of Laily Man- 
agers of the Columbian Exposition, and 
had made my home in the Grand Pacific 
Hotel, Chicago. I had served in the- ca- 
pacity of secretary for a long time, but had 
not received my pay for the work or the 
time I had devoted to it. It was a tiresome 
and unjileasant task. There was always 
trouble brewing and coming up, and 1 was 
in the midst of it and oftentimes was se- 
verely criticized by one side or the other. 
The worry and labor bad .seriously affected 
my health, and I felt a part of the time as 
if I would like to lie down and die and be 
at rest. 

"In 1892 1 had a bill before Congress the 
purpose of which was to secure relief in the 

way of payment for my services as secre- 
tary lo tlie Board of Lady Managers. I 
needed all the intluence that I could hring 
to li' ar on tlie measure. While working 
among niy friends and lobbying for my 
bill I was at the same time attending by 
the bedside of my mother, who was very 
ill. She suggested to me that Senator 
Fair might be able and willing to help me. 
I wrote to him and asked if he bad any 
friends in Congress on whom be could 
bring his influence to bear in my behalf. 

"He promptly replied by writing me a 
very kind letter, but stating that he had no 
personal nor politieal friends in Ibat Con- 



Pacific Hotel. Shortly after returning to 
Chicago I received a letter from Mr. Fair, 
in which he stated that he would soon see 
m6; that be wanted our friendship to cul- 
minate in a relaaonship closer and dearer 
than mere friendship, and that he was 
coming with serious intentions to ask my 
band and heart in marriage. 

"Well, Mr. Fair, accompanied by his 
secretaries. Bresse and Aiit:Us, and I think 
Mr. Crothers, arrived in Chicago May 7, 
1893, and took apartments at the Grand 
Pacific. Mr. Fair immediately sent me bis 
card. I met him in one of the parlors and 
he expressed great happiness at seeing me 
again. He told me then and there that ha 
had come all the way from California for 
the purpose of asking rae to become his 
wife. I told him that I would give him a 
delinite answer within a few days and deli- 
cately intimated that be need have no fear 
of my final decision. He seemed very 
much {(leased at tliis and we spent the 
evening very pleasantly talking of the 
present, the future and old times. 

"A few days after that Mr. Fair waa 
taken suddenly and violently ill in a aingn- 
lar manner. That night he sent for me to 
come to him. I did as requested. He^ld 
me he was a very sick man and begged me 
to take care of him and to call in my 
physician. I immediately sent for Dr. 
Vincent Herbert, who came and examined 
Mr. Fair and prescribed for him. Mr. 
Bresse and Mr. Angus tried to keep me 
out of the sick-room, but Dr. Herbert 
interposed and directed that I be per- 
mitted to nurse Mr. Fair. I then went 
into the sick-room and cared for the sick 
man until the worst of his illness was 
past. He often spoke hopefully ol the 
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the items of interest with which he was 
not acouainted, from an historical point of 
view. 

"And that was the last evening that we 
were together," said Miss Couzins, with a 
deep-drawn sigh. "On the following day 
Mr. Fair was whisked out of Chicago as if 
he had been a prisoner or a fugitive from 
justice. I was permitted to see him only 
for a moment just before he went went 
away. Angus, Bresse and Crothers were 
constantly near him. 

"While 1 was sjjeaking to him, just be- 
fore his departure, a man, who 1 think was 
a hireling of Bresse, came and interrupted 
our conversation. Mr. Fair managed to 
tell me that he was called away by very 
important business matters, but that he 
would speedily retium and make me his 
wife. And so he left. I never saw him 
agai n. I received one letter from him after 
be arrived in San Francisco. In that be 
stated that he was well, and begged me to 
write often. 

"I did write, but I never got an answer 
after that. I am positively certain that he 
wrote to me also, but the letters were un- 
questionably intercepted. His secretaries 
were constantly on the watcb. When I 
used to call on Mr. Fair in his sick-room at 
the Grand Pacnic his valet or one of the 
other attaches used to secrete themselves in 
the closets in order to listen to our con- 
versation. I called Mr. Fair's attention to 
these things, but he only smiled and .said 
it didn't matter as he was accustomed to it. 

Miss Couzins dwelt upon the meeting in 
Chicago with great tenderness. She said: 

"Senator Pair wrote to me that he would 
leave San Francisco for Chicago on the 
15th of May, and for me to expect him in 
Chicago about the 18th or 19th of that 
month. 

"On the 1st of May, after returning from 
the exposition grounds. I was surprised to 
find his card under my door at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel. It was about 10 o'clock at 
night, and I immediately turned to go to 
the office, intending to asl(if the gentle- 
man was in the hotel and if be bad per- 
sonally left the card. 

"As I was about to get into the elevator 
I met him just stepping out. Vfe shook 
hands, and walked into the parlor. I said 
I was very much surjirised to meet him so 
soon. Herejilied: '1 deciiied that I could 
not wait any longer, and I have come to 
see you. I want yotir promise. I know 
that I am not a man worthy of such a 
woman as yon, but I want you to take me 
if you will.' I replied as any woman 
would, that ha was doing himself an in- 
justice. 

"When he was taken sick he .':ai<I to me: 
'Now I want you to take charge of my case 
and see that 1 am properly attended to. 
If I get very sick while 1 am here I want 
your own physician to prescribe for me 
and take care of me.' 

"I sent tor Dr. Vincent Herbert, who 
resided in the Grand Pacific Hotel, and 
asked him to call upon Senator Fair. He 
did so and the first question the Senator 
asked was; 'Are you Miss Couzins" phy- 
sician?" He said, 'I am,' and the Senator 
said, 'That then is all right. I would 
like to have you attend to my case and see 
if you cannot uive me relief.' 

"Dr. Herburt took charge of the case 
and did what he could for him. He re- 
ported to me that the Senator was suffer- 
ing from a complication of ailments, and 
that he waa. not likely to survive the at- 
tack. He consiaered it a very aerioos 
situation and thought the very best of 
nursing should be prociued. My attorney. 



ance, called an 'equipoise,' and instructed 
him how to apply it. The next morning, 
as I was sitting at breakfast, he walked 
over to me and thanked me for ray kind- 
ness, saying that the application had been 
snocessful and that he was relieved from 
paiit and had enjoyed a good night's rest. 

"After be became convalescent it waa 
my custom every morning before starting 
for the exposition grounds to send a note 
asking in reganl to his health and if he had 
rested well. 1 le always replied by a verbal 
message or sent rae a little facetious note 
telling me how he felt and wishing me 
good fortune in my work. 

"I was first attracted to Senator Fair be- 
cause be bad such a beautiful bead.

The other was a brief note written at tba 
Grand Pacific Hotel.Cbicago, and addressed 
simply, "Miss Couzins, room 318."

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shape|it was almost perfect, and in that re- 
gard he greatly resembled my father, who 
was one of the noted men of St. I.ouis. My 
father was one of the comniittei' of seven 
appointed by Lincoln to keejOIissouri in 
the Union. For five years he was acting 
pjovost-marshal and Chief of Police of St. 
Louis. My mother was one of the nurses 
who cared for the wounded during the 
war. She was wounded on the field of 
Vicksburg and was the only woman who 
was pensioned for injuries received during 
actual service. Senator Fair referred to 
this when writing to me at the time I 
asked him for his assistance in securing 
my rights as a member of the lady boaril 
of managers. He said that a daughter of 
such a father and such a mother was en- 
titled to the best that a grateful nation 
could offer, and that be would do all he 
could to see that justice was done to me." 

Miss Couzins was the recipient of many 
endearing as well as friendly letters from 
the dead ex-Senator. After the engage- 
ment of marriage Mr. Fair wrote love let- 
ters like an ardent youth of twenty, and 
these MisslCouzins holds and cherishes as 
sacred relics. AVhen asked for a copy of 
one of these she slowly but emphatically 
shook her head. 

"No, not for any consideration what- 
ever," she said. "I hold them too sacred 
to he exposed to the jeers of an unfeeling 
world. Here are a couple of friendly mis- 
sives, however, which you can have if you 
like." 

As she spoke she banded the reporter 
two letters and envelopes, all written with

and Crothers. Once a very prominent 
gentleman, who was staying at the same 
hotel, in speaking of Mr. Fair and his 
satellites, remarked that the life of a mtdti- 
millionaire is not altogether a plea.'^ant one. 

"Since leaving Chicago I have received a 
letter from Dr. Herburt, iu which be states 
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from other women who once were passlon- 
flames around the dead millionaire's heart. 
She will ask for no compensation, no after 
consideration ; she will offer no petition of 
any sort for a share of tbe millions that 
were once pledged to ber ose; she does not 
seek for |»ecnniaiy balm for her wounded 
heart. But she says that she does wish 
and hope and pray that justice will be 
done to the children of the man she loved— 
the children whom she loves for his sake— 
and that all who would wrongfully enrich 
themselves may come to grief. 

When James G. Fair died, his affianced 
bride was in Salt Lake City. The news 
was a terrible shock to ber because it was 
first conveyed to her by flaring head- 
lines in tbe newspapers. It made her 
■eriooaly ill, and she baa not been a well, 
a baannr * hopeful woman since. So 
soon as her dazed senses could fully com- 
prehend the situation she wrote to one of 
the executors of the will— their names 
having appeared in the telegraphic re- 
ports—and requested that if any of her 
letters to Mr. Fair were found among his i 



He told me all about his life— his suc- 
cesses, his failures, his joys and his sor- 
rows. From these ( niiii i. :i, ,-s I concluded 
that he had been more sinned against than 
sinning. I refer particularly to his mar- 
ried life and the unpleasant ending of it. 
Cruel enemies and miserable.meddlers had 
done their villainous wor k. * 

"I first met Mr. Fair in the Riggs House, 
Washington, D. C, in 1883, while he was a 
United States Senator from N«vada. I 
took a liking to him at once. He seemed 
to rae to be the very ideal of a strong, vig- 
orous and energetic man, who was created 
to succeed in lite, to be a prince and a 
leader among men. The evident defects in 
his education and manners were com- 
pletely overbalanced by the natural great- 
ness of the man, as I saw him. I soon 
admired him very mucb, and I could see 
that be also liked to be in my company 
and seemed to take interest in my work 
and my views of social and political condi- 
tions. 

"But this, our lirst friendship, did not 
grow at once to anything more or warmer 



gress on whom be could bring any in- 
tluence to bear. He gave me some valuable 
advice— as he was well competent to do — 
and closed by urgently requesting me to 
write to him at once and open a corre- 
spondence. He also added in the letter 
that he was quite ill at the time. As I re- 
membered him kindly and liked him very 
much I imme liately wrote him a friendly 
letter, incidentally recalling the many 
pleasant hours Wl had passed together at 
the Riggs House. 

"And this," Miss Couzins resumed after 
a pensive pause, "opened the correspond- 
ence Iwtwcen us which eventually led to 
our betrothal. 

"For ;-onie time after that letters passed 
hetn-cen us at regular intervals, and the 
spirit of tbe correspondence grew v.armer 
and more confidential with each letter. In i 
February, 1893, Mr. Fair started from San 
Francisco to come to Washington and see 
me. He traveled by the southern route 
and was accompanied by Mr. Bresse or 
Mr. Angus. I think by both. At Yuma 
he was taken strangely and suddenly ill. 

"He wrote me one letter from there in 
which he explained his serious condition, 
stating that he was scarcely able to write 
at all. From Yuma he took a trip into 
Mexico. This seemed to have bench t 
his health very much, for he soon recovered 
his usual vigor and energy of purpose. In 
the meantime I had retomed to Chicago 
and took up my residence at the Grand 



future if I would only remain near him 
through life. 

"When Mr. Fair had recovered suf- 
ficiently to enahle h i tu to be up and wtUk 
around he called ine aside one day. He 
said that be had decided to shake himself 
free from certain influences that constantly 
interfered with his wishes and his peace of 
mind. He spoke of the many notes and 
cards which he bad scut to my room after 
he became convalescent and which never 
reached their destiostinn. They had been 
intercepted by some one who had an in- 
terest in keeping us apart. 

" 'I want to settle up my affairs,'be said, 
'in sticb a manner that I shall do justice 
to all my f;imily connections. J Jove my 
children and I wani to ninke fair provision 
for them. I love you and I want to pro- 
vide for you at all hazards .so that finan- 
cial trouble can never come to you. I 
want yon to be my wile. Will yon marrr 
me?" . ' 

"I answered 'yes.' He then said: 
" 'Thank you, dearest. 3od bless you. 
We must be married soon— very soon. I 
shall arrange my btisibess and property 
affairs at once.' 

"But he was still more or less ill, and 
this prevented our early marriage. One 
cd evening, when be was feeling much better, 
' we sat together and talked about the 
World's Fair, and he said we must see all 
of it together, and that as 'his own dear 
and gifted little wife' I siiould explain all 
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Knu Adeline Couzins, Mother of 
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that he frequently heard Sfr. Fair speak of 
me as his future wife. And >tr. Fair's 
wife I should have become had not undue 
influence and interference come between 
us. Perhaps he would have been alive and 
well to-day had we been united in marriage 
before he was rushed away from Chicago. 
Tome his sudden ami unexpected death 
looked singular, and— but I will not 
say any more about it. Tbe chapter is 
closed and I ask for nothing now except to 
be left in peace with my sorrow." 
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Hon. William P. Black of 108 Dearborn 
street, advised me to take tbe matter into 
my own bauds and to see that tbe Senator 
was properly cared for, but I hesitated to 

do so. 

' Dr. Herburt reportet that Clark, the 
Senator's valet, was exceedingly diligent 
and attentive, and seemed to be afraid that 
he would be deposed by some one else. 
He said Clark was doing very well, and 
probably it would be just as well for him 
to continue as nurse. 

"Mr. Bresse and Mr. Angus watched the 
Senator like a chicken does a hawk, or a 
hawk does a chicken (which is it'?), and 
allowed no one to see him ttntil Mr. 
Crothers came, when he seemed to have 
charge of the matter, and Bresse and 
Angus were aeldoin ' aeen ag^ about the 
hotel. 

"There be was, a man worth millions 
and with no one to care for him and no 
one to do anything for him, excepting 
those men, and they seemed to have him 

absolutely in their control. 

"On his arrival he told me that he had 
started in opposition to tbe advice of his 
physician, Dr. Levingston, and said that 
he could not wait any longer, but had come 
to see me and wanted me to decide his fate. 
A day or two afterward he complained that 
he was suffering very mnch from pain in 
his ear, aiid I asked him what he had been 
doing; if be had been outdoors in that 
cold, raw weather.

STATEMENTS OF THE ACCUSED 



Belief That the "Napoleon of 
V<mance" Has Injured 
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The indictments drawn np by, the Grand 
Jury against Dr. William Jenningson, 
John Gam age and D. M. Blank for at- 
tempting to blackmail Dick McDonald 
may never be presented to the court. The 
Grand Jury made out the indictments in 
goiid Liith, but it will probably be found 
tlia.t the law takes fr v-j t!;'- Grand Jury 
thf right to indict me three men for a 
felony. 

Kxtorlion is the word used legally for 
blackmail. According to the law a person 
who succeeds in obtainin;; money by ex- 
tortion, or one who writes letters to an- 
other person wiili tiie intent to extort 
money, i-; j ;iliy "f a felony, but one who 
niaki .- a ■. ■ liireat to injure u man if 
moni'v :- uut i/u'.J is only guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. The members of the Grand 
Jury were evidently not aware of the 
wording of the Penal Code when they de- 
cided to indict Jenningson, Gamage and 
Blank. Section 521 of the Jfenal Code reada 
as follows: 

Every person who nnsnceessfnlly attempts 
by raeaiis of a Verbal tlireai • • • to extort 
muuoy or oilier properly from anotlier is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

The question as to what jurisdiction the 
Grand Jury has in cases of misdemeanor 
has come up several times recently. There 
are some cases which may have a techni- 
cal phase so that the Grand Jurj- has 
power, but in cases like the present one all 
of the attorneys interviewed on the subject 
yesterday stated that the alleged o&enses 
of Jenningson, Gamage and Blank were 
under the jurisdiction of the Police Courts 
and not of the Grand Jnry. 

The present Grand Jnry is doing a great 
deal of har i work. Its meetings are fre- 
quent and of louf: duration. On Friday the 
fession did not come to an end until a few 
minutes before 6 p. u. When the jurors 
arrived at a decision to indict Jenningson, 
Gamage and Blank neither the District 
Aftornev nor any of his assistants were 
around to give le^-al advice. The members 
Of the Grand Jury knew that ext<irtion or 
blackmail was a felony and they 
believed that an attempt by a ver- 
bal threat, such as used by Blank, was 
also a felony. Therefore, Foreman Gagen 
made out the indictments in the absence of 
the attorneys. 

The members of the Grand Jury wore 
astonished to see the result of their labors 
in yesterday's C^ll, but all seen admitt^ 
the truth of the story, kuuwing that there 
was no reason in trying in trying to lock 
the stable door after the horae bad been 
stolen. 

R. H. McDonald Jr. was one of the most 
astonished men of ail. When interviewed 
in the County Jail yesterday, he said there 
remained biit little to say", as the Call 
story covered the whole inatttr. He said 
it was jverfoctly correct, exeejit in the sen- 
tence in which he was referred to as a liar. 
He boldly challenged any one to prove he 
was ever guilty of a lie. Beferring to the 
attempted blackmail, he said: 

I must refuse to make any statement, as 
I would violate the oath taken before the 
Grand Jury. I suppose I have the right to say 
a few things, and these I will te'.! you. Jen- 
ningson claims that he spent $1-50' at my re- 
quest while on a trip to England in 1892. Now, 
the first claim ever made on me for the money 
was made two months a?o. John B. Carson, 
the attorney for .Jenningson, called on me and 
stated thai Jennincson liad a claim of !?r250 
agaiti>t me for n:!0!iey advanced. He also stated 
Jeniiing-ion bad tt.ld'hiiu lliat he nad some im- 
portant informati<->n in his possession that I 
would not like to have come out. I stated that 
if Jenningson had any vouchers or could prove 
his claim I would pay it as fast as I could se- 
cure the money. 

Blank first came to me al>o'it two weeks ago. 
He said he ^eI.r'■^i•Ill^ '1 < .ai-'^r.^'e, and tiiat ho 
wanted me to pay :i;i*_'r)0 i Ji niiiiieson wouhi 
make public some inior:iiatioii, documentarv 
evidence and the like. More than this, I «a'5 
told that Jenninpson had said that Pi^^^rk't 
Attorney Barnes without him ffs a wiiMin; wit- 
ness could do nothing in the way of co!i\ icliirT 
me, but that with his testimony Kurnes would 
have no trouble to secure a ciniVieiion. 

(.»f cour.-e 1 understood th'-i- to l^e threats, 
b\it 1 r.- fused to accede to ;h> Ir di mandi for 
blackmail for three reasons, first, I fiave no 
money; second, if I allowed the bloodsuckers 
to squeeze out the first drop of blood more at- 
tempts would follow; third, by bribing the 
men to suppress testimony they could charge 
me with perverting the course of Justice. Then 
they would have a hold on me, and how they 
would try to \\ork me. I saw through their 
tricks and blocked them. 

The belief of many persons having knowl- 
edge of the affairs of the two wrecked 
banks is that Dick McDonald may have 
stopped all attempts to blackmail him, 
but tliiit he has si^ruod his doom, as Jen- 
Iiing.-on and Gauiajre have sutlioieut evi- 
dence, if furni-licd to the prosecution, to 
senil Dick across tlie hay. Jenniiit;soii was 
McDonald's confidential man during all 
the troubles of the banks. Gsmage was 
McDonald's private detective daring his 
noted divorce suit and during his troubles 
Willi Clara Dellc and Seneca Swalm. He 
was also employed in other work con- 
nected with the two banks. 

.Tohn Gamage, one of the indicted, was 
very inti'^h worked up yesterday acndftui- 
ous at .^<■'T>onaId and the otber wttnenes 
a;:aiiict him. He said: 

The article in the Call thli moming vas 

like H thunderboU out ot a clear sky to me. I 
was never more astonished in my life. In no 
way or manner did 1 have any connection with 
any one goin;; to Pick McDonald for money. I 
bad heard day before yesterday that there was 
lemethine up before the Grand Jury affecting 
me, and, knowing that the crowd about Dick 
McDonald was np to anything, 1 went to the 
District .\ttorney and asked to be snmmoneil 
and was and appeared before the Grand Jiirv 
after 5 oeloek last evening. Kothing was 
asked or 'nal tliat gave me any idea that there 
was anything ^erious In store. 

I know nothing that snch a charge cotild be 
based on, and ran only conceive Hint it is a

In the Water as Performed by a Native 
of .Alaska. 

The Aleut and his bidarka are among 
the sights of the Bering Sea regions. The 
bidarka is made of the sl\in of a sea lion 
sewed over a liKht wooden frame. In 
shape it is very like a racing shell. It is 
much the same as the Greenland kayak. 
It has, according to its size, one, two or 
tliree holes in the top, each just large 
enough for a man to slide into and sit, 
with the rim close around his waist. No 
water can get into the boat except through 
these holes. The bidarka is propelled by 
double-bladcd paddles. It looks as frail as 
an eggshell and is as easy to capsize, but 
in the liands of Aleuts is a safe and very 
speedy boat. The Aleuts are great per- 
formers in their bidarkas. 

"We saw a fellow in one of these boats 
come up to the Corwin one day when we 
were off the .Vlaska Fur Seal "Comiiany's 
trading post at Atka," said Captain C. A. 
Abbey. "Mr. Dirck, the agent, addressed 
to him a few words in his own tongue, and 
the Aleut grinned and nodded. He backed 
clear of the ship and began his feats. With 
his paddle he would turn his boat com- 
pletely around with a sweep or two, and 
turn lier hack in tlie same way. He would 
send her ahead at top speed, then instantly 
send her back almost as fast. He was re- 
markably skillful in these performances, 
and it was easy to see that his boat was not 
only safe, but marvelously handy in the 
hands of an expert. 

" He's not doing all he can,' said Doug- 
lass, the pilot. 'I've seem them turn tlie 
bidarka completely over, the man going 
under water on side and coming np on the 
other.' 

" 'I'll ask him if he can do that,' said 
the agent. At his uuestion the Aleut 
shook nis bead, making some muttered re- 
ply. Dirck nx:ged him, but he was still re- 
luctant. 

" 'He says the water is cold and he 

doesn't like to risk it,' said Dirck. 

" 'Wouldn't a silver dollar warm it for 
himV I asked and held up the coin for him 
to inspect. 

"The Aleut's eyes glistened when he 
saw the silver, and he at once prepared to 
attempt the feat. He evidently understood 
his business and the risk he was about to 
take. He tirst loosed his camlinka orskin- 
coat from the hoop around the bidarku-liole 
so be migAt free himself in case the h(jut 
stopped when bottom np. Then, yilying 
his paddle with a peculiar stroke, he 
caused the boat to swerve and go suddenly 
over. The man, still in his seat, disap- 
peared under the water, and the bottom of 
the boat rocked on the surface. As well as 
could be seen in the agitated water he still 
plied the paddle beneath. Though under 
only a few seconds it seemed a long time, 
and it was a relief to the lookers-on when 
he emerged on the other side. The boat 
instantly righted witli the Aleut sitting 
upright, but wholly couti.used.

THE COLDEST PLAOE. 

A Siberian Town Where the Mercury 
Drops Out of Sight. 

The word "arctic" has been very much 
in evidence during the cold weather of the 
last few weeks, and perhaps there are those 
who imagine that it could hardly be colder 
at the north pole than it has been in Eng- 
land lately. TO them the following facts 
and figures may be interesting. The coldest 
inhabited spot on the earth is the little 
town of Werchojansk, in Siberia, which is 
situated 67 deg. 34 min. liorth latitude, 
133 deg. 5 min. cast longitude. The lowest 
temperature observed there is 90.4 de.g. 
Fahrenheit below zero. The average 
temperature for January i.s (1.3.4 deg. 
below: February, 50.8 degrees below; 
March, .SS.4 degrees below; April, 3.2 de- 
grees below; May, 32 degrees below; June, 
no degrees below; July, .')7.2degrees below; 
August, 4_'.8 degrees below; September, 
28.4 degrees below ; October, 4 aegrees be- 
low ; November, 4 degrees below ; Decem- 
ber, 58 degrees below. The terrible cold 
which prevails in Eastern Siberia is, for- 
tunately, not accompanied by wind, for 
otherwise no human being "could exist 
there. The minimum temperature at Jak- 
utsk is 79.G degrees Fahrenheit below, and 
at Ustjansk 83.2 degrees below, and during 
the whole month of .lanuary the ther- 
mometer never reaches the height of 1.4 
degrees l'"ahrenheit. 

The winters are extraordinarly dry in 
this region. The lowness of temperature 
is doe to the fact that Eastern Siberia is 
not inflnenced by oceanic depressions, and 
a very high atmospheric pressure, with 
calm,dear weather and a dry atnioaphere, 
prevails. In this way the warm air cur- 
rents are aided in tlieir escape, while the 
high mountain ranges in the soutb and 
east tend to imprison the masses of cold 
air. Ilcdeiistrom and Wrangell have pub- 
lished very remarkable reports on the effect 
of the cold upon the living organism in 
in Siberia. If the temperature sinks to 40 
degrees Fahrenheit every breath that is 
drawn causes pain in the chest and Itmgs; 
old tree trunks burst with the frost; rocks 
are shattered with a noise like thunder, 
and deep chasms form in the ground from 
which streams of water rush steaming, 
only to be turned into ice Uie next mo- 
ment.— Westminster Gasette.

Hewn ' Out of the JAtIng ■ Boek of 
Malta. 

The most wonderfol cannon on record 
arc those which are described byBrydone, 

whose travels in Sicily and Malta won 

well-dcserved renown toward the end of 
the last century. Many facts and stories 
he recounts that seem strangely old world 
to us, though the date is little more than 
a hundred years ago, so grandly did the 
French revolution transform Europe. 

Malta was full of wonders more or less 
droll while the Knights held it. But noth- 
ing equaled the old guns. Everybody 
knows that the fortifications were cut out 
of the solid rock, but Brydone was right 
in saying that a kind of oranaoce used to 
defend them.was unknown to all the world 
besides. 

As we undcrst.ind hi.s description, the 
Knights left a great block of stone where 
they hollowed out an embrasure in the 
cliff, which afterward they shaped and 
bored in the form of a gigantic mortar. 
These engines contained a whole barrel of 
gunpowder. That shoveled in, they 
plugged it with a great piece of wood, fiiteil 
exactly to the bore, as wadding, and loaded 
up with cannon balls, shells and other 
deadly materials. 

About fifty of these remarkable guns 
commanded the spots which a hostile ship 
was most likely to approach. "The mouths 
of some are ti feet wide, and they are able 
to throw 10,0(X) pounds' weight "of balls or 
stones." The range is not stated, but the 
falling projectiles covered an are of OTer 
300 square yards.— Boston Post.

A Montreal Man Claims That

Were "Salted." 



THE HISTORY OF A SWINDLE. 



Asks Damages in the Sum of His 
Ten Thousand Dollar

Dougal Graham of Montreal, Canada, 
has begun suit in the Circuit Court, through 
his attorneys, Delmas & Shortridge, against 
A. O. Viertong and wife for $10,000, the 
amount of a bond which he deposited on 
the purchase of a group of "salted" mine.s. 
The K jup is located in Tuolumne County, 
California, and is known as the Viertong 
mines, consisting of the John Donkey, 
War Eagle, Free Coinage, King Solomon's 
Ophir, Coarse Gold and the mill site. 

The eomi^aint alle^ that for same time 
prior to the year 1894 the defendants were 
the owners of a certain group of mines in 
Tuolumne Cotmty, California, and known 
as the Viertong mines, and that from as- 
says made of ore taken from the mines the 
defendants knew that they were of little or 
no value ; that in order to sell the property 
they salted it and represented it through 
John Griffin and F. W. Spencer, the latter 
living at San Rafael, as being of great 
value. J. V. Brooks, purporting to be a 
mining e.xpert, made a false report of the 
mines, and although he claimed to be disin- 
terested at the time he has since admitted 
that he was not. 

It is charged that the mines were salted 
with gold in dust, or in solution, or.both, 
with such skill in the art of deceiTing that 
in parts of the tunnels the rock appeared 
in place while fragments were broken from 
the ledges and mixed with the earth in 
such a manner as to mislead an intending 
purchaser, (lold in this form was scat- 
! I red over the surface of the mines that the 
rijserver readily concluded that it came 
from the rock of the mines. 

J. V. Brooks marie an elaborate report on 
the mines on March 5, IStH, and sent it to 
F. W. Spencer, whom he described as a 
prominent merchant doing business at 721 
Market street, San Francisco. Griffin, who 
made the proposition to Graham for a sale 
of the mines, was referred to Dr. X. J. Bird, 
a frieiiil of the plaintiff, living in this city, 
who, along with Benjamin Peart, made a"n 
examination of the mines. The samples 
of ore which they brought to the city 
were so skillfully "doctored" that the 
Selhy Company, who made the assay, re- 
])urted a total value of $1412 12 in golil per 
ton of ore and $0 in silver. Other assays 
were made by ex-State Geologist Henry ij. 
Hanks and others, and the ore was shown 
to be very rich. Sulphurets from the John 
Donkey mine ran as high as $213512 in 
yield of gold to the ton. 

Dr. Bird hastened to Montreal and in- 
duced his friend, Graham, to come to Cali- 
fornia and purchase the property. He 
acted in good faith in the matter. "Expert 
Peart also made a favorable report. As a 
result Graham came to California in June, 
If'SM, and in company with Professor J. T. 
Donald, a mining engineer, visited the 
Viertong mines. Viertong accompanied 
them through the tunnels and fraudu- 
lently pointed out the alleged vein and its 
richest iiart. He panned out lifteen pounds 
of the •■salted" ore and it showed very 
rich pro'^pei ts in free gold. This examina- 
tion w;iS made in the "King Solomon's 
Oiihir" tunnel. At the "John Donkey" 
m'ine like experiments and representations 
were made. The samples were all "salted," 
showing $4134 per ton, of which $37 96 
was free gold. 

The plaintiff alleges that, relying on the 
false and fraudulent representations made 
to himself and his agents, and relying on 
the false and fraudulent ore, mill-runs, pan- 
tests, etc., Graham entered into an agree- 
ment with Viertong and his wife for the 
purchase of the mines, and on July 9, 1894, 
bonded the property for $15,000. It was 
further acreed that the purcbaaer should 
I>av $7.'>.000 in three different installments 
of $20.1.100 each. 

Graham took possession of the mines on 
August 17, 1894. Men were eujjaged aud 
drifts were run north and south in each of 
the tunnels. In the "King Solomon" tons 
of rock or quartz were taken ont and 
scientifically assayed and carednlly milled. 
The results showed that the rock was bar- 
ren and worttiless. The "John Donkey" 
was also showed to be barren. 

The defendant asks for judgment for 
$10,000, which he paid on account on Au- 
gust 16, 18it4, together with interest from 
date, also for the costs of suit. 




The Use aud Abuse 
OF TUE EirvcLE.— Dr. 
^ Graeme M. Ha m- 

mond's recently publisSed paper on the 
iiilluence of the hicycle in healtii and di— 
ease is of real service and value to the 
public. Dr. Hammond set out to learn 
whether the bicycle did harm oir good, first 
in the case of healthy persons, and sec- 
ondly in the case of those diseaised. He 
found it was good for both, under certain 
conditions. Each individual must form- 
ulate rules for his own guidance, and if he 
cannot do this for one reason or another, 
his medical .idviser sliou'd be consulted, 
who, by studying his physique, heart 
measurement and lung capacity, can judge 
with accuracy the amount of exercise 
which is most condncive to healthy phys- 
ical developmentv As a general rule, how- 
ever, after a fair amount of experience the 
average individual should be quite com- 
petent to determine his own capabilities 
and requirements. Dr. Hammond inves- 
tigated the cases of fourteen amateurs who 
had ridden the bicycle from n*x\ to 27,000 
each in from five to thirteen years. Their 
agesianeed from 24 to 48. In erery case 
he founa the heart healthy and the mus- 
cular system well developed. It is often 
claimei^ by those who do not know that 
the exercise develops the muscles of the 
leg at the expense of the rest of the body. 
This is not so. On the contrary, the 
muscles of the back, chest, arms, and ab- 
domen are employed a great deal, not to 
the same extent as the muscles of the legs, 
but sutliciently so to establish bicycle- 
riding as an exercise inducing general de- 
velopment of the muscular system. 

Tbe IimuJOBNCB or Bxrb m BxLAnoir 

TO Flowibs.— Alex. S. Wilson points out 
that the methods adopted by the bee for 

the purpose of saving time in honey-gath- 
ing are interesting ami instrtirtivc in a 
high degree. The bee appears to be visit- 
ing the flowers casually and indiscrim- 
inatelv, but in reality its operations are 
guidca by highly intelligent powers of se- 
lection. This is'essentia!, in view of the 
extremely small amount of nectar con- 
tained in most flowers. To obtain one 
grain of sugar a considerable number o: 
iiowers are requisite. Of the blossoms 
the fuschiagiii, of the sweet pea of the 
monk's-hood 10 1-10, and of the red clover 
8!4 heads were respectively needed to fur- 
nish a single grain of sugar. Of the 
smaller blossoms a much larger number 
was necessary. The head of the clover, 
which may be taken as a typical example, 
, consists of ftbont sixty florets, and this, to 
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find out how many times the insect's pro- 
poses must be inserted into a flower to ob- 
t lip a grain of sugar, must be multiplied 
bv si.^. There are 7000 grains in a pound; 
this quantity, therefore, represents Si,.ix60x 
7000, or 165,000 separate flowers. Honey, 
however, contains only about 75 per cent 
of sugar, so that, in round numbers, a 
pound of honey represents the rifling by 
the bees of two aud a half millions of clover 
tubes. 

A Rapid Cakgo Tbanspobteb. — A simple 
and efficient apparatus has been designed 

for the more rapid transporting of cargo 
from the ship's hold to lighters, or vice 
versa, and for conveying general goods to 
and from wsiehonses across an intervening 
space. This is accomplished by connecting 
a large steel rope stay attachment and 
runner block by a strong shackle to the 
head of the derrick-boom, in a suitable 
position, and carrying the stay downward 
at an angle of 45 degrees, to be suitably 
fastened. On this gear a seiies of blocks 
carrying the cargo can be ran out with 
great rapidity, doing the work of two 
ordinary derricks. 'This transporter can 
be safely worked at night, as it guides it- 
self in hoisting. The gear is so simple 
that sailors or ordinary workmen can rig it 
up into working position in a very short 
space of time. 

AueOcxAir Steamships to Go Fasteb?— 
The statement r^ntly made that the 
next decade cannot possibly match the in- 
crease in ocean speed recorded in the past 
ten years has been mnch discussed in Eng- 
land, and many prominent authorities 
have ex pressed their views on the siioicet. 
Sir Thomas Sutherland thinks that 
although the limits of sea-going speed on 
long voyages are apparently reached in the 
Lucania and Campania, the tendency of 
the day is toward larger ships and higher 
speed. All these people seem to have 
ignored the fact that Mr. Tesla has already 
given to the world a machine called the 
oscillator, which will before long relegate 
the present cumbrous and expensive ma- 
chinery of ocean steamships to tlie scrap 
heap. .\n oscillator— which is a dynamo 
and engine combined, but each working 
on an independent basis — effects such a 
marrelons economy of power that a 
machine a few feet square will develop 
enough power to ^drive the largest ocean 
steamer across the Atlantic. The ability 
to dispense with the space now occupieil 
and the weight now eniiailed by ponderous 
machinery will most certainly very mater- 
ially affect the fntuie consideration of 
the question of faster ocean steamships. 

Takisg "Ooiab" Photoobaphs.— Upp< 
man's method of taking "color" photo- 
graphs has not been much tised by ama- 
teurs, owing to the difKculty of manipula- 
tion. A frame for holding the plate, which 
is ea.sy to work, has been orqught out by a 
photographer in Paris. Another device 
tor the same purpose, though of a differ- 
ent style, luis been introduced by another 
well-known Parisian photograplier.

Celebrated Bunks Th.tt ll.ive Been Pro- 
duced in Captivity.

It was in prison that Boethius composed 
his excellent book on the *'0onsolation3of 
Philosophy," and Grotins wrote his "Com- 
mentary on St. Matthew" dnring his con- 
finement. 

While in the dungeon of a monastery in 
Portugal, Buchanan composed bis excel- 
lent "Paraphrases on the Psalms of 

David." 

"Fleta," a well known and excellent law 
production, was written by a man conhned 
in an English prison for life. His name, 
however, was not preserved. 

During his confinement for five years on 
account of .some State troubles, f ellisson 
pursued with ardor his studies in the 
Greek langu.ige, and produced several good 
compositions. 

The best and most agreeable book in the 
Spanish language was composed bv 
Michael Cervantes during his captivity in 
Barbary. 

When Louis XII was Duke of Orleans he 
was taken prisoner at the battle of St. 
Aubin and coiitincd in the tower of Bour- 
ges. While there he applied himself to 
his sadly neglected studies, with the result 
that he subsequently became an able and 
enlightened monarch. 

.Margaret, t^ueen of Henry IV, King of 
France, while confined in the Louvre, 
warmly pursued the studies of elegant 
literature and composed a very skillful 
apology for the integoIailtieB <a her con- 
duct. 

During his oonflnement Sir Walter 
P.aleigh produced his "JOmarj of the 
World." 

Queen Elizabeth, while imprisoned by 
her sister Mary, wrote some very charming 
poems, and Mary, Queen of Scots, during 
her long continement by Elizabeth, pro- 
duced a number of pleasing compositions. 

It was while he was crueUv confined at 
Holmsby that Charles I wrote that excel- 
lent book entitled "The Portrait of a 
King," which he addressed to his son, and 
in vi-liich the political reflections are said 
to lie worthy of Tacitus. By some this 
work has been attributed to Dr. Gander, a 
blatant Radical of that period, but who 
was incapable of writing a single pai»- 
graph of it.— Philadelphia Item.

The Mining Stock Association of tliis 
city is preparing an important document 
for tlie use of GoverDmeut officials who are 
now trying; to fitid out how a shortage of 
$()0,(XiO !u>.s t>cciirrtd at the United States 
mint at l arsun, Kev. This document, 
with letterii, arUdavits aud a mass of evi- 
dence, will be forwarded to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and the diaclosiu«R made 
will be extremely sensational. ' 

The association some three years ago 
called the attention of the Government to 
the affairs of the mint ;it Car.son, and Rep- 
resentative Geary iiitioduced a resolution 
in Congress calling for an immediate in- 
vestigation. The matter was referred to a 
committee and has not been heard from 
since. 

The Mining Stock Association is of opin- 
ion that the evidence to be furnished by it 
will receive pron pt attention now that the 
shortage of $i;u.i»ju liar been discovered. 
The association believes that the real 
shortage, when all the facts are brought to 
light, will be largely increased. 

The petition to Ooncress which is being 
framed opens with • the following state- 
ment: 

When individuals, citizens of the United 
States, are refused due and proper justice and 
attention at the hands of those by whom it 
should l>e accorded, it is their duty and their 
right to appeal to you, as their representatives, 
and ask from you the performance of those 
acts which will give them the justice which 
has been refused them by that department of 
the t^overninent to which in due course ther 
wronits were subrailted. 

Mr. Tinguiau, secretary of the Mining 
Stock Association, yesterday said: 

This refers to certain correspondence between 
E. U. Collins, a memlier of the association, 
and the late Secretary of the Treasury, William 
WIndom. On May 9, 1890, Mr. Collins wrote 
to Mr. ^^'indom charging that the mint at ( ar- 
son was being used as a repository of bullion 
stolen from the mines by the Kevaaa Mill Com- 
pany's ring. 

Here Mr. Tingman gave a quotation 
from a letter written by K. U. Collins to 
Secretary Windoni. the original is of 
pulilic record in tlie Treasury Department 
at Washington.

J')-,e^ and others, men of wealth and h:erh po>i- 
tiou, are tlie owners ol the Nevada Mill i.om- 
pany, and they, including the Superintendent 
of the United States mint at Carson, mayor 
may not be parties to EvanWillluns'aeta. * * * 

Mr. Tingman added : 

There is a ma«s of < orrespon^I'/iu-e re'ative to 
the subject which the iis>ot :ntiLin is now col- 
lecting with a view of at-si^rin? the 'ioveriin-.eiit 
in its praposed investigation, it iie.-ire? tu iire- 
voai a repetition of a so-called mvestigatiou of 
the afl'airs of the mint by C. M. Goriiam in 
1891, which resulted in aoomidete whitewash. 

We are prepared to prove ttiat the United 
States mint at Carson City has been made the 
common "fence" or dep<mtory of bars of bul- 
lion stolen from the shareholoersof mines in 
the Comatock lode. 

That this bullion was stolen by an Infamous 
mill ring which controls the polities, and bv 
that means controls aud dictates tnc Federal 
appointments of the State of Nevada, including 
the oBicials of the Carson mint. 

That the mint ot&cials so appointed by the 
powers included in this mill ring are the will- 
ing tools of that ring, and prostitute their poei- 
lion.K and the United States mint at Carson to 
suuli base uses as ihe mill ring demands. 

That T. R. Hofer, who was Chief Clerk and 
acting-iuperintendent of the mint, is also'.the 
eashierol the liullion and Exehanse i;ank of 
Carson City, and that the United .staie.i mint 
at Carson and the Bullion and Exchange Banli 
worked together in harmony to cover the 
thieving of the mill ring. 

That the abstracts of the records of the mint 
at Carson which were furnished to the Mining 
Stock Association of .San I'rancisco do not con- 
tain true descriptions of the bars of bullion 
which were deposited in or purehased by said 
mint at certain dates, .'^aiil Kb«trncts were cer- 
tified as correct copies oi* the records of said 
Carson mint by T. K. llofer, aeiin;^ superinten- 
dent.

'I he assoeiation in this cunneciion says, 
in its cominu uicaiioii : 'i hai youi- honorable 
body may better have inforrnalion aw to tlie 
acts of the employes of ttiu said mint at Car- 
sou, we appeud licrcto two tables, the par- 
ticulars in reference to certain bam of bullion 
as iihipped by certain shippirs to sundry par- 
ties and haling been marked witti certain 
numbers, wiiich were concealed at the same 
mint by the employes thereof and not given on 
ttie abstracts furnished the .Mining Stock Asso- 
ciation. Furtiiermore, that the said shipments 
w-ere made priricif.ally hy one .lames, the 
brother-in-law of Lvau \^■llliam9, the reputed 
principal ow ner of the Bullion and Exchange 
Hank, of which T. 1:. Holer, then chief clerk 
and ai ling superintendent of the Carson mint, 
iseasii ei.

A SUSPICION That the Ensehada 
Looters Are on the 
Akita. 



The Vessel to Be Searcheb on 
Her Arrival at San 
. Francisco. 



The directors of the Ybarra Gold Mining 
Company have an idea that they are on 
the trail of the looters of the Knscnada 
bank and the robbers of the commission- 
house of Kivetoll of the little Mexican 
town. The story of the robbery was pub- 
lished in Fri -lay's Caii.. 

The gasoline schooner Anita arrived at 
Knsenada from Santo Domingo on March 
20, and Henry Schacht, vice-president of 
the mining company, was one of her pas- 
scncers. He gave Mr. Rivuroll a gold bar, 
the value of which it is estimated was 
112,608, and several smaller bars. That 
night the robbery occurred, all the bars 
being taken, and 1,3000 in gold coin besides 
from Godbe's bank. The Anita sailed for 
San Francisco the following morning. 

■SV. A. Boole, president of the Ybarra 
Mining Company, got ont a warrant yes- 
terday frivinp him power to search the 
Anita. 'X'lie vessel is owned by the com- 
pany, and the presumption is that the 
robber has smuggled himself aboard. 

Mr. Boole when seen yesterday said that 
be had received no information in this 
regard.

HENRY Meyers' charged With 
Assault to Murder and 
Robbery. 



Robert D. Hagerty Wnx Have 
TO Tell His Story ik 
Court. 



Henry Meyers, the bimko-man, who has 
been in the "tanks" at the City Prison 
since Monday was yesterday booked on 
the charges of assault to mnrder and rob- 
bery. 

Meyers is the tall man against whom 
Robert D. llagerty, saloon-keeper at the 
Cliff House, refused to swear to a complaint 
althongh morally convinced that he shot 
and robbed him on the night of Septem- 
ber 25 last as detailed in Thursday's Call. 

Detective Cody and Policeman O'Dear 
who arrested Meyers on the verbal com- 
plaint of Hagerty, are satisfied that some 
jiowerfui intiuence has been brought to 
hear upon llagerty since Monday, and 
they accordingly swore to complaints 
chaining him with committing the crimes 
on information and belief. 

Mevers persists iu declarinp that Hag- 
erty has made a grievous mistake. W'hen 
asked on Wednesday night if he eould 
recollect where he was on the night of Sep- 
tember 25 be said that be could not. Since 
then his memory has been refreshed and 
he says he can prove that he was in San 
Jose attending the r.ices, which com- 
menced on the day previous. He slept 
tlnit night in the same hotel with Johnnie 
Murphy, at present in Los Angeles, 
'■J;utch" Frank and one or two others. 

"Uairerty and I were always friends," 
he said. "When 1 and ofhers were ,it the 
beach playing the pea-and-shell game we 
used to run to Hagerty's saloon for shelter, 
and he would lock us up in a room till the 
danger was past. When we made money 
we used to spend a portion oi it in bib 
saloon. 

"I have met him a dozen times since 
September 25, and he was always friendly 
with me and never showed by his manner 
that he suspected me of shootmg and rob- 
bint; him. I am at a loss to understand 
why he sliould have fixed upon nie."

Valley Road Directors Want 
A LiiiiT TO the Power of 
Trustees. 



NO FEAR OF SELLINu OUT. 



But It Was Thought Best to 
Give Stockholders the 
Supremacy. 



John D. Spreckels, E. F. Preston and 
Engineer Storey of the valley road went up 
to Sacramento yesterday, prepared to meet 
the Governor and the Harbor Commission- 
ers and give them an exact statement of 
what the new road desires in the way Of 
terminal facilities on the water front. 

It is understood that the terms of the 
lease are familiar to all parties inter- 
ested, and the directors of the road who 
were spoken to yesterday regarding the 
matter were all of the opinion that the 
document wonld be signed last night. 

It transpires that the tmst compact, 
which was approved by the board of direc- 
tors last week, had one or two features in 
it which were a source of a good deal of 
worry to the projectors. That feature 
which caused them the most trouble was 
regarding the extent of the powers with 
which the trustees to be elected should be 
endowed. 

The question of making it a "flat" tmst 
was at first considerea, but an important 

objection to this was pointed out. 

"In such an event," said Isaac Upham 
yesterday, "the trustees would have abso- 
lute and unlimited power for the whole 
term of their office. There wotild be no 
going behind any action they saw fit to 
take. Now, we do not for a moment s'up- 
poso that such an emergency would arise, 
but still the fact remains that there would 
be nothing to hinder the trustees from 
practically turning the road over to any 
antagonistic element. It was to guard 
against any such contingency that we 
made the trustees subject to a three-fourth 
vote of the stockholders." 

By the terms of the pooling trust it re- 
quires that proportion of the stockholders 
to break the trust or go behind the action 
of the trustees. It was a matter of much 
consideration, this (|uestion of the exact 
proportion of stockholders which should 
be required to accomplish such a purpose. 
Several of the directors thought a two- 
thirds vote would be sufficient, but the 
present form was adopted because it was 
pointed out that it made more certain the 
retention of the road in the capacity of a 
competing line. This is the buUseve at 
wliicli all features of tlie trust fund are 
aimed, and a unanimity of feeling on tlie 
point mentioned was secured. 

President Spreckels has named "Wednes- 
day, April 3. at 2 o'clock p. m., as the date 
and the Jlerchants' £ichange building, 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce, as the 
place for holding the meeting of stock- 
holders for the purpose of electing the 
trustees and adopting the pooling tmst.

University. 



PROFESSOR GREENE'S SPEECH. 



Successful Exercises Held at 
THE Harmon Gymna- 
sium. 



Yesterday was the University of Califor- 
nia's twenty-seventh birthday, and to cele- 
brate it in the manner due that institu- 
tion of learning a programme of consider- 
able length and of marked excellence was 
rendered. 

The entire student body and many 
friends of the institution from bo^h sides 
of the bay gathered to do honor to the 
'varsity's name. AH work was suspended 
and the day was set aside as college Sun- 
day. Harmon Gymnasium was filled to 
the doors some time before the hour had 
come for the opening of the exercises. 

At 10:;;0 \. M. the exercises opcifcd with 
an overture by aslringed orchestra. 'While 
the music was being rendered. President 
Kellogg, the speakers of the day, several 
regents and a number of the faculty took 
seats upon the tastily decorated platform. 

At the close of the musical selection 
President Kellogg stepped forward and 
introduced Kev. l)r. Wythe, who offered a 
prayer. Immediately following was an 
adflrcss on behalf of the .students by 
Warren E. Lloyd, '95. He said that the 
present curriculum of the university was a 
great improvement over the old one, as it 
offered more scope for development along 
the particular line of work the student 
desires to follow. A marked eflorl is being 
made to extend it still further, and each 
succeeding class will have had greater ad- 
vantages than those who have gone before. 
He compared the modern I roa 1-niinded 
men and women who have ^.Tiuiuati li from 
the great universities of tlic land with 
those of past years, and concluded that the 
advancement made was largely due to 
superiority of advantages and the improve- 
ment in courses of study. 

.A.nother musical selection was rendered, 
and then Miss Mary Elizabeth Morrison, 
M.U., 'IM, representing the students of the 
professional colleges, was introduced. 
She read a carefully prepared paper, dwell- 
ing at length on ttie matter of the closer 
affiliation of the professional colleges, argu- 
ing that the strength of the great German 
universities lay in their unity. 

"A university, according ti"> the German 
idea," she said, "is a collection of teachers 
employed in the search after truth, in any 
and ail forms, but wholly irrespective of 
utilitarian application. The instructor of 
such a university does not attempt to train 
successful jiractlcal men, unle^s it be indi- 
rectly, by giving its students a profound 
insight into the principles of science, and 
turning them adrift to deduce the practice 
as well as they can from carefully incul- 
cated tiieory." 

L'Oid rounds of applau.se greeted the 
sjieaker when she made allusions to tlie 
probability of the four professional col- 
leges, those of law, pharmacy, medicine 
and dentistry, being more closely allied, 
and the exercises of each one being carried 
on under the same roof. The buildings of 
the separate colleges were, for a while, 
more than adequate, but now they are 
crowded to overflowing, and it is qnite im- 
possible to work in them withont consider- 
able inconvenience, due to their over- 
crowded condition. When the new build- 
ing is erected and equipped there will no 
longer be the e.xcnse for goin§ elsewhere 
on account of the lack of facilities at home 
for pursuing work along professional lines. 

After another musical selection, Prof^- 
sor Edward Lee Greene of the botanical 
department delivered an address on behalf 
of tlie faculties. After a lengthy introduc- 
tion telling oi the special work of several 
departments of the university, their con- 
nection ■with one another and the advan- 
tages of each, he urged that more attention 
be jjaid to the study of the English lan- 
guage itself. "How few men there are," 
said he, "who can express their own 
thoughts and ideas in a eomprehensive 
manner." 

Professor Greene then siid that what he 
had chiefly intended to say in hfa address 
niight be condensed into this one phrase, 
"The Infelicities of Negation." The fol- 
lowing are favorite postulates with him : 
That the entire snbject-matter both of 
actual * knowledge and actual belief— in 
another phrase, the sum total of truth, is 
a natural position, and that the essential 
characteristic of error is its negative qual- 
ity. And further, that truth is incon- 
ceivably vast and .beyond comprehension, 
insomuch that no conception of man 
can be so high or deep or mysterious 
or inexplicable, to surpass the possibility 
of being true; and that to opnose manV 
serious negations to any scientitic theorv 
or any set of ethic principles, or any svs- 
tem of religious belief that is conceivably 
true, is logically unsafe and may be par- 
tially censured. The address throughout 
was characterized by the many allusions 
made to events of history and the works 
of nature. Both at the opening and the 
close of hisaildress tiie speaker was loudly 
applauded, which evinced his great popu- 
larity in the eyes of the student body. 

This was Professor Greene's first address 
before the college on a public occasion, and 
will probably be bis hist, as he expects to 
leave for the East this fall to accept a pro- 
fessorship in the Washington University. 

The band then played two selections, a 
minuet from Boccheri'ni and a transcrip- 
tion from Rubinstein. Amid loud applause, 
Rev. Dr. Mackenzie stepped forward on 
the platform and said that the president 
must have had some definite object in 
selecting him to deliver an address. He 
did not believe that he was intended to rep- 
resent the football players, for his physique 
certainly did not warrant his being selected 
to represent that part of societv ; he was 
not chosen to speak in behalf of those who 
had perfect physiognomies, for he believed 
that no one else would be able to use the 
camei^ again that he had looked into ; but 
he believed that he was chosen as a minister 
of the gospel and a pastor of the Presby- 
terian church. 

He said that he was not present when 
the university was founded, but he be- 
lieved that the seed of the tmiversity, 
which has sjirung up with such excellent 
fruitage, was sown bv Christian fathers. 
In Germany oiie-tliinl" of the students of 
the great universities die from bad habits, 
one-third die from lack of exercise and 
the other third rule the empire. In 
America, in the University of California, 
more attention is paid to proper exercise 
and less given to bad habits, and a far 
greater majority than a third of her 
graduates help to rule the republic. 
Many people believe that when a 
youth enters college he leaves all 
reverence for Christianity and godly 
things _ behind him, but it was 
his opinion that a university education is 
not inconsistent with orthodox Christian- 
ity. It is a fact that a great majority of 
the most brilliant orthodox ministers are 
graduates of colleges. It was. in his mind, 
not the fault of the college iiilltiences or 
the learning acquired iii them that the 
large number <it students turned away 
from Christianity. They either never had 
a touch of Christian faith or were diverted 
from their path of love for the Gospel by 
some meddling tutor. Some of the unor- 
thodo.t people tell him that if he and his 
lielievers were educated they would not 
believe as they do. He denied this charge. 

"It is not the college that determines the 
personally of men, it is their own inher- 
ent qualities. A man once a Christian is 
always a Christian, w^e all look back on 
our college days with increasing gratitude 



and tl^ older we grow the greater is our 
love for onr alma mater." 

Prolonged cheers followed the address, 
and when they died away the orchestra 
playeil a selection from Meyerbeer. 

The benediction was then pronounced by 
Rev. Dr. 'Wythe and the audience dis- 
persed to further celebrate the birlhdav of 
the university in whatever way they chose.

OrgMlisation of the Life Undenrxlters' 

Association. 

An organization, composed of gcntlcineu 
engaged in the life insurance business in 
this city, has been formed, to be known as 
the "San Francisco Life Underwriters' 
Association." It has adopted a constitu- 
tion and by-laws and elected the following 
officers to hold office for one year : 

President, Henry K. Field, general agent Xew 
England Mutual Life; vice-president, .lohn 
Landers, manager of the Manlinttan l.ii. ; .-ee- 
retary, Clarence M.Smith, geuernl apeni .N'orih- 
westem Mutoal Life ; treasurer. Dr. I" A..\rehl- 
bald, general agent Union Central Lite; 
executive committee— Alexander n. Hnues, 
manager New '\'orli Lite; cieoige H. Kiiilev, 
manager Hquitable Life, and J. M. Kilgari'f, 
general agent I'acilic Mutual Life. 

The purposes of the organization are to 
promote the general interests of life insur- 
ance throughout the State; to protect, as 
far as posssblc, the people of the State 
from the fraudulent deiiredations of dis- 
honest men, and to protect the general 
agents themselves from a class of solicitors 
who are simply "hangers on" at an agency 
so long as they can get the assistance of a 
genei^l agent. 

It is confidently expected by the mem- 
bers of this organization that other good 
results may follow.

The indictment of CollisP. Huntington 
was the one subject of conversation in the 
Federal building yesterday. Some of 
those who disciissed the proposition 
seemed to think that nothing would come 
of it, while others were confident that the 
railroad magnate would be tried and con- 
victed. 

The clause of the interstate commerce 
act under which Huntington ivas indict-d 
is an amendment passed in l^^ i. It lun- 
vides that any common carrier, or when 
such common carrier is a corporation then 
"any director or officer thereof, or any re- 
ceiver, trustee, lessee, agent or person act- 
ing for or employed by such corporation," 
shall be liable under the act to a fine not 
to exceed $5000. Further, "if the offense 
for which any person shall be convicted as 
aforesaid shall lie an unlawful discrimina- 
tion in rates, fares or charges for trans- 
portation of passengers or property such 
jierson shall, in addition to the line herein- 
before provided for, be liable to imprison- 
ment m the penitentiary for a term not 
exceeding two years, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court." 

Huntington is not expected in Sp.n Fr.in- 
cisco until about April J iie.\t. His liouse 
on California street has been put in readi- 
ness for himself and friends, his private 
car awaits his pleasure in New York, and 
about next Tuesday he will start across 
the continent. Should he so desire, he 
could easily get here this day week, but 
the chances are that he will travel in a 
leisurely manner and reach here on April 
2 in time to furnish his bond in the United 
States District Court and reach his man- 
sion in time for a 6 o'clock dinner. 

The annual meeting of the directors of 
the Central Pacitic and SouUiern Paeihc 
companies will be held on April 9 and 10 
respectively. Annual meetings of many 
minor corporations of the big combine will 
also be held, and Mr. Huntington expects 
to attend them all. This itidictment 
by the Grand Jury will certainly not 
sweeten his temper, and the oflioials of the 
various concerns are ezx>ecting a lively 
time of it.

YOTJE MAIL BY WIRE, 

A. Chicago Mau Froposes to Send 31.iil 
Bags OTer tke Xeps of ButldlDKS. 

Think of the mails being shot at almost 
lightning speed over the roofs of Chicago ! 

That's what Richard B. Sherman says 
can be done, and Po-tniastt r Hesing is his 
convert. If the -vc^thi r t vt r moderates, 
Mr. Hesing and Mr. >lRrman expect to 
convince skeptics within two weeks. If the 
experiment to be tried i^roves a success the 
possibilities of the scheme will be large in 
the direction of improvement in city antl 
suburoaii uiail collection and delivery and 
the transportation of mails to and from the 
postoffice to the railway stations. It is with- 
in the scope of possibilities. Postmaster 
He-iiip says, that all the mall wagon service 
may he aljainlone d and overhead electric 
carriers substituted. The scheme is the in- 
vention of Kichard E. Sherman, a Chicap:o 
electrician. His plan is to carry mails 
through the air over the tops of buildings 
by means of electric cars traveling on a 
wire cable. The inventor s.ays he has dis- 
covered a new principle of harnessing the 
electric current without the use of a return 
wire. He declines to explain the pecu- 
liarity of his motor, which, he says, does 
away with the necessity of a return wire or 
storage batteries. He has suneetied in 
convincing the nostai authorities that his 
phiM i'^ practical, and all is n auy tci put 
ill': v.i perimental line in operaiiuii a- soon 
as the weather moderates enough to permit 
its construction. 

Mr. Sherman's description of histwm- 
bineii motor and carrier is as follows: 

"The wh'jle arrangement weighs thirty- 
two pounds. The motor alone weigiis 
eighteen pounds and its strength is one- 
fourth horse-power as proved by ucttnil 
tests. It is the .strongest motor of its 
weieiit ever con-^iructed. This part of the 
machine is the valuable pr.rt. It will be 
operated by a single wire without a return 
circnit. I have applied for patents in all 
foreign countries, and will keep the secret 
of its construction until the patents are all 
secured. All parts of the carrier, except 
the motors, are made of aluminum. The 
cars :ire detachable from the frame, 
and can be taken out and changed in ten 
seconds. The motors will climb an incline 
of 20 iier cent. The spee J is regulated be- 
fore the carrier is started on its trip by a 
simple att.-ichment. It will run no faster 
down grade than up. It cannot jump oft 
the wire even if at a speed of 100 miles an 
hour. It runs on a four-inch sheave w^heel 
with deep flanges. The wheel is famished 
with ball bearings. The power required to 
oj>erate the carriers at a speed of sixty 
miles an hi'iir is exactly the s:ime as is re- 
quired to run an ordinary arc light. A 
e n-rent of 110 volts is used. A heavier car 
ble is used than is necessary to sustain the 
weight as a matter of safety."

STDDfflS WOM IHEIS WAY 

Struggling Through College on 
What a Dude Pays for 

CiGARErrES. 

How They Earn Their Money. 
A Co-oper.\t:ve Employ- 
ment Society. 



It was Pythagoras who said Uiat a man's 
wealth was determined rather by the num- 
ber of his wants than the amount of his 
property, and he who could reduce his 
wants most had most. There is a school 
of_ practical I'yiiiagurans arn.ss the bay in 
Berkeley; they are not conscious disciples 
of the great Oreek, but they have reduced 
their wants to iieat the absolute minimum 
and spend no more in a year to satisfy all 
their needs than many a dadish clerk puts 
into ties and cigarettes. 

These are the young men who are not 
sent to college, but go ; who depend only 
on their will and wit to support theni. 
Each ol these young men has a constant 
problem before him — li..\v to make a little 
money and to make that little do the work 
of a good deal. At Berkeley there are 
some fifty or sixty men working at the 
solution of this problem. One of them 
was hoeing weeds the other day in the 
botanical gardens. Every morning and 
afternoon for a couple of weeks he had 
been hoeing weeds. He earned 20 cents in 
an hour. 

"Are you not spending a great deal of 
time at work?'' was asked. 

"Well, the weeds are plentiful' and after 
a w bile they will be gone and there won't 
be :is much chance for work." 
I Mr Rubottom, the student addres.sed. is 
j a sophomore, and he wasas'.ed if he found 
I it a hard struggle to keep ai the university. 
I "When I came here," lie replied, "I had 
isa in my pocket and that had to la.st me. 
I paid for my room the first year by caring 
for Professor Rising's cow. Then 1 got 
one meal a day for milking adother cow. 
My $.'i0 did the rest for the year. Put I am 
giad that time is jiast. ."v'nw I can earn 
enough this way in a few days to pay my 
expenses for a couple of montiis. You see, 
a lot of us got together— eight of us— and 
rented a flat for It did not cost much 
to furnish our rooms, for we weren't buy- 
ing for artistic effect. Then we .livided 
into shifts fur cooking, dish-'.\ ushing and 
bed-making and sweeping, iw.. working 
tosrther for a week on each shift. 

"It takes us about an hour a dav apiece 
to do the work. Oh, the cost. AVell, hist 
year we averaged I" a month apiece; this 
covered rent and all living expenses. It 
does not cost us any more this year. Some 
of the fellows in the Povertv Club, as we 
call it, were paying f 20 and $2§ a mouth for 
I living, but prefer to live this way and save 
their niuiii>. 'riien some of hs." said 
Kuhotiom with a grim smile, ' aren t given 
our choice. No, we don't stint ourselves.- 
We get what we want. This morning we 
had rolled-oats mush, milk and some dried 
frnit. That is our usual breakfast. At 
noon we don't bother much about the 
meal— some bread and butter and fruit. 
But at night— well, last night our cooks 
gave us roast beef, baked potatoes, tea and 
boiled rice." So the Poverty Club has 
learned the economy of co-operation, that 
is plain. 

There are some half-dozen of these c- 
operative clubs now in existence. One 
ot them is much like the tireek letter 
societies, hiring a couple of Japanese and 
of cotuM paying proportionately; but the 



others are seeking to reduce the cost of 
living to the barest necessary expense. , 

Some of the struggling fellows have not 
yet learned to co-operate, or for some 
reason or other are compelled to eke out 
an existence over an oil stove. 

A bowl of hastily boiled mush, often 
without milk, furnishes the first meal of 
the day, with the lung hours of study 
broken only by a couple of slices of bread, 
sometimes made more palatable by a dish 
of dried fruit or some apples or dates. The 
one grand attempt of the day is left to the 
last meal, the respite between the dav's 
recitation and the long stretch of the 
night's study. 

One of the men of this class explained 
"nis method of living: "I get 10 cents' 
worth of the rougher cut of meat, •which 
will last me for three dinners. I make 
some tea or coffee ami, if I care to take the 
time, boil some rice or yiotatoes, and, with 
a little bread, make a dinner that is my 
mainstay for the next twenty-four hours. 
This costs me about seven cents. My 
other two meals a;e not elaborate. Mush 
and bread— valued at perhaps six cents 
altogether, counting the oil that cooks the 
inush and the sntrar that sweetens it. Ex- 
cept the oil for my stove I spend nothing 
on fuel. When 1 get cold 1 put on my 
overcoat and wrap a blanket about my feet, 
or else go to bed to 'dig.' My room costs 
me nothing, as the university allows us 
this cottage free. 1 spend about $o a mouth 
on my living, as inucli more on incidentals 
and clothes, and an equal stun, on an 
average, for my txioks." 

Spiro Sargentich is the plucky young 
Servian who entered last fall. He had $1,5 
when he got to Berkeley last Mat. Through 
the summer the sura total of fiis income 
was $5 a month. A]'ero had to buy out of 
this some books. Once he did not have 
even food for two days. But he studied on, 
and when the time came passed all his ex- 
aminations. 

Spiro was asked how he fared. I get on 
very well now, ' he said. "I teach two 
boys, and get nice food and very nice 
room. I teach the flute in Oakland, and 1 
get a little money. God helps me much. 
Before 1 get this place I have $6 every 
month from pupils 1 teach the flute. I pay 

for my room. 1 have f3 besides, but "I 
did not* care to eat much — some bread 
every day twice; sometimes I buy a little 
piece of meat. But now i get on very 
well." 

There is a Students' Aid Society, which 
records all applicants for work, with the 
kind ..f work tl.cy can do. Ascbances for 
w.irk are sunt to the societj- its manager is 
supposed to give ihe employment to the 
most capable and deserving applicant. 
Type-writing, stenography, copying, cleri- 
cal work, manual laljor, tutoring, positions 
in families — all these are secured for stu- 
dents. A board of directors, consisting of 
Professor W. B. Rising, Miss Wade, Miss 
Lucy Williams, 'Jtl, and M. S. Baker, '95, 
have the society in charge. Students earn 
in this way -siune their hoard and lodging, 
or for manual labur about the university 
20 cents an heir; for tutoring 50 cents to 
?2an hour. .\- a :u!e the poor student is 
at the disadvantage of being an unskilled 
vsorkman. One stout youn^ fellow, who is 
now reading lavv, earned m the harvest- 
held each summer by doing skilled 
work, to carry hini through the year, 
$1,')0." This young man wore the same" coat 
for four years, and was one of the best 
liked fellows in college. 

The .\id Society does not help any one 
directly, but enables students to help 
themselves by placing them in touch with 
available work. It says to students who 
are holding back from attendance at the 
university for financial reasons: "Our ex- 
perience 'has been that students cannot 
depend upon getting niucii i iii ploynient 
(save in the line of housewcirk) until they 
are .somewhat aciiuainteii. Hein e, we can 
not advise any one to come here without 
sufiicieni means for the first year, or at 
leist the first term. If you have no more 
than that, but are conhdent of your pluck, 
the society bids you come, by all means." 
Many women students find work to do in 
families, getting in return board and lodg- 
ing. The secretary of the society states 
that the experience up to the present time 
indicates that any jnl willing to aid in 
housework can liiui a position without 
being relegated to the class of servants.

I have had some very nice little 
dinners in their house, and De Jones kept 
an excellent cook. 1 will remember them, 
and if 1 should meet Mrs. De Jones at any 
of the big functions, where she may still 
go. I shall be very polite to her. 

But I cannot go to Flushing — where they 
have taken a liouse for the winter. It 
woui'l be very sentimental for me to do BO, 
but niosl impractical, you know. 

I think, however, when people have lost 
everything, they should disappear. If 
tliev have something left^ well, let them 
■nake the mo>t of it and keep up appear- 
ances by all means. Otherwise they should 
vanish beyond the horizon, and only bob 
up serenely when times are better and they 
have repaired their misfortunes.

Louis F. Post Shows the Re- 
lation' OF Wealth to 
Labor AND Land, 



ILLUSTRATED BY CHARTS. 



The So-jrce of Things That 
Satisfy Human Want 
Clearly Defined. 



Sl.itistics are (luoted to show that in 
New York City last year 347 fires were 
caused by coal oil, 2.30 hy gas, 273 bv 
matches and only 18 by the use of electrwi 
light and power. 



There was a large attendance at Hamil- 
ton Hall, Oakland, last night to listen to 
the lecture of Louis F. Post of New York 
on the Bubjectof ' Single Tax; Land Value 
the True Bisis of Public Revenue." 

Mr. Post arrived from Visalia on an 
afternoon train, and was met at the Six- 
teenth-street depot by a number of disci- 
ples of the cause. He spoke at Visalia last 
n ight. On Monday evening he will lecture 
at MetronoUtan Hall, San Francisco, and 
on Tuesday be will go to Santa Rosa. 

Congressman James G. Maguire presided 
at the meeting last night and delivered the 
introductory address. His remarks were 
well received. Mr. Post was accorded an 
ovaticn. His lecture was an illustration 
of the fact that labor and land were the 
sole factors of all wealth. H« presented a 
series of charts analyzing a loaf of bread, 
by which, through materials and tools used, 
the food was finally reduced down to labor 
and land. 

"In illustration uf the source of wealth," 
said Mr. Post, "the first demand unon us 
is to make sure that we know the source of 
the things that satisfy want. But it is 
quite unnecessary to specify these and t rac e 
them to their origin in detail. In search 
ing for the source of one we shall discover 
the source of all. 

"As a common object of this kind, the 
production of which is a familiar process, 
bread ia probaUy the best example for our 
process. Let na then carefully trace bread

to its source. To make the results of our 
work clear to the eye as well as to the ear 
we will construct a chart as we procee<l. 
The chart should begin with a classifica- 
tion of bread with reference to man, for ft 
is as an object for satisfying the wants of 
man that wi consider bread at all. Is 
bread a part of the personality of man, or 
is it an object external to him? That is 
our first question. The answer is so obvi- 
ous that a child could make no mistake. 
Bread is external to man. It should there- 
fore be classified with what, for brevity, 
we will call 'external object-.' It is also a 
proiluct having certain cn-iitr.ents. 

"Let fts so arrange the i h.irt as to indi- , 
cate these facts antTalfio to provide a place ' 
for particularizing the constituents of 
bread as we ascertain them. Insert the 
necessary constttnents of bread in the chart 
as follows:

particular, that thev are external to man.

may see, what was promised when we be- 
gan its construction, that in searching for 
the source of one of the objects that satisfy 
human wants we have discovered the 
source of all. For it is self-evident that 
the material wants of men are satisfied in 
no other way than by the cousumj ti on of 
finished artificial "obje.-t-. •.ec!,nicallv 
termed wealth; and the chart shows that 
such objects have their source in a combi- 
nation of the three "factors," namely: (1) 
The activities of man, technicallv termed 
labor; (2) natural objects external toman, 
technically termed land ; and (3) unfinished 
artificial objects, technically termed capi- 
tal. 

"But while these three factors combined 
produce all the material objects that tend 
to satisfy human wants, they do not con- 
stitute the ultimate source of those objects. 
Our analysis is not yet ended ; our chart is 
still incomplete. Reflection assures us 
that all artificial objects, finished and un- 
finished, resolve upon final analysis into 
the two factors, the activities of man and 
natural external objects; or. in technical 
language, all wealth, finished and unfin- 
ished, resolves upon final analysis into 
labor and land. 

"Therefore, capital is in final analysis 
eliminated as a factor of production. It 
expresses ncnhing which the two remain- 
ing factors do not imply, for it is by the 
conjunction of these two factors that capi- 
tal itself is produced. Unfinished arti- 
ficial objects and their mechanical term, 
capital, should therefore be erased from 
the chart. 

"Thus all artiiicial objects external to 
man— wealth — are found to have their ulti- 
mate sotjrce in the conjunction of man's 
activities— labor— with natund^objects ez- 
temal to man — land. 

•'Finally, by dropping the cumbrous lan- 
guage altogether and using onlv the tech- 
nical terms we completeour chart." Thus:

Have you any idea of the number of per- 
sons that the United States would sustain 
without overcrowding the population, or 
even going beyond the limitof density now 
shown by tlie State of Rhode Island? The 
last census of the pigm v State just gives it 
a population of 800,000. The area of the 
State in square miles is oniy r2.^); thus we 
find that there is an average uf .31f* jK»rs,)iis 
on every souare mile of her territory. We 
can best illustrate tlie sustaining capacity 
of the whole of the l'nit«l Sutes 
and of the other States by making 
some comparisons: The .State of Texas 
has an area of 265,780 square 
miles, and were it equally as densely popu- 
lated as "Little Rhody," would comfort- 
ably sustain a population of 8:t,52:J,6'28 in- 
habitants, a greater snmber of persons 
than the whole country is expected to have 
in the year 1900. Scatter pioplcall over 
the whole land from the .\tlantic to the 
P.icific, and from the gulf to the British 
possessions as thickly as they are now in 
Rhode Island, and we woidd have 945.708,- 
300 inhabitants, instead of an insignificant 
82,000,000. In other words, if the United 
States could be peopled to their utmost 
sustaining capacity, we could take care of 
nearly two-thirds of the present population 
of the globe. — St. Louis Republican.

Five-sixths of a pound of dried fruit 
each month. That does not seem a lar^e 
quantity for either a man, woman nr child 
to con.sume and yet President Wi.rtliiii-. 
ton of the San Jose Grange says that i: 
every one would eat thatamount the entire 
dried-fruit product of the State could be 
disposed of in tbe home market. Aa the 
demand for dried frnit is rather discour- 
agingly light the question naturally arixen 
why the native and adopted sons ami 
daughters do not show a more practicil 
appreciation of this branch of home in. 
I duptry? 

I In the groat majority of cases, when thig 
(juery is put to the "proN ider" for a ho 

I hold, the irist of the answer is: "1 il.. 
buy any siraply becauiie we do not like .;. 
Raisins, of course, are kept on ban.i j. ,r 
cake and puddings, but as tor dried peachej 
and pears and such things, chips and saw- 
dust are quite as appetizing and it woiilii 
be folly to put them on the table." 

Curious, isn't it, how widespread is the 
prejudice against an article of diet -o 
healthful, so economical and so really i-. 
sirable as is the product of the orchani- in 
its dried st.ile'.' The truth i.s, howe\.r, 
that this prejuil ice— like prejudices in t'. ::- 
eral— has its foundation in ignorance ■•. : 
though there are many whoconderan flr;e.i 
froits in wholesale fashion, there are ven- 
few who have bad the privilege ot being 
made to realize from delightful experience 
the capabilities of these same "chips" in 
the hands of a cook who understands their 
treatment and appreciates their merits, 
Nearly all have seen the "sauce" ti.-iiallv 
nianiifart'ire.I from dried pears and ptui !,■ s 
and apricots; few have cared to indulge 'i 
it to any great extent, since the tont;li, 
leathery or spongy hits of blown fiber float- 
ing about in a watery grave of faintly swen 

I and flat-flavored "syrup" are far from 
tempting. The ordinary dried apple smi 
dried peach pies— standard delicacies dur- 
ing New England winters— are neither 
pleasing to the eye nor to the palate, aii-l 
as for prunes— just ask a man whom fate 
has condemned to an existence in a clieap 
boarding-house, or u second-class restau- 
rant, what be thinks of prunes in general 
and the expression of his face will answer 
you before he speaks. 

The fact is that vei^ few persons know 
how to cook dried fru'ts of any kind projv 
erly. Like many other things, it is very 
simple and easy to do when you know how, 
but the "knowing how" makes all the dif- 
ference in the world. 

When liberal portions of "Cape Cod 
turkey" wore included in the 'rations" 
issued hy the (.'nitci States cuiiuin^sary 
department to the inhabitants of captared 
Southern towns not a few of i he recipients 
proceeded to fry it, in its forbiddingly dry 
and saline state, and then threw it ,iway in 
indignant disgust, wondering greatly how 
"the Yankees" could possibly eat anything 
so, to them, perfectly uneatable. As co«C 
fish then suffered at the bands of people 
ignorant of its good qualities And Jiow to 
develop them, so dried frui't suTfeFsatln. 

Oddly enough, few, if any, of ■ the cook- 
books contain any recipes bearing on this 
subject. l>irectic)iis for canning, preser\- 
inij antj pickling fresh fruits and making 
iellies and jams are overwhelmingly 
numerous, but concerning the dried arti- 
cle there is an almo.st unanimous silence, 
and where it is mentioned at all the rules 
given for its treatment are vag-^ie and un- 
satisfactory. The whole secret of the 
proper iireparaii.in of desiccated fruit of 
any kind lies in giving it plenty of time — 
plenty of time to soak and plenty of time 
to cook. 

t^'olonel Weaver, who.se instructions for 
the preparation of driid fruits for the table 
have been indorsed by the State Board of 
Trade, recommenils that all of thediSerent'i 
varieties be soaked from twentv-four to 
twenty-six hours, but for fruit which has 
not been too long In stock it has been 
found that e^hteen hours' soaking is ijuite 
sufficient. Colonel Weaver also recora- 
ineiiils cooking only for an hour, but 
others find that excellent results follow 
the plan of slow and gentle simmering. 

To make a most delicious conserve of 
cither apples, apricots, peaches, pears, 
hgs or prunes, proceed as follows: Pick 
over the fruit and wash it thoroughly but 
quickly. Put it in a dish, earthen is pref- 
eraDle, at about noontime and, covering it 
generously with water, allow it to soak 
during that afternoon ami night. In the 
morning take the fruit carefullv out into a 
cooking utensil— a graniteware kettle or 
,8aucepan or an earthen crock— and pour 
over It, being careful not to disturb the 
sediment at the bottom, tbe water in 
which it was soaked ; then cover the dish 
tightly and set it either on the liack of the 
range or in a moderate oven, -.vhere it will 
quietly simmer, and let it remain there for 
eight or ten hours. 

If you have an unreasoning sw^eet tooth, 
and must spoil things with sugar, add that 
article not more than twenty ininute? be- 
fore removing the cooked fruit from the 
range, ami add it siLiriiigly. since bv this 
mcthoit of Lookin;: all tlic nattirartlavor 
and saccharine quality of the fruits are 
preserved, and nearly* everv one who is 
privileged to taste them t"bus prepared 
readily concedes that they are ((uite "suffi- 
cient unto themselves." 

Prunes and dried grapes become simply 
"idealized" under this treatment— plump, 
sraooth,.iaicy and generally delicious, and 
the sliced or quartered fruits rival the 
daintiest and rii liest of preserves in their 
amber-hued Iranslucency, as well as in 
flavor. 

Verily, if the cooks and housewives 
would add to their little bills of fares tbe 
dried fruits of Caliiornia, cooked after the ^ 
fashion herein prescribed, the cry for' 
"more" would be so loud and so unani- 
mous that all the State's broad orchards 
would be quite inadequate to supply the 
demand of even tht home market.

tricts are generally hillv, and thev are laid 
• oit in beaiitifnl terraces. Ahoiit'Koochnw 
there are il)x»M men and women who do 
nothnii^ hnt act as jmek animals fi.r the 
carrying i>f tea. They have it j-acked in 
iiaskets, wliieh they carry on ix)le« across 
th(«ir shoulders up and down the mountain 
passes. They get about 25 cents a day. It 
costs about 2 oonts a pound to pick the tea, 
and there are a number of local taxes 
whieh will now probably be greatly in- 
creased aeeonnt of the war. 

lireat c|uantitics of lea are exported to 
Ki;.-s a and Monsrolia i very vcar in shape 
of bri.-ks. These are made of the lower 
yra.les <.f lea and of 1<'a ih.i-t. Tiie leaves 
are grouii.l ui> ana steanie.l and ouk. d un- 
til they are soft and mushy. They ujethen 
put into n>olds about the "size ..["an or.ii- 
nary hrick and are pressed into shape, so 
'hat they become as hard as chocolate 
cakes. The finer varieties a're molded into 
small cakes; in fact, of just about the size 
of the small cakes of sweet chocolate which 
you buy in the candy-stores. 1 visited 
several of the factories in Hankow which 
make this kind of tea, and the process 
was even less appetizing than that whii h 
1 described as to th.' onlinary tea. The 
factories, in the lirst piaee, are" very warm 
The steaming tea is li.m.iled by dirty 
coolies, and it issw . • :. I liv perspiration. 
-Vfter the bricks ar" linislit J "they are car- 
ried hy boats up the rivers and canals to 
Tientsin, and thence go on canals into 
Mongolia and on to Russia. There are 
about sixty hrli-ks in one iiaekage, ami 
they arc s.. .irran-ed thai they can he car- 
ried on camels. This brick tea takes the 
plat e ,.f m..r,ey in many parts of Asia, ami 
III Moiijioiia it pas.ses as currency, each 
hr'. k Ix'ini; worth from 1.') to L'H cents. The 
Moniiols diviile a bric k into thirty equal 
parts. They boil it witli milk, butter, 
sheep fat and salt, usIiil' camel dung for 
fuel. I visited one of the lari;esl of the 
''"ck tea factories in Hankow, "and I met 
Kussians there who were making fortunes 
out of shipping brick tea to ttussia. Some 
of the factories employ more th*n a thou- 
sand hands and the business is almost as 
great as that of shipping tea to Europe. 

The Chinese tea trade has been declining 
for years, and this war will be a terrible 
blow to it. India is fast poshing its wav 



lowed out into a heantifnl box. This con- 
tained several ponnds of tea ..f a verv 
choice variety, and in the center of the 
box there was a little casket coniaininj a 
handful or so of tea whirn wa« worth Jl.'iO 
a pound, and was pcrlia].s the e.istlie-t 
tea in existence. Th.- tea .ait-i !e ,.f this 
was delicious, h;it the jH.'xi tea was a drink 
for the gods. President Harriaon showed 
t':e tea to his friends, and now and then 
had a drawing made for those who were 
closest to him. 

One day a Western Senator who knew as 
mtich about tea as a cow docs ahi>nt choc- 
olate caramels spent a:; evening at the 
"White Hou.so. During his stay President 
Harrison siK>ke of this wonderf'ul tea and 
said he wjnld give him a bit of it. sup- 
posing, of course, the man would nnder- 
rtand that he would have a .Irawin? made 
and they would .sip it loj^ether. He sent 
ne of the servants for the jireeious casket 
^ l.V' lea and handefl it <>ver to th'' Sen- 
r to examine. The Senator took it and 
I.viked ..t it^and then said, "I am much 
o.jli-e.i, initeed, Mr. President, and I will 
take it home to the madam." He there- 
upon put the box in his pocket. One of 
the Pj-esident's official family, who was 
present at the time, told me of the inci- 
dent, and I asked him as to what the Pres- 
ident did. 

"What could he do 7" was the reply. "He 
could n t ask the man to give it back with- 
out offending h'ln, and tlie result was that 
he carried away the hov, which was worth 
more than its weight in gold, and whicli 
I venture was no more appreciated by the 
people who got it than tne poorest Of the 
Japanese variety."

The man who knows nothing 
uf tea, but thinks he knows a good deah 
wants the li>]Uor to be dark colored, and 
roiisiders il.is is a sign of strength. The 
l)esl t hiii'-se tea is often as clear as crys- 
tal, and the color of g.iod tea should be a 
Terjr light yellow, hardly as dark as light 
amwr. The first leaves of the teajilant 
ore the tcnHeresr. and the first picking, of 
course, brinu- the most money. Ve use 
everj- year a!j,,ui yil.iJW.OOO Worth of Chi- 
nese" tea, ai;'l we are fast becoming big con- 
sumers of Ceyjonaiid Indian tea. Jhave 
traveled through the tea district of the 
Himalaya Mountains, and have tasted the 
tea which grows on the border of Thibet. 
This is said to 1* the natural home of the 
tea plaiit, and it is claimed that the tea 
was taken from here to China and there 
gi«wn. The English now have rast tea 
plantations in India, and these ore in- 
creasint every year. "The Chinese do not 
liiink that liiiik or sugar shoui.i he us,-. I 
with tea. but the tea siiouid by no means 
be boiled. I was treated to a cup of tea 
during a visit I made to How Qua, the 
famous millionaire of Canton. This man 
is said to be worth $50,U0<i,ooo, and the tea 
which the servants brought in was ibout 
the color of Georeia nine. 

The Yang-tsc-Kiang is' the river which 
runs right through the center of the Chinese 
Empire, cutting the country almost in half. 
I was told that the best teas were raised 
s.iuth of this river, and that no pood tea 
i.. il.i tie grown above it. The ereat cen- 
tral tea market is, as I have said, at Han- 
kow. Here there are vast tea factories and 
tea warehouses, and the very air is filled 
With tea. I visited many ol the factories 
during my slay, and the methods oi pre- 
j.aring the tea for market are hy no means 
of an appetizing nuf.iie. Just outside one 
of the largest esUblishnietits I saw a lia.f- 
naked coolie, who had pulled oH bis gown 
and with hia vantaloonB polled up to his 
knees, standing in a box of tea which was 
•bout to be shijiped to England, and tread- 
ing tbe leaves within it in order to pack 
them closely to ship them. A dozen other 
coolies, also in their bare feet, were en- 
f.aged in the same work. The weather was 
waiiii, and tlie j)ers}>iration was rolling 
down their yellow skins, and was, 1 jud^'e, 
reauily absorbed by the tea in the ijoxes. 
In another partof the establishment I saw a 
lot of Chihese girls, who had feet no bigger 
than vour fists, picking over tea. Their feet, 
whieli were bandaged, were haUnrnvercd 
w ith the leaves of the second-grade tea, 
which they had thrown down into the 
baskets below them, as they were rapidly 
handling the leaves, sorting over each and 
every ene of I he thousands of tiny bits of 
gften before them. At Arooy I was told 
that a vast amount of tea was spoiled 
about a year or so ago. It was so ruined 
by dampness or something that the Chi- 
nese would not use it. The factors then 
spread it out on the dirty wharves, where 
il was mixed with all kinds, of foul stuff, 
and drieil for shiiimeiit to America and 
England. 1 have heard it stated that the 
tea grounds of some Chinese restaurants 
are taken out and redried, and in some 
cases shipped to America. 1 doubt this 
very miu ii. imt it is true tiiai the Chinese 
use their tea grounds over and over again, 
selling ihera to the j.o.irer da-ses. J he 
preparation of the tea lor the uiarktl is 
almost altogether by hand. The tea dis- 1 




into the tea markets of the world, and yon 
tind gooii Indian tea now sold all over the 
United States. The trade has practirailv 
grown up within the past twentv-live 
years, and sin. e 1^70 tlu. Chinese markets 
have been stea.lilv .lecli:;;:!:;. Jn l!!7(j Kng- 
laud imported iu.OOU.OOU "jKiunds of tea 
from A.s.sain. Ten years later It was tak- 
ing more than 60,000,000 pounds, and there 
are now more than a quarter of a milliim 
acres of tea plant:v*ions in India. The 
Chinese have been adulterating their tea, 
ami they have been steadilv losing ground' 
while t!ie .lar anc^e and lni"lian merchants 
have been gaining. The Indian tea now 
brings a higher price in the English mar- 
kets than the Chinese tea, and not half 
as mncli ..f the Chinese tea is used as 
twenty-livr. y..:;rs ag.). I had a chance to 
I see som.'ihing of the lea plantations of 
India during a j. .urney which I made six 
vearsa^o to Harjiling, in the Himaliiya 
Mountains. The city is more than a mile 
above the sea, and you ride for a long dis. 
tance through well-kept tea-gardens, the 
bushes of Vhich arp very much like those 
of our currants. 

These gardens tnr.i out more than HOO 
pounds of tea per acre, an.l mere are Mve 
pickings, beginning in .March and ending 
in November. The most of the tea plants 
are raised from the seed. The tea seeds 
are of about the size of a hazelnut. They 
are sown in nurseries in December aiul 
January, and by April the sprouts are 
ready to be transplanted. The best soil is 
virgin forest land, and the richer the bet- 
ter. The ),Iants begin to bear in theirthird 
year, and they reach their best yield in 
their ninth year, after which the bush be- 
cins to decline. The Indian tea is generally 
grown in large plantations. The Chinese 
tea conies from little patches scattered over 
the country, and the holdings are geiierallv 
small. Jn China the tea plant is in full 
leaf during the latter, part of May, at 
which time is the second picldng. A good 
tea tree will yield from ten to twenty 
ounces of leaf , and the best pickers average 
aboutttfteen pounds a day. The wages for 
1 such persons is from b to S cents per ciav, 
and women and children do the work. 
The most of the Japanese tea is now fired 
I in copper or iron pans, which are set into 
I bake ovens and 'Kept hot bv fires under 
' them. A great deal of the Chinese tea is 
dried over charcoal in a sieve, Ixdng rubbed 
' with the hand until the toutents are per- 
I fectly dry and the leaves become dark. 
It IS supposed by many in this country 
that green tea is caused by the copper 
basins in which the tea is fired. This is so 
I to a certain extent, but there is a natural 
1 green lea, that is, a green tea produced 
; without the use of coloring matter. Any 
j kind of tea may be made green or blaclc, 
j a< cordiiig to the length of time of firing. 
; If the tea' is picked when not yet ripe and 
j lired quickly it will have a green color. 
1 This green, however, is often produced by 
I putting indigo and soapstone into the dry- 
ing pans, and I met a tea merchant in 
Japan who told me that most.of the green 
tea was colored in this way and not with 
copperas. The natural color of tne tea leaf 
is green, and the purest of tea, which is 
known as the sun-dried tea, is of a green 
color. 

We are now using a ereat deol of 
the Formosa tea, w hi. h lanK^ as one of the 
, best teas of the wori.i. ."si.ui.' varieties of 
this tea cost $2.5 and upward a pound, and 
quite a lot of Indian and Japan tea has 
been put upon the market as Formosa tea. 
; It will surprise many people to know what 
I an immense number of tea-drinkers there 
: are in the world. Ureal Britain is said to 
i drink ]0i.,(Khi,0ik) cups of tea per day. and 
every man, wuman or child in "Great 
Britain consumes live pounds of tea every 
year. The Australians are the greatest 
tea-drinkers in the world, and they average 
over seven pounds per year. They take a 
great deal of Chinese ami fudian teas. 
The greatest consumers of the Japanese 
teas are the United States and Canada, and 
we take the bulk of the Japanese teas. Tea 
drinking is increasing in America, and the 
English drink more tea and less coffee 
evcrv year. The .lapanese and Chinese are 
drinlcing tea all the time, ami a visitor is 
served with a cup whenever he calls. Il is 
estimated there are 500,000,000 tea-drinkers 
in China and India. 

I am told that the falling off of the tea 
crop of China is more than made up by the 
increase in the opiurn jiroduct. Opium is 
grown now all over China, and there are 
plantations of it in the north beyond the 
Chinese wail. I was greeted with the sick- 
ening smell of opium wherever I went, and 
in the city of Foocho'.v, which is about as 
big as St. Louis, there are 1000 registered 
opium dens. Shanghai is lilied with 
opium joints, and the biggest opium den 
in the world is to be found then. It is an 



immense three-story building covering 
what would be about half of an American 
city block, and it is furnished as gorgeously 
as were the caves of Monte Cristo. The 
cushions of the beds are of the finest vel- 
vet, and the frames of the couches are in- 
laid with mother of pearl. There are hun- 
dreds of rooms, and when 1 vi.sited this 
den the air was blue with opium smoke. 
.1 pon some of the beds men and women 
lay together and smoked side bv side. 
There were haggard old men anA fresh 
young boys smoking together, and there 
were mandarins in silks and coolies in rags 
in the different rooms. The entrance was 
lighted with the electric light and the 
whole of the interior was made up of the 
linest carvings of ctostlv teak wood. The 
different rooms were graded, and you could 
get a smoke here for a few cents, or paving 
nearly as high as a dollar for some of the 
pipes and the most gorgeously litted-up 
rooms. A great deal of the smoking is 
done jn the private houses, lind it is as com- 
mon in China for your host to offer you a 
pipe of opium as it is in America "to be 
offered a ciii> of tea or a glass of wine. 
There is considerable discussion among the 
foreigners in China as to theeffectof opium 
tipoii those who use it. 

It is claimed by many th^t 'the habit Is 
no worse than that of drinking, and a re- 
port from the hospital in Canton shows 
that tile luo.lerate opium-smoker gains 
tlesh rather than loses it. The effect of 
siiii.kiug opium is said to be less injurious 
than that of eating it, and the Chinese u.se 
the drug differently from us. "We take it 
to make us sleep. "The Chinaman uses it 
as we do wine, to stimulate conversation, 
and two Cliiiieso gentlemen will" lie and 
smoke for h.mrs while they chatter to one 
anoti.er. J he habit is very" costly, and the 
poorest of the Chinese cannot afford -to 
smoke a great deal. There are thousands 
of moderate opiiim-smokers in China. iu.=t 
as there are tlumsaii.ls of moderate .Irink- 
ers in the Uiiitc.i .*^tatcs, and the number 
of smokers is said to lie increising. At 
the nresent tfnie I was told that about one- 
tenth of the people smoke opium, ami I 
heard many instances of people having 
ruined themselves by the habit. All of 
the hosnitals whieh are kept up by the 
missionaries have many patients who wish 
10 be cured of opium smoking, and some of 
the wealthy Chinamen buy certain kinds 
of tood with a hope of strengthening them- 
selves against it. 1 saw a number oiopium 
sots in China. They are called by the people 
opium devils, and not a few of them smoke 
themselves into their graves. Now and 
then one of the man.iariiis will try to stop 
the tralhc in his district, and the taxes on 
opium are always high. The great Chang 
Chi Tung, the Viceroy of - Hankonv made 
such an attempt during my stay in China; 
but il was a failure, and the opuuti Saloons 
are as wide open as ever.

Fun That tbe Tellow Racer and the 
Hoopsnake Have Together. 

"There is a species of whipsnake in the 
Lone Star State, the male of which is jet 
black and the female pea green," said a 
former resident of Texas. "They are long, 
slim reptiles, and they climb trees and 
rob birds' nests with remarkable celerity. 

•■Tlie yellow racer of Texas is another 
interesting snake. When he crawls his 
movements are from side to side, but when 
he races he undulates, with, bis head sev- 
eral inches in the air, and he can get over 
the gronnd almost as fast as a jack rabbit. 
You will often see a yellow racer chasing a 
red-bellied h'oopsnake, and vice versa. 
Sometimes yoti will see them racing side 
by side, neither s, eji.iiig to try to ontspeed 
the other, and both gettingover tliepround 
for the fun of the thing. The niosi amus- 
ing snake race I ever saw out there was be- 
tween a hooDsnake and a racer. There was 
a bie buJse in the hoopsnake's body, evi- 
dently caused by a large'toad in his stom- 
ach, and he wabbled so that every little 
while he would loie his balance and tum- 
ble sideways. The racer also had a large 
lump in his body, but it didn't btjtlier him 
much in traveling, and he stopped and 
waited whenever the Boopsnalce tippeil 
over. The honpsnake would look up and 
start in a .ain, and he and theracercov- 
ered more than two miles in that way go- 
ing ahea.l of the horse I was riding. 

"While trying t.i net pigeons one season 
I saw a yellow ra. er crawling toward the 
stool-pigeon. F.>r the moment I was more 
Concerned about a hawk that had been 
circling overhead for -some time, and I 
didn't pay much attention to the snake. 
.\t length the hawk dived at the stool- 
pigeon and knocked the breath out of it. 
With..nt waiting fur the hawk to snatch 
the stool-pigeon the racer wound himself 
around the hawk's neck and breast. Sud- 
denly a hoopsnafce rolled past me at top 
speed and brought up near the stool- 
)>igeon, as if he was going to help the racer 
str,'iii'/le the hawk.' The hawk arose lie- 
f.ire the hooi'snake got a chance to tackle 
it. It hadn't ascended more than feet 
when the racer tied its wings tight toils 
body, and the hawk dropped like a wa.l of 
mud, thirty feet or so from the 
stool-pigeon. The hoopsnake ha. I been 
glaring at the hawk as if he was 
disappointed, hut tlie instant it landed he 
rolled right at it and commenced to thump 
it on the head with his horn. The hawk 
screame<l and struggled violentlv, and the 
racer tightened his coils arounJ its wings 
and prevented it from rising. It couldn't 
fight with its claws, and the hoopsnake 
continued to hammer it on the head, and 
the racer to squeeze it, as if it had been a 
put-up job between the snakes beforehand 
to. tackle the hawk iii that wav. The hoop- 
snake pounded until he ha.f battered its 
head all out of shaiie with his sharp liorii. 
In a little while the hawk ceased to stir, 
and the racer unwound himself, and the 
hoojisnake stopped hammering. Both 
reptiles gazed at the dead bird for a mo- 
ment, and then the hoopsnake hooked his 
tail into his lip, ana the two went awav to- 
gether. 

"the opossum snake of. Texas feigns 
death if you tap it on the back with a 
switch and sometimes when you make a 
quick strike at it and don't touch it. The 
natives assert that a badly seared opossum 
snake will remain quiescent until sunset, 
no matter how early in the day you scare 
it, and "then it will glide off at great speed. 
I once frightened an opossum snake hy 
switching the ground near it. The snak"e 
ma<le ijclieve it was lifeless and I hid in n 
clump of bushes and watched it. It could 
not jiossibly have seen me and for an hoiw 
and forty minutes it remained perfectly 
motionless. It lacked two hours and 
twenty minutes of sundown, but I had 
j coneliiiled to stay there and see whether 
the snake wonlil clear out. I lost the 
chance, howevi'r, for within a few minutes 
a pair of turkey buzzards lit on the snake 
together. It began to squirm and flop and 
beat the grass, but it had waited a little 
too long, tot the bussards pulled it in two 
speedily, each sailing away with a writhing 
half. 

"At another time I watched an opossum 
snake for hours and was paid for it a Utile 
after sunset by seeing a monster owl 
pounce upon it. tie it into knots and Bail 
off with it."— New York Sun.

To those of 
its cnthnsiasts who think it so it will be 
interesting to learn that it is one of the 
oldest games on earth, perhaps the oldest 
outdoor game that has«aurvi>^, and that 
it is played now almost exactly as it was 
played in Persia several hundred years be- 
fore Christ. 

The Maharajah of Faiiala is even now 
threatening to go to England and give the 
folks there who have been claiming jiolo 
as their own "peculiar accomplishment 
s.jiue points about the great game. This 
pronosition has set the literati of 110I0 to 
worK, and a flood of polo literature is the 
result. Mr. Astor's Pall Mall Magazine 
has an interesting article headed with the 
query, "Who W ere the First Players of 
Polo?" by A. M. K. Debtair. 

Anent a declaration that the game orig- 
inated in Persia he cites the poet Nizami 
with this Incident that took place at the 
time of DariusIII (about ,33.3 B. C.), which 
has reference to the game: "'Wlirn .Alex- 
ander the Great refuseii t.. pay tlir tribute 
demanded by Harius an.l tnreatened to 
wage war against him Darius sent a ball 
and a stick as a present to Alexander, ask- 
ing him to practice with it as a youth, and 
not to think of waging war. Young Alex- 
ander returned the {nsnlt, saying, 'Since 



I prove that thev, too, have qualities 
t which can enable them to bear off the 
palm of victory ovct the sterner sex, 
. who now boast of the exclusive right 
; to proficiency in the game," continues 
the author. "Moray Brown tells us 
in a footnote that the game was pl^ed 
by ladies in Irelan.l in ]s;m. C?ap- 
tain Younghusbaiid gives a vi ry humorous 
account of tho game as plaj'cd in India by 
Bnglish ladieb. He rather cynically re- 
marks that the two men, one on each side, 
who were appointed to guard the interests 
an.l look after the safety of the ladies, had 
a hard time of it. Married ladies were 
jilaying again'st unmarried ones. After 
two or three minutes' play a lady cried out 
that she could not see the ball through her 
veil. Instantly there was a halt, the veil 
was removed and the game went on.

' AVith the wide spread of Mohammedan 
conquest, the game was soon carried into 
different parts of the world," runs the 
story, "we find it once in Greece, prob- 
able also in Egypt, Arabia, Afshanistan, 
In.iia, .laj.an, and, in fact, suMeqtiently 
throughout the £ast. 

"It is a strange fact that, indeed, the 
Arabs— a greater race of horse-breeders 
than the Persians— never seemed to have 
niayed the game before the time of Caliph 
^aroon-al-Rashid. Though camel an.l 
horse races were not infreciuesit among the 
Arabs, yet - the real game of jiolo was 
adopted only in the eighth centurv by 
Caliph Haroon-al-Rashid. It is said'that 
at about the age of 16 Haroon-al-Rashid 
was so small that when on horseback he 
could hardly reach the ball with his 
stick. 

"There is an interesting allusion to polo 
in the 'Arabian Nights.' It is in the 
story of Rose-iu-wooU ifnd Uns-al-Wnjud. 
While the handsome Uns-al-Wujud was 
playing changan with the King and his 
courtiers Kose-in-wood, the Waxir's daugh- 
ter, who was sitting at her lattice looking 
on, was struck with his appearance. She 
therefore dropped an apple on his head as 
he passed by to attract nis attention. Uns- 
al-Wujud raised, his head and beheld her, 
and was so dazzled with her beautv that 
he could not withdraw his eyes 'till his 
heart was utterly lost to her.' " "

larity u India in the sixteenth century, 



I due to the Maharajah of Patiala if he 
I brings his polo team to England, as it is 
rumored he intends doing. No greater 
impi tus could be given to polo. 

"The period of the second introduc- 
tion of polo into India nearly coincides 
with that of its first appearance in Kng- 
land, though the Knelish had heard of 
such a game in the seventeeuth century 
through the ■.\dventures of the Thre"e 
Sherleys.' Sir .\ntlioiiv ■"herley, when he 
first met Shah .\ bbas II of Persia, witnessed 
agameof polo. The Shah himself waaone of 
the players, and asked Sir Anthony how he 

liked the game. 

"Polo was tirst played in Kngland at 
-Mdershot in ISilIt, by soldiers of the Tenth 
Hussars. The first *recognized match was 
played between the Tenth Qussars and 
Ninth Lancers at Hounslow Heath. 
Sportsmen got wind of it-snd clubs rapidly 
came into existence and now numbn more 
than twenty. 

"I rcfjoice to say that at present, wher- 
ever the British flag waves or Britain's in- 
i flnence reaches, there the goals of polo are 
' pitched. Such is the history of the 
■ ancient and roval game of polo up to 
I date. 

"Monarchs have succeeded monarchs, 
nations have conquered nations, the world 
has seen innumerable changes, but the 
ever green game of polo has survived the 

destructive forces of time. It thrives and 
promises to oe co-extensive in existence 
with the love of sport among men. It 
claims superiority over other games, inas- 
much as it inculcates 'good temper, pres- 
en«« ol miud, perfect horsemanship, cool-

A United States Senator from .Some- 
idace and a Congressman from Another- 
place, both in the same Stnic, were going 
one day in September last to a town where 
they were hilled to make a speech apiece.

CUNNINGHAM NOT ANXIO,US. 



Doctors J. F. Morse and H. H. 
Hart May Get on the Board 
OF Health. 



V Senator Seymour ever had any chance 
for appointment as warden at the State 
Prison at San Quentin, he lost it when lie 
left the Senate chamber and failed to vote 
for the bill to give the State Hoard of 'Ex- 
aminers a supervisory ami directory power 
over the various boards which govern the 
t»fate charitable and penal institutions. 
Thisw.Tsa hill in whirii Governor limiii 
toolc the lic-pcst interest, and for tiic 
passage of wliich he was most desirous. 
The reconsideration of the bill in the 
Senate and its snbseqaent defeat was a 
great disappointment to the Governor. 
Seymour's failure to Tofe on that occasion 
was a forfeit of any claim which he had on 
that office. It is probable that be woUd 
not have secured the place in any event. 

Recently the name of Sheriff ("luiniuf;- 
bam has been mentioned for t!ie place. 
The Board of I'rison ronimissioners at 
Wednesday night's meeting favored giving 
Cunningham the appointment, but it is 
doubtful whether be will take it. Senator 
Seymour came to this city Friday to secnre 
a political influence to be exerted npon 
Cunningham not to take the place. There 
■re many Republicans who .ire (li'^pnsei^i to 
ETumble at a Democratic (iovernor seeking; 
to influence appoihpnent of a warden, hut 
Budd i«tbe man on the tlirone. ami tliero 
seems to be no other individuality than his 
behind it. 

Cunningham has recently been re-elected 
Sheriff of Ran Joa<iuin County, and it is 
doubtful if he would care to resi»:u the 
oflice for that of wanlen. The ottice of 
warden at San Quentin is one of the hest 
now at bis disposal. It is worth $:!000 a 
year to begin with, and a comfortable resi- 
dence with ample maintenance, and prison 
help is provided for the warden and his 
family. Then, ti.o, its nearness to San 
Francisco is an advantage, for the warden 
is practically in a suburb of San Francisco. 

But there is' great likelihood that a 
Democrat will succeed Hale as Warden. 
The (Iovernor is determined to remove 
I'rison Commissioners De Pue and Hayes, 
as he has Ivory. Of course, there may be 
a contest over this matter, but the Gover- 
nor claims that De Pne has been riding on 
a railway pass, and urges that as cause for 
removal. If all other efforts fail the Gov- 
ernor can charge the members of the pres- 
ent Ixiard with extravagance, and that 
will !«• a diiTicult charge to answer, for if 
the Commissioners say that they have ex- 
pended 1180,000, and that that sura was 
economical, the Govemor.may retort that 
$150,oriO is ample for expenditures. So it 
may be that a majority of the board will 
become Democratic. In that event Ed 
Keddy, brother of Patrick Rcddv, mav be 
the man. Eeddv is an ex-cantain of the 
guard at San Quentin. (If late he has 
made his home in IVtdie. but he has been 
in this city since the inau(;uratioii of tlie 
Governor. It was j;ivf n out al one time 
that he was an aspirant for Port Warden, 
but his claim was not pressed, and it was 
binted that be wanted something better. 

The legal firm of Reddy, Campbell * 
Metson has the favor of the Governor. 
Despite reports to the contrary the iiiei):- 
bers of this lirm have not urged ap[)i)int- 
ments on the Governor or made many 
recommendations for places. If they ask 
the appointment of Ed Reddy as Warden 
now the claim will be a strong &ne on tbe 
Governor. 

There is no likelihood of the Governor 
making many important atipuintments un- 
til after Thursday next. He is now husilv 
engaged in examining tbe bills which the 
Legislature sent to him for his signature, 
and will devote his attention meantime al- 
most entirely to tliese bills. 

The I iovernor signed Biggy's bill appro- 
priatini; Si-XOOO for a building for the allili- 
atcd Colleges in this city. As he did so he 
turned to the .Senator and said: "It will 
now be your duty to close up the saloons 
in San Francisco." 

"How istiiai? ' asked Senator Biggy. 

"The law makes it a mi.sdemeanor to sell 
liquor within a niiie of the State Univer- 
aitj, and' this is apart of the university," 
said the Governor m a joking way. "And 
if you describe a circle from the huiliiing 
for tlie afliliated colleges as a center and 
have a radius a mile in length it will cover 
a great many saloons." 

The Governor's remarks were made half 
In jest, but prohibitionists may feel dis- 
posed to test the new law which Senator 
Earl succeeded in having enactAl, which is 
broader in its .-fcope tlian the old one which 
applied to Berkeley. 

Politicians are discussing the effect of 
certain amendments to Assembly bill 479 
should it receive the Governor's signature. 
A bill enihracing these provisions was 
introdnrcii in the \ip].er House l,y Senat'ir 
Fay, but failed of pas.sage. .lacob Step- 
paclier s.:^ - e. <kd in having them engrafted 
on an Assembly bill which passed the Sen- 
ate on the last night of tJie session with 
little thought on the part of tiiosewho 
o^red the original bill. 

"The bill provides that registration shall 
begin 150 days before election and continue 
for seventy-five days. This will close 
registration seventy-five days before elec- 
tion, instead of thirty days as now, and will 
make the stuihng of close districts more 
difficnlt, since the lodging for coloiii/eil 
yoters will have to tie paid for seventy-five 
days instead of thirty. Transfers cease 
twentv-seven days prior to election under 
this bill. 

Another provision makes it incumbent 
upon landlords of hotels and lodging-lionses 
to keepadaily list of lodpers, br^ciuninn 
with tbeone bnndred anil hfi.t'ih iluy be- 
fore election. Blanks will be sent out from 
the Registrar's office, and the landlords 
will have to fill them in. Failure to comply 
is a misdemeanor. The bill is intended to 
apply To L-^aii i-'ranri^iMi <jnly. , 

Another feature oi the measure makes it 
mandatory upon the would-lie voter to 
state when he registers whether he is un- 
able to read or write, or whether any 
pbysical disability exists which prevents 
Aim' from stamping his ticket. -In other 
words, the test of illiteracy is on the dav of 
registration instead o; upon election dav. 

There is much speculation over the prob- 
able appointments on the State lioard of 
Health. Itis believed that Dr. J. F. Morse 
of the German Hospital and Dr. Henry H. 
Hart of this city are two whf)se chances for 
a place on the Board of Health are good. 

It is conceded that Frank Gould of 
Stockton, ex-Speaker of the .\sseniljly, late 
chairman of the Democratic State Central 
Committee and a partner in Budd's Stock- 
ton law practice, will succeed George A. 
Knight as attortiey fur the board. Gould 
wanis tbe place. He is entitled, as chair- 
man of the State Central Committee and a 
warm supporter of Budd both before and 
after tbe nomination, to something. This 
position would not conflict with his other 
egal duties, and is, probably, the best 
place which the Governor can give him. 

Locally there is little in the political 
field. The term of ollice ot George W. Lees 
as License Collector will expire in April. 
The Mayor, tbe Auditor and the Treasurer 
will appoint his snocessor. As Sntro is a 
PoptUist, Brodcrick a Democrat and Wid- 
ber a Republican there may be a division 
as to choice when the time comeSi to ap- 
point. The members of the Iroqabis Club 
still continue to discuss the charter, and 
the Occidental Club i.? perfecting its quasi- 
Tammany organization. 
£. L. Colnon will probably remain as tbe 



private secretary to the Governor until 
after next Thursday, when he will retire. 
Ed McCabe will succeed him and Miss 
Todman will become executive secretarv, 
filling tbe vacancy caused by McCabe'^s 
promotion.

Only to-day Webb Howard of the water 
company, whom we owed a bill of $0000 for 
water, having taken a look through the 
museum, said: *l don't want a cent of 
your money. Keep it and devote it to the 
uses of the museum.' In New York tbe 
same spirit w:is shi>\vn and the purchases 
made there were all subject to a generous 
deduction. AVe do not claim to-day to 
offer for your criticism a great fnll-Uedged 
museum, as it takes years as well as enor- 
mous sums of money to accomplish this 
end. AVe merelj' present to you a nucleus, 
a beginning, of what we all smcerely hope 
and feel confident will one day become a 
great museum. 

"It affords me great pleasure to an- 
nounce that we have not expended all our 
money, that we still retain a balance, and 
tljat it is the purpose of the executive com'- 
mittce to expend this in securing various 
collections from time to time to add to 
that which we offer for your Inspection to- 
day. I now come to the pleasant part of 
my duty, tientlemen of the Park Commis- 
sion land here Mr. de Young turned to 
Park President .Vustin, who rose in his 
place], the executive committee directs me 
to place to-day in your liands and. in your 
keeping the Art building and its annex, 
with their contents, for the use of the 
people of tin-, l ily and State.

Two BritNIi Slii|,s i;xperienco Rougli

The British ship Sierra Marinda arrived 
from Hongkong at au early hour yesterday 
morning.

How THE San Francisco Escaped 
From an Unknown 
Peril. 



Arrival of the Men Who Al- 
most Sank Her in Chi- 
lean Waters. 



The stoanipr Bclgic arrived from China 
and Japan yesferda}' aftornooii. Among 
hor passiMiL.'1'rs witc ('oniniander E. J. 
Garinanii l.irutrnants A. Varga'sand A. F. 
Valdcrrania of the Chilean uavy. Gurin 
was in command of the Chilean cruiser 
Esmeralda, -which was bought through the 
Kcuadorian QoTCrninent by the Japanese, 
j Captain Garin sailed the warship safely to 
Yokohama and delivered her to the Jap- 
anese Government, receiving a very hand- 
some bonus for his tronble. 

The crew of the cruiser arrived on the 
last two China steamers and complained 
bitterly of the treatm>'!it uf their comman- 
der. They openly stated that he feared to 
accompany them, knowing that his life 
would be in peril. , 

The Chileans refused to speak o! their 
trip from Valparaiso to Yokoliama further 
tlian to say that their Government sold 
the vessel tu Ecuador and that the Esme- 
ralda had tojbe delivered at any port where 
that Government desired.

It Had Lain Idle for a Long 
TgME FOR Want of the 
Necessary Capital.

The annouucemcnt was telegraphed 
from Oroville, Butte County, yesterday 
that the Morris Ravine mine had been 
sold to an ]^ngli8h syndicate, Jnst what 
the terms of sale /were is not known, al- 
though those interested admit that the 
purchase price amounted to many thou- 
sands of dollars. 

The property involved is one of the best 
in the State and it has been looked upon 
by prospectors and miners as rich and pro- 
ductive. 

There is quite an interesting history con- 
nected with the mine. It was located first 
in 1851 and from that year until 1860 it 
paid immense returns. It is located in 
the bed of the north fork of the American 
River, and the orignal owners made con- 
siderable money out of it. They were ex- 
Secretary of State William C. Hendricks, 
and Thomas A. Hendricks of Indiana, 
who was Vice-President with Cleveland 
during the latter's first term, was also con- 
nected with the mine. 
. There was some difficulty owing to a 
shortage of the water supply to control 
sliding ground, and al.so a "particularly 
strong shortage as regards the capital in 
the investment. > 

Under these circumstances work in the 
mine ceased, although it was well known 
that the mine was a rich one if properly 
developed. It was finally taken in hand 
by liiajor Frank McLaughlin. He know- 
ing the value of the property took pains to 
interest capital in it. He organized the 
present ICnglish company to operate the 
mine on a drift proposition, and tiie deal 
has now been closed. 

"I know the mine is worth more than 
has been paid for it," said Major Mc- 
Laughlin, "and will return threefold what 
has heen paid. Senator A. P. Jones is the 
attorney in this deal, and he has all the 
papers connected with it." i 

One of the latest stockholders in the 
mine was Vnited States Senator George O. 
Perkins, He says, however, that he sold 
his interest and tliat he has nothing to do 
with the new deal. 

"The change in the ownership of the 
mine will mean much to liutte, saia O. 
C. Perkins of Oroville yesterday. "Men 
will be put to work and considerable money 
will be expended in the devdopment of 
our county." , 

A, V. Kupg said thav he knew about tlic 
fransfer. '1 lie jiroperty involve.! is l,„ aicd 
on the north fork of the American River, i 
He has quite a tract of land adjoining the 
mine, but he only takes a neighborly in- 
terest in it. 

"I own no stork," he savs, "but for the 
good of Butte County 1 want to see the 
mine in full oyieration."

Phot. Tho damage done to growing crops by 

larks is, as a rule, very slight. 

Noiv. touching this very point conies a 
letter frum one of the best known agricul- 
turists in this State, A. T. Hatch. Mr. 
Hatch writes: 

"Some claim that the larks ptiU up our 
grain bv the' roots and thus damage our 
crops. This claim is not true in an;i- cases 
where the covering of earth is suHicieiit to 
protect the seeti against droulli. I'\>r in- 
stance, I received one pound of seed wheat 
from the Patent Office. Planted each grain 
six inches. from another in rows sixteen 
inches apart. In no instance more than 
one grain in one place. Phortly after the 
first appearance of jjrowth I found the 
growtli gone and a bttle hola where each 
grain had been planted. Every sign of 
growth gone. I was very angry with the 
larks, yet I forf-'avc tht ra at liarvest time 
as I gathered sixty -live pounds of wheat 
from the one pound planted. The wheat 
stooled better than if the birds had not 
touched it, thereby increasins tbe crop." 

There is no'more familiar name to Cali- 
fomlans than that of Mrs. Buckingham, 
the gifted and •.nccpssfnl orcliardist of 
Vacavillc. Mrs. iiui laiighani writes: 

"lam fully in .sympathy with the effort 
that is being made for the'protection of tbe 
meadow larK. Ten years ago I prohibited 
the killing of these birds on my property. 
Bfsidcs being the most charming song- 
sters we have, they destroy many insects, 
and are, I am convinced, a protection to 
our fruit. I trust the laws protecting them 
will be passed and rigidly enforced.

He is rather plainly 
gariici. hut he wear? mi his yellow breast 
a pi rfcctly shaped lyre, wrought in black 
feuthcrs, and he carries in his little throat a 
wondirful tiute, wherewith to entertain 
every passerby. 

Yes, we all know the meadow lark, but 
it is a question how much longer we shall 
know him. He is being netted and trapped 
and shot for the market, this year, at such 
a rate that the siiecies is rapidly disap- 
I)earing from ot.r li-I

It is too late to do anything jast now for 
the protection of the bird, save by awaken- 
ing pu< h public sentiment against such 
slaughter as to make Itieir appearance in 
our markets a shock to the sensibilities of 
every m.'in and woman. If our house- 
keci'ers and caterers will refuse to buy 
them dealers will not purchase them of 
tin; liunter.s, and thus a few may be saved. 
We should, however, lose no time in cre- 
ating this sentiment, or. at the rate the 
birds are now being destroyed, there will 
be none in the State for the next Legisla- 
ture to prot<H;t. There are two indict- 
ments brought against the meadow lark. 

First, it is'alleged that he is not a soiig- 
birit. 

Second, that he destroys the grain crop. 
Does tne meadow lark sing? 'We have 
seen what Ina Coolbrith heard him sing. 
Imt Miss Coolbrith is a pf>ef. Sh" may 
have heard only tin- sweet tr!:;iii'.' -j.rin^-- 
song of her own poet's spirit a:id fancied 
the singer to be the little bird yonder in 
the wheat field. 80, being a poet, she may 
not be a competent witness. 

But here is the testimony of amasician, 
«ud of a musician, too, whom most of us 
knpw. Mrs. I vvWandesford Kersey writes 
from Havwards, giving her experience in 
the matter. Mrs. Kersey has made a sci- 
entific study of the song of the meadow 
lark. As a result of this study she has a 
collection of ihirtv-five different songs 
which the nica'low lark has sung to her, 
and which she has written down, note for 
note. She says: 

"After writing down about thirty-nve 
sone.s I concluded I was only at the begin- 
ning of inv work, and then circtinistaiices 
riut an end to mv observations for a time. 
The song of tbe lark is contained exactly 
in the octave. Some are delicately em- 
bellished hv 'grace notes' and some are 
simplicity iisi ll. The same bird will vary 
its song within a fi'W minutes and practice 
on a new note like the most ambitious 
prima donna before making another 
cluuige. Apart Irom the usefulness of the 



larks: "They feed ciiiefly on insects, 
grass seeds and grain, but do no damage in 
the lields, while they destroy many no.'sious 
insects." 

There is no bird in California so genu- 
inely useftil to the agricult'.irist as the lark, 
save, perhiips, the o'.vl. Nor is there any 
binl that can be more readily eotten rid of. 
Tiii re are not .so very many' of them, and 
the chances are always against their rapid 
; multiplication. Xaiiire has not been kind 
I t'> tlieni iti the protective sense. 8he ppib- 
I aiilv iicv.T iniai-'incd thut so useful a rrea- 
j ture Would iiei d pr.itection other than 
what nian woi.id gladly gi'.e iiini. Their 
claws are so arranged that they cannot 
readily perch on trees, but must walk and 
rest on the ground. There they build 
their nests, and these often fall a" prey to 
small predaceous beasts, sparrow hawk- - 
even dogs. They are slow, laborious dy- 
ers, usually the easiest shot,.on the wing, 
that even a tyro could wish for. As they 
do not fly in flocks they arc not shot, but 
netted, for market. At dusk, when the 
i little singers have settled do'wn for the 
night, the hunters go over the fields with 
drag nets and gather them in by scores, to 
be leisurely killed and prepared for mar- 
ket. 

As this is tbe breeding season, the eggs 
and young birds left behind perish, and at 
the present rate it will not be .more than 
half a dozen years before the lark has van- 
ished from our fields. This should not be. 
While there are otner song birds in the 
State, the lark is the only one that sings 
the year round. Others "sing only in the 
mating season, but tne larks sini: all tiie 
time, save when moulting, and even ilie 
female has a pretty song. She will jierch 
uj>on a near-by fence or a flat stone and 
sue away for dear life to her mate in the 
nest, for the birds take turns relieving each 
other in parental duty. Sometimes, how- 
ever, instead of singing to him she seems 
to be scolding him. There is a decidedly 
petulant and querulous chirp to her note 
I need thera more at these times that always makes one feel 
blades of grass they ' sure that the patient little cock is "catch- 
ing it." He never replies in the same 
tone. Indeed, he doe? not seem to have 
that particular note at all. Possibly the 
female lark may he a bit of a shrew, but if 
so she must have other charms that atone 
for this fault, for the larks are notedly 
I among the most loving and devoted of

Are we going to let them perish? Shall 
we take our place among the States as a 
people who have eaten up our one duuso- 
teristic songbird ? 

Cannot some one of our many organiza- 
tions of clever women pause in their 
breathless pursuit of culture long enough 
to help us save tbe little meadow lark from 
tbe spit and tbe frying-pan t 



If I were a young man just graduated 
from a medical college I would begin my 
career with a determination to find a 
remedy for baldness, for I would know 
that if I should succeed I would be as 
famous as Pasteur. 

This would be on the assumption of the 
evil of baldness and the beneficence of its 
cure. Being only a layman I am not sure 
that it is an evil, but being a layman who 
for some years past has realized that six.ner 
or later he will pr.ibably iiecoiiic entirely 
bald, and seeing how absurd bald-headed 
men appear and the iQany discomforts 
which they suSer from their condition, I 
choose to regard baldness in my case as an 
evil. 

It is not consoling to me to reflect that 
the Prince of Wales has spent an enormous 
fortune in trying all the remedies that have 
ever been concocted by quacks, recom- 
mended uy grandams or prescribed by 
physicians.' He remains hopelessly, ludi- 
crously bald. 

Before entering upon a common-sense, 
non-technical discussion of the treatment 
of the hairand scalp, I shairglance at some 
peculiar things. Tliey are best set out con- 
spicuously, thus: 

The lower animals, whether wild or do- 
mesticated, are free from baldness. 

The lower races of men are [iractically 
exempt from it. 

Baldnes-s occurs among the higher races 
and is practically confined to men. 

Baldness in any of the higher races is 
commoner among the most highly devel- 
ojied members of tlie race than among the 
lowest. 

There appears to be a smaller proportion 
of baldheaded men among lunatics and 
criminals than among well-balanced and 

orderlv citizens. 

Baldness .seetns to be as common, pro- 
portionately .aniom; men of correct lives as 
among those who are dissipated. 

These ]iostulates are drawn from my per- 
.sonal observation, which, for scientific pur- 
poses, mav be inadequate iind unreliable, 
but it is "well that every one of them be 
pondered and tested nevertheless. Assum- 
ing them to be correct, we may ask some 
Strange questions. For instance: 

We may suppose that nature, as she 
evolves us higher and higher, is ridding 
us of onr natural head-covi rine for sulli- 
cicnt reasons. But if si>, why is it tliat 
men, and not women, are so affected? Is 
it possible to imagine one line of evolution 
for men and another for women born of 
the same circumstances and conditions? 
Tills opens up a vast and complex ques- 
tion and brings us upon a battlefield in 
w hich laymen need not yet bear arms. But 
still it is'an imporiant question. 

Again, if it is nature's purpose that we 
should liave hair on the head, is it right 
that we should combat baldness? The 
pbvsicians and the theologians may fight 
thiit out if they wilL For my part I want 
hair on my head. 

It is easy enough to say that nature, dis- 
gusted with the fact that we ignore the 
manifest purpose' for which she covered 
oiir heads wi;!i liair. is dej'riving us of it 
because we no lon^-' r use it as she intended 
we should. In support of this assertion we 
can easily say that, according to the scien- 
tists, she" has rill us of many other things 
which in a lower state we used and which 
we lost after abaii.loning the use. For in- 
stance, we are CMvered all over with hair 
that is now short and useless, hut that 
once served us in place of clothes: it be- 
came what it is wlawK w» gihew-vain and 
took to clothes. Similarly, in our tree- 
climbing state we had a tail, which we 
carry about now under the name of coccy.x ; 
it is a prolongation of the spine, now 
wholly imbedded in the flesh, and though 
jointed in infancy becomes ossified 
throughout in later years. Other instances 
of our possession of rudimentary organs, 
appendages and functions showing atrophy 
or nearly total extinction from lack of 
exercise might be cited, ^\■hatever the 
controversy on this subject it is univer- 
sally admitted that a change of environ- 
ment and conditions effects material 
changes in all livingthings,fromthelowest 
to the highest; and this is an important 
phase of our case. 

Clearly nature furnished ns with hair on 
the head for these rea.sons: The brain is 
the central and mtroUing force of the or- 
gaiii>iM, and being of an exceedingly deli- 
cate and complex structuie, it nee'ds all 
possible protection. Thus, to protect it 
from blows and punctures it is inclosed in 
a wonderfully efficient hollow globe of 
bone; but it needs protection from heat 
and cold also, and hair is the best con- 
ceivable. 

But this hair grows niuch longer than is 
neces.sary to protect the brain. Some of 
the vital organs, particularly the heart and 
the lungs, are fixed in the up|«r part of 
the body, and for their protection against 
violence we .«ee the ribs, as ingeniously 
contrived in their way as is the skull in its. 
But they also need protection from heat 
and cold. It seems a reasonably safe as- 
sumption that tbe hair of the head was in- 
tended partly to envelop the thora.'^. This 
maybe far-fetched, and a number of ob- 
stacles ut once suggest themselves. As 
they are not strictly pertinent, we may 
dismiss them. 

I have known doctors to recommend tbe 
shaving of the head or the' close cropping 
of the hair to arrest "falling" and baldness 
and induce a thicker growth. In mv opin- 
iou nothing more irrational or illogical 
could be imagined. It seems to me to>be 
carrying to an extreme one of the very 
causes which induce baldness. Of course, 
a distinction must 1«" made between the 
j romiiaratively sudden shedding of the 
hair, which is. due to some illness that 
affects the whole system and which ceases 
when health is recovered, and that true 
baldness, which is slow in advancement 
and permanent when established. It is 
only with true hahlness that I am dealing. 

Let us glance rapidly at the way in 
which hair grows, that w ill put us on 
firmer ground. First, there is a nerve run- 
ning to a little artery in the .scalp. This 
artery, supplemented by the cai.illaries. 
brings to tne follicle (the sac in v. b.ich the 
root of the hair is planted) a bluod supplv, 
from which the follicle takes what "it 
needs. This substance it compacts and 
adds to the inner end of the hair, which is 
thus pushed steadily out as it grows by 
accumulation at the root. WIk'u tlie nerve 
degenerates or the artery becomes atro- 
phied or tbe follicle relaxes its function 
the hair ceases to grow and then disap- 
pears. It is a very complex operation. 

Now, the energies of all these minute ac- 
tivities are very delicate and sensitive. 
Th*'y need an exact balance between stim- 
ulus and protection, or they will perish. 
This exactness of balance is established 
bv nature. If we cut the hair 
close or shave the scalp it is 
evident that these sensitive functions 
are deprived of the very protection with 
which they have furnished themselves, 
and that tieir activitv and even life are 
threatened. The conclusion from this is 
that shaving the head is tbe very thing 
which we might expect to induce baldness. 
It is true that this result does not follow 
from shaving the face; but that objection 
has no weight in view of the fact that 
there is no tendency to baldness of the 
face, and that the various other causes 
which go to induce baldness of the head do 
not exist in the case of the face. These 
will be noted presently. 

It is observed that baldness is rare among 
women. Does the fact that women do 
not cut oH their hair suggest nothing? 
For that matter, aside from the much 
thicker natural covering which thev give 
their scalps is the consideration that" hair 
contains a great deal of static electvirity. 
What relation may exist between this fact 
and a healthy growth of the hair might be 
an important thing to consider. It might 
have a bCMing, too, on the question aliMidy 



suggested as to whether men and women 

are really evolving on diverging lines, and 
might tend to answer it in the negative. 

It is clear, then, that men arc violating 
nature in cutting the hair; that by so do- 
ing they are weakening the desire of nature 
to continue its production, and that they 
are constantly doing a physical injury to 
the exceedingly susceptible agencies which 
nature employs in the service. This, how- 
ever, seems in itself not tu be sufhcient to 
induce baldness, though its value as an aid 
to that end cannot be questioned. We have 
other agencies at work. 

Apparently the most important of these 
is the hat. This sacrilegious creation 
serves (provided the head is covered 'with 
hair) no useful purpose whatever. If it is 
said that it at least keeps the son from 
blistering the face, I will answer that the 
face would not blister if it was used to the 
sun. The small hats that women wear do 
not protect their faces, and their skin is 
more delicate than men's. Nothing is 
more evident than that hair is the oest 
protection that tbe head can have; and as 
the hair was intended to be worn without 
any protection, it is equally evident that 
unless it is fully expiosed'to the air and 
sunshine, it cannot be expected to be 
healthy. Thus we have sometUght on the 
ftU!t that the most scholarly and orderly 
men are inclined to baldness — the sun 
never has a chance to shine on their un- 
covered heads. We might take a hint 
from the hats which women wear; these 
give comparatively free access to both air 
and sunshine. Let it be kept always in 
mind that air and sausbine arc tlie greatest 
tonics in the world, and then we may per- 
haps understand why women and savages 
are not inclined to iiiildiiess. 

And can no hint be taken from the fact 
that baldness comes on the top of the 
head— the very part covered by the hat? 




-V vagne idea that something is wrong in 
the matter of the hat is iiilerred from vari- 
ous devices which are employed to secure 
v'entilation. These devices are good so far 
as they go, but they are absurdly inade- 
quate. T take sunlight to be equally as 
vital to the health oi the hair (and that 
means the health of the scalp), and hats 
ruthlessly exclude it altogether. To my 
mind the hat is as pernicious as it is un- 
necessary. It has not only crowded aside 
nature's"[)urpose in the matter of a cover- 
ing, but has assailed the means which she 
employed to make that service operative. 
It not only convinces her of the useleas- 
ness of her effort, and to that extent tends 
ia unke her cease it, but adds violence to 
the discouragement. It is a rare thing 
that a naturarpuri>ose is thus doubly as- 
sailed, and it would be surprisiag' if the 
assault did not succeed. 

As a womau's hair is her glory, she takes 
better care of it than a man does of his. 
She not only refrains from murdering it 
with shears, but she frequently combs and 
cleans it. I have already mentioned the 
presence of electricity in the hair. Comb- 
ine ana brushing release it, ami likely this 
release bas a wholesome effect on the pro- 
cesses of growth. Whatever doctors may 
say about the great value of cleanliness, it 
is possible that combing and brushing are 
far more important. The pulling which 
these processes involve is a sort of massage, 
and massage is an exceedingly good thing. 
The sleekest horse is the one. that is best 
groomed. 

Possiblv, perfect cleanliness is advisable, 
but sometow I cannot keep the savage and 
his uncleanliness and his abundant hair 
out of mind. The doctors will say a great 
deal about bacilli, which infest the hair, 



circulation. It would be hopeless to urge 
that the crowns of hats be made of tine wire 
gauze or a pliant open-meshed web of Cue 
twine, but that is the best suggestion oi all. 
For those who have not even rndiiiientary 
hair left on their polls the only ennipeteiit 
physician is iheonesomewhathumorously 
called tbe Orim Destroyer.

thrive on it, and even burrow down into 
the follicle and steal the essences intended 
for the production of hair and the things 
which go with it. These little beasts have 
dreadfully hard Latin names, which they 
ought to" be very proud of. "rhe only way 
to get rid of them is by the use of some 
germicide. 

Here is the prescription wbich one of 
the ablest physicians in San Francisco has 
given me: Wash the hair once a week 
with tar soap, giving the scalp at 
the same time a very vigorous massage; 
wash out the soap thoroughly in clear 
water; wipe the hair as drv as possible, 
then rub into the scalp a solution of one 
part of corrosive sublimate to one thousand 
)>arts of water; then soften Uie hair with 
castor oil cut with alcohol; use the brush 
oil the scalp freely every day. A^asb the 
brush and comb once iii a while with the 
corrosive sublimate solution. 

By this process the scalp and hair are' 
cleaned, all bacilli are killed, and the 
healthy action of the arteries and capil- 
laries is induced. It wuuld be superfluous 
to say that immediately after a visit to a 
barber-shop the beard should be subjected 
to this vigorous treatment. All the various 
skin and scalp disea.ses contrac ted there 
are the work of bacilli. 

These suggestions and speculations 
might be extended, but so long as men will 
be so foolish as to cut their hair and wear 
bats the case seems hopeless. Neverthe- 
less, if I were a young and ambitious 
physician, 1 would give the «!nergies of my 
life to the investigation at least of doing 
what human ingenuity may to assist 
nature in overcoming the artificial evils 
which we have so wantonly thrust upon 
ourselves. The forms of qnackeiy that 
have grown out of them are of infinite 
variety and more or less dangerous. 

If, as a layman, I were asked for a pre- 
ventive of bahlness I would say never wear 
a hat and never cut the hair, t he other con- 
ditions will take care of tliemseives. It 
may be remarked that the time to begin 
not wearing a hat is in infancy. If I were 
aoked to sungest a remedy for encroaching 
baldness, without changing the unnatural 
treatment to which we subject wr heads, 
I wotlld recommend frequent massage of 
the scalp and a mild stimulant, applied at 
infoequent iatertsls to enconnge ttw blood

Union Managers Want to Sus- 
pend Rates and Fight 
Competitors. 



Okell, Donnell & Co., agents of tbe 
jPatriotio, Franklin and Westchester fire 
insurants tympanies on the Pacific coast, 
withdrew from the Board of Fire I nder- 
writers of the Pacific yesterday, and sur- 
prised their associates. 

Each defection from the compact is 
watched with unfeigned concern by the 
insurance managers, who cannot but fore- 
see in it an approaching dissolution of the 
union and its consequent war in rates. As 
there are nine comnanies now out of the 
compact, matters have assumed a serious 
aspect. 

The combine to maintain rates is met 
with opposition from tife Phoenix, Home, 
Continental, Northwestern National. West- 
chester, Franklin, Patriotic and Williams- 
burg City, nearly all of which are protni- 
ne nt companies writing insurance liberally 
aU over the coast. At least two other gen- 
eral agents are expected to resign trom the 
compact any day this week, and then it 
•.viU be only a mere matter of time before 
the union dissolves. 

Okell, Donnell & Co. are conservative 
insurance men, who would .not take such 
steps as withdrawal from the union with- 
out verv good cause. Mr. Donnell said 
his firm's action was taken in the interest 
of the companies he represents. 

"We have always kept faith with the or- 
ganization," said" he, "and been loyal in 
our support to the compact. Butall busi- 
ness has come to be carried on regardless 
of rules, and we concluded it would he 
simply suici<le to continue under restraint 
of a pledge to the compact to maintain 
rates.'' 

The city agents of the Prussian National 

Company have ceased to send a represent- 
ntive to meetings of the ''local hoard," 
composed of city agents and counter-men. 

For more than a week past the compact 
has been discussing a motion to suspend 
rates in San Francisco, s6 that a free light 
can I'C iiiiele against the new V.-'iard con- 
cerns, and by that means hasten a settle- 
ment among all managers on the burning 
question of rates. Owing to differences of 
opinion on the subject no action has been 
taken so far. However, there is no doubt 
whatever that the., ioard companies are 
cutting nirainst each other, which fact 
is voucheil for by men of standing in antl 
out of tbe compact.

The Inquest on Cornelias Stan Beveals 
No New Fact*. 
The inquest upon the remains of Cor- 
nelius Stagfs, proprietor of the Ingleside. 
who was murdered on the 16th inst., was 
held in the Coroner's office yesterday. 
Nothing of a sensatioiial character was 



brought out and nearly all the facts in the 
testimony have already been published. 
The half-dozen witnesses who were exam- 
ined simply corroborated each other and 
the verdict of the jury was in conseiiuence 
that "('ornelius Stagg came to his death 
by bullets tired by an unknown man on the 
evening of March 16." 

Kobert Lee, who was in the room with 
Stagg when the robber entered, testified as 
follows: "1 was sitting in the dining- 
room with Stagg. I heard a peculiar noise 
as though some one was trying to get 
(|uietly into the room. A biuit" half a min- 
ute laier a tall man with a mask on walked 
by me. He ordered Mr. Stagg into the 
rarroom and pulled a gun. Stagg looked 
at him in suri>rise and asked. 'Is this'a 
use of bluff?' I'he robber did not speak 
but struck him twice over the head with 
the butt of the revolver. Iran out of the 
room and a few minutes later I heard two 
shots. 1 could not recognize the man as 
he was masked." Lee said in answer to a 
question that he did not know whether 
^^tagg had liad any trouble with any one 
during the day. 

Charles Owttrira, the barkeei)er, and 
Howard Jones, who were shaking dice at 
the time of the shooting, described the men 
as beinj; ■'"> feet 10 inches and 0 feet 1 inch 
high respectively. They were masked, 
wore rubber sluM's and linen dusters. The 
police are still in doubt as to who the rob- 
bers are.

FIRST Work of Constructing the 
Ocean View Racecourse 

BEGINS. 



EVERTTHING WiLL Be IN READI- 
NESS FOR R.^ciNG TO Begin 
Next November. 



A large force of workmen will begin to- 
morrow morning to grade the Ingleside 
Tract for the new racetrack that is to sur- 
pass all others west of Chicago. Thej will 
have no time to- lose, for before half the 
ground is graded building will be com- 
menced. 

Tin' various contracts call for extensive 
operations ami require all work to be fin- 
ished before next September, so during the 
summer the grounds will dally jircsent a 
busy spectacles. On Kovember 1 next the 
new track will be formally opened and 
racing for the winter season be commenced. 

In all, it has been estimated that before 
the track is completerl an outlay of ?400,- 
000 will be represented in the enterjirise. 
The ground alone, which has an area of VSi 
acres, lying south of the Ooe;in House 
road, behind the Ingleside cottaife. cost 
$200,000. Grading will cost $;iO,OUiJ and 
buildings about ?1'-'0,0()0. 

I'.d. (Jorrigan, A. II. Snreckels, H.nrv 
J. Crocker and Joseph rllnian are th"e 
pnticii.al men in the companv, and have 
many well-known Fastern horsemen asso- 
ciated with them. Thev will at once erect 
stalls for MOO horses, and Mr. Spreckels 
and Mr. Corrigan will have their racers 
housed there as soon as the stables are 
ready. Hefore the racing season ojiens 
there will he many of the best Kastern 
strings at Ocean View. A noveltv in the 
treatment of hor.ses will then be in'troducetl 
on a large .scale. The track is but a short 
distance from the ocean beach, and horses 
will be taken there daily and given salt- 
water baths to Ktrengt hen and iiarden the 
sinews of (heir legs to a de^rree (hat cannot 
be reached with fresh water bathing. (irea( 
care will be taken to have the track prop- 
erly drained and so arranged with layers of 
coarse rock, broken stones and sand that it 
will absorb rainwater ranidlv and keeji 
liard and hrni durin^r the winter.

grounds are to be set out in ornamental 
shrubs, and a grove of eucalyptus and cv- 
press will be planted immediately to foriu 
a break against the winds.-

A U«nor-DesIer Does Not I.ike the 
Blection Pled(ea. 

Albert Baldetta, now on trial in Judge 
CamplieU's Police Court for selling liquor 
without a license, has secured a writ of 
mandamus fnuii the Superior Court com- 
pelling Judge I'amiihell to transfer his case 
to another court. 

The writ is issued in pursuance of one of 
the contentions which have been going on 
in the Police courts over the election 
pledges of the Judges. In his application 
Baldetta sets forth that in the Republican 
platform, which Camnbell indorsed, was a 
plank which pledged all candidates, if 
elected, to use tneir best endeavors to re- 
strict and suppress just such places of busi- 
ness as he is carrying on. For that reason 
he alleges prejudice, and wants his case 
traiisf<'rred. This was refused, and Bal- 
detta now has his writ, which will be heard 
before Judge Sanderson next Friday.

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The United States has received many 
valuable citizens from Germany, but few 
have come here from that country in re- 
cent years who have brought with them an 

already acquired European reputation. 
Franz .'iipel, who landed in New York in 
May, K^.'il!, was known throughout Europe 
in cuiir'ei.iuence of his distinguished service 
in the German revolutionary army in 1848 
and 1849; and Carl Schurz, who came here 
in 1852, had won a wide celebrity by his 
rescue of Gottfried Kinkel from a Prussian 
dungeon, but aside from these two I can 
at the moment call to mind no others who 
have, since 18,''iO. come to this country her- 
alded by a Furopean fame. The single 
act by which Carl i^churz became celebrated 
throughout Europe is not much known 
here, and if it were it was of so heroic a 
character that it would be worthy of repe- 
tition for the benefit of the generation that 
has been born since it made Carl Schurz 
famous. 

< iottfried Kinkel was an illnstrions poet, 

philosopher and patriot, who occupied 
h'ltzh rank in the literature of Germany, 
and held the position of professor of 
rlietoric in the famous I'niversity of Bonn, 
in Rhenish Prussia. When the revolution 
of 1848 bitoke out his strong democratic 
symuathies led him to taEe an active part 
in the struggle a<rainst despotism. He set 
oil foot a libera! iiewBi)Hper, and in the 
siiring of 1,S4!1 headed an insurrection of 
tlie students at Bonn, which, failing, he 
tied to the I'alatinate, where he entered 
the revolutionary army, and took part in 
the defense of Eastadt, a strong town and 



quadrilles to the great delight of a bat- 
talion of polii e. just the men whose busi- 
ness it was to arrest and lead hiiii out to 
execution. He left this dangerous society 
early on the following morninp, but not 
until he had discovereit that Kinkel was 
confined in the fortress of Spandan, one 
of the strongest in Prussia, only eiL'ht 
miles from Berlin and the key to the de- 
fenses of the capital. It was "manned by 
nearly 4000 men, and Kinkel was in the 
personal custody of the governor of the 
tortrcss. 

Then Schurz went out of the hand-organ 
business, and set about concocting a plan 
to effect the liberation of his ifiustrious 
compatriot. In all the history of recent 
events I know of nothing so bold in con- 
ception, so daring in execution, as the plan 
of this young man to release a closely 
guarded prisoner from the custody of 
nearly 40110 jailers, stationed almost with- 
in hearing of the central authority of 
Prussia. 

Spandan in 18,50 contained, aside from 

its garrison, a population of about 20.000, 
accustomed, like mostlietnians, to retiring 
to their beds before midnight. Into this 
i i|uiet )ilace there drove one night, not long 
after I'arl Schurz had played at organ 
(;riuding for the party of soh'liers, a iKist'- 
chaise, escorted by a party of fmir 
dragoons. It rumbled through the de- 
serted stri-ets and halted before the )irison, 
when an ollii er in the uniform of a colo- 
nel of the lloyal Guard alighted from the 
vehicle. He was soon closeted with tlie 
commandant of the prison, , to whom he 
gave a letter bearing the official seal of the 
Minister of the Interior at Berlin. The 
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fortress in Baden. At the fall of that 
fortress he was among the prisoners, and 
beina speedily tried for high treason he 
was condemned to a long imprisonment at 
hard labor. 

In 1840 Carl Schurz, at the age of seven- 
teen, entered the University of Bonn and 
came at once under the influence of the 
renowned professor. A close and affec- 
tionate intimacv sprang up between them 
and when Kinkel established his liberal 
newspaper Schurz became, at the age of 
nineteen, his principal assistant, and soon 
for a time the sole conductor of the jrnir- 
nal. He was involved with Kinkel in the 
insurrection of (be students and, fleeing 
with him to Rastadt, was captured at the 
surrender of the fortress. He, too. was 
tried by court-martial and — then only re- 
cently past his twentieth birthday - was 
sentenced to be shot. However, before 
the few days allotted him to live had ex- 
pire<l he managed to escape from his- jail- 
ers and to get safely across the frontier 
into Switzerland. 

The illustrious Kinkel was arrayed in 
convict carlj. immured in a comiuon 
pris^ui, and w.;~ m i a( work in company 
with the lowest i riminals in the manufac- 
ture of shoes. All Germany, still trem- 
bling with the recent revolutionary up- 
heaval, heard with indignation of the ont- 
raees intlicted upon the eminent man, and 
numerous petitions were forwarded to the 
Prussian Gjvernnient praying for the 
amelioration of his condition; but the 
authorities turned a deaf ear to all such 
solicitations, and it was not long before the 
petitions ceased, and Kinkel aeenie<l to 
have entered ujion a living death, forgotten 
alike by his friends and by the German 
world which had so recently" delighted to 
do him honor. It was as if our own Long- 
fellow, in the very zenith of his fame, had 
been sluldenly clapped into prison, and so 
effectually hidden away from the sight of 
men that t be very name of him had been 
erased from the public memory. 

But Kinkel was not altogether forgotten. 
l!y l arl Scluirz, now just entering upon 
his twenty-first year, he was still affeclicui- 
ately remembered. He was ignorant of 
Kinkel's condition and even of his place of 
conlinement. but he determined to learn, 
and if possible to concert some olan for his 
liberation. In the face of instant death, in 
case of detection, he entered Prussia clad 
in rags and carrying a heavy organ upon 
his shoulders. By day he gathered a few- 
coppers in playing his organ from the 
passers-by on the highways; at night he 
laid his organ aside and sought out the 
friends of German liberty to ascertain the 
fate of Kinkel and reawaken an interest in 
the imprisoned patriot. In this way he 
journeyed on foot more than oOO leagues 
and through numerous towns and villages, 
sleeping at night in barns or under way- 
side hedges. He h.ad several narrow es- 
capes and it is a marvel that he was not 
discovered, for he was then, as he is now, a 
man of striking personal api)earance. 

On one occasion as he was trudging 
along the hi^li road he was accosted bv 
several Prussian soldiers, who inquired 
where he was going. 

"To the next town," was his answer. 

"Would you like to earn a handful of 
pfennings?^' 

"Of course I should," replied Bchnn, 
with decided promptness. 

""Then come with us to our barracks. 
We are to have a ilaiice there this evening 
and your organ would suit us exactly.'' 

It "was going directly into the" lion's 
den ; but Schurz could not have declined 
without exciting suspicion, so, with pro- 
fuse expressions of gratitude, he went 
along inth die soldiers, and during the 
entile aisht ground out' waltzes and

due respect and read from it as follows:

j The commandanj bad the unfortunate 
Kinkel aroused, heavily ironed and placed 
I in the postchaise, which set off at once at a 
] rapid pace, guarded lu- the colonel and the 
' four dragoons, with drawn sabers, on the 
road to Magdebourg. They rode all nij^lit 
at high speed, taking relays of horses, the 
uniform of the colonel and the magical 
words, "On the King's service," being suf- 
ficient to secnri' the bii;hest expedition. 

They null' all nicbt. but the morning 
came at last — a gray winter's morning — 
and they stopped, aiid the colonel himself 
opened the carriage door and bade the 
prisoner alight, as their journey was ended. 
Kinkel obeyed, and found himself not at 
Magdebourg but on the seashore, a boat 
drawn up a few feet from where he stood, 
and in the otfing a shii) with the British 
flag Hying. "Don't you know me, m v dear 
master?" cried the connterieit co'lonel, 
tearing off his false mnstachio. "I am 
Carl Scliurz. Come, let us embrace once 
more on (.ierman soil, and then away for 
England." 

Kinkel could not speak. He could only 
burst into tears. In a few moments they 
were in the boat and rowing toward the 
ship in the oIKng. As thev ascended tlie 
vessel's side Kinkel put "liis arm about 
Schurz, saying: "Jly wife, my children, 
where are they?" 

He said no more, for in another moment 
Mme. Kinkel was In his arms, and his 
children were clinging to his knees. 
The reward which Carl Schurs Jeoeived 

for tiiis bei«ic deeii was the enthusiastic 

applau.se of all Europe. 

The subseiiuent life of Kinkel of more 
than thirty years was a peaceful one. He 
landed at Edinburgh, where he was most 
cordially received I'y the cultivated societv 
j of that capital. He soon afterward went 
to London, supporting himself by a series 
of lectures on German literature. In I8.'j2 
he came to this country witli Carl Schurz, 
but after a while he re'turned to England] 
where he was appointed professor of Ger- 
man literature and lecturer on the tine 
arts in the University of London. He held 
this position until his death on November 
13, 1882, lecturing occasionally in Paris on 
Christian art, but he never again set foot 
in his beloved fatherland.

Mrs. Schieffelin has 
provided a large sittini;-room for them, a 
laree fr(Uit ha^einent-riiom which is car* 
peied anil sui>plieil wiiii tables prettily 
covereil, easy cliairs. liook shelves and (rood 
readatjle books. Here they can receive 
their friends. No wor'K except ironing is 
done in this room, and the ironing-boaid 
is out of sight when not in use. 

The servants go to the theater once or 
twice during the^winter, and always have 
a Christmas dinner served in courses, to 
which they invite two or lliree friends. 
'\\'hen the family -'oes to Europe the serv- 
ants are not discharged. Mrs. Schieffelin 
has found this a satitaactory arrangement. 
When she last arrived from Europe she 
found that the servants bad put the house 
in perfect order and had placed every 
ornament where it belonged. Some of her 
servants take an interest in woman's suf* 
frage and in politics and read the news- 
papers regnlarly.— Milwaukee Septinel.

He will not 
thrash over old straw if he can liud new for 
his hail. 

The photographer has penetrated into 
Ihe heart ot Death Valley and has toaced 
the mysterious Sargosa River from the 
point where it bursts full-grown from the 
ground to its weird and misera- 
ble disappearance in the vast salt 
marsh of the <lesert, covered with 
its fantastic hummocks and pillars 
of salt; and he has despaired because the 
limitations of his art made it impossible 
for him to reproduce the wonderful light 
that can be found nowhere else in the 
world. He has longed for the skill of a 
painter that he might be able to preserve 
and takeawayforthe wonder of others even 
the faintest hint of this unearthly blaze 
of light that the sun sends pourin;: over the 
de.«olate, wind-swept wasti''^. He will set 
up his tripod before the lonely grave of a 
prus|M rtiir whn has died of hardships on 
the desert, and lx;side the rude mound of 
loose stones he will ponder the affection 
and grief of the friend who, thus left alone 
in the wilderness, stayed to give decent 
burial to the dead. 

The higher Sierras, where the splendors 
of the Kings and Kern River canyons lie 
remote from the gaze of the world, have 
sei ii the advent of the photographer, who 
takes pictures l)ecaase he loves them, but 
the painter is a stranger there. The camera 
has made us familiar with the desolation 
of Mono Lake, but the painter has rarely 
or never sought it out. 

Ani so it goes. Xot only wonders but 
an infinite variety of them have yet to re- 
ceive that recognition of their value for 
artistic purj>oses that jiainters alone are 
comjjetent iuliy to < xtend.

THE STOIC or THE SEA. 

Between Scylla and Charybdis, between 
the devil and the deep, deep sea, between 
the upper and theynetber millstone;s, be- 
tween the eternal menace of wind and 
wave, between the sharks in water and the 
sharks in t>oarding-houses, between all 
dual things that grind and crush and 
ptdverize, is the sailor, 

Tliere is extant no early account of poor 
Jack's mishaps. History was yet tin- j 
written when he was colliding with tlie j 
first belaying-pin or rebounding from the 
impact of the third mate's foot. As 
humanity cannot be followed deeper down 
in the earth's crust than the glacial period, 
where the primal mariner straddled his 
coniferous log and floatevl through the 
ehartless sounds of the Stone Age, all pre- 
tertiary tracks of the sailor are lost. His 
earlier remains arise not from their cere- 
ments of rock at the scientist's call, and 
his remoter existence is entombed in a 
night that had no beginning. But lower 
than Palaeolithic Man— millions of epochs 
under the pliocene cave depo.sits of organic 
life, among the (ossil marine plant forms 
of the carboniferous limestone— have been 
found indistinct tracings which might 
have, restoreil, more resemblance to a hand- 
spike than to any other vegetable in the 
terrestial flora of the 100,000,000 geological 
years. 

This is a long jump down through the 
unrecorded ages, but like the student who 
rebuilds a mammoth from a bristle or a 
planet from a pebble the bridging of the 
measnre!e>s abyss between the two remote 
periods is here* attempted. .\fan's oi'cti- 
paney of even the very late glacial d.Ty 
can be established only by the discovery 
of a few fragments Qi second-hand stone 
furniture destroyed when the ice flood 
evicted the cave-dwellers. 

As- only contemporaneous evidence is 
little short of mere conjecture the associa- 
tion of the modern sailor with the prehis- 
toric club may be founded on the fact that 
one is the contemporary of the other in the 
present jieriod, and both are so closely 
brought together now that they coiild not 
liave been far removed in the early strata 
of time. 

Albeit, the man of the later sea is be- 
tween the upper and nether stones 
figuratively as he is geologically, and there 
is no probability that he will escape from 
the rocks until some great social upheaval 
andcleavage — possibly in the millennium- 
takes place. Perchance in other and far- 
away ages drawing down to the present 
the twin fossils of Jack and his coexisting 
belaying-pin will be found cased together 
in the hard debris of dead years. And 
then science wilT find, more inaelibl y 
engraved in the pages ot fmperishable 
eranite, the record of their inseparable 
lives. ^ 

The ill wind that is now supposed to 
blow some, or somebody, goad may have 
been blowing in the long-ago, and while 
raking the pa^t mariner fore and aft was 
preparing and hardening him and the 
succeeding generations of his species for 
the mishaps of a later day. From this 
must come his invincible stoicism, his 
sturdy and perfect indifference to 
every calamity that energetically seeks 
and finds him. Jack is usually pic- 
tured as the living embodiment 
of a "growl,'' and this gross, unfounded 
error has been scattered broadcast. That 
isoniyhis pur\iliar way of submitting pa- 
tiently, joyfully, even thankfully, to any- 
thing that comes along. The Sunday duff, 
with or without plums, and the mate's 
fist, with or without a club, were estjib- 
lisbed from the foundations of the earth, 
thinks this philosopher of the sea, and 
whether they were or were not in the ship- 
ping articles when he made his mark he 
doesn't know nor care. The shore-sharks 
may take what their voracious brothers of 
the ocean don't get. and anybody may 
have what escapes the. deep sea. 

Long life, if h» desires it, a'nd then a 
snug harbor, if her approves of such lux- 
ury, to this true stoic of the wave, whose 
soul is of little less density than the upper 
and nether millstones that pulverize him, 
and whose feelings are little less hard than 

those of the sharks that devour him.

Huntington's operations and an analysis 
of his intluence on the business and morals 
of the people. Whatever might be said in 
his <lefense must be a comparison of his 
acts with those of worse men. If it be 
said that, unlike Jay <jo\dd. he never 
wrecked a railroad, but on the contrary 
strengthened every one that he owned, 
that will merely be saying that his method 
of accumulating wealth was different from 
Gould's. 

The methods by which Mr. Huntington 
has accamnlated his wealth are notorious, 
and need not be recounted here. The 
various effects of the plans which lie has 
followed in that pursuit are more or less 
clearly understood, but the theme Is never 
dull. The most unfortunate circumstance 
attending them— one which schemers of 
his shrewdness may always rely upon to 
aid them— is that a desperate people, 
more eager to seize upon any means for 
relief than able to appreciate its value, 
fall an easy prey to their eneUl^ masquer- 
ading as their friend, to charlatans who 
seek the power to extort money, to honest 
cranks and incompetents whose friendship 
is more hurtful than their enmity, and to 
otiier similar ftirces which paralyze all 
efforts for relief, bring discreiiit upon the 
cause of the wrongerl, and strengthen the 
enemy's power. Iluntingtons would be 
impossible if the people were wiser. It is 
not their moral s^nse that is at fault. 

The future historian will not be able to 
find that Mr. Huntington's ignoring of the 
ethical relation between tranqiortation 
companies and the people can be explained 
on the ground that he was ignorant of it s 
e-xistenee. To dti that would be to charge 
him with lack of iiinlerstanding, and mo>t 
likely iie would rather be called a rogue 
than a fool. That he knows of the I'x- 
istence of this relation is proved by his de- 
liberate operations to pervert and degraile 
it. Were he not aware that men are honest, 
he would not try to corrupt them. If he 
were ignorant of the fact that laws in- 
tended to force him into honest ways were 
an expression of a sentiment of right-doing 
on the part of their makers, he would not 
resort to bribery to nullify them. If he 
did not exi)ect the making of laws to cheek 
his business immorality, he would not ?et 
about to elect lawmakers on whom he 
could depend both to defeat laws which 
the honesty of the community pnjmins 
and enact others which are repugnant to 
the popular sense of right. 

To assert that in the handling of his 
business itself, without reference to these 
phases of the ethical relation, he is igno- 
rant of the moral relations which exist 
between the server and the served, between 
master and servant, between the merchant 
and Ills oust irners, between duty and op- 
portunity, between power and the manner 
of its exercise, would be to charge h i ni w i t h 
ignorantx of one of the fundamental prin- 
ciples upon which his success is founded. 
If there is one thing in the history of bis 
conduct about which there is no intelligent 
doubt it is that the material prosperity of 
the jieople whom he serves hat never had 
the snialli St atom of intrinsic weight with 
biin. If he concludes that by charging the 
people of I'resno exorbitant rates on iheir 
products he can make more money and 
secure it more quickly than by reducing 
rates, and thus making the people more 
prosperous and contents!, he would never 
hesitate a moment to adopt the former 
course. It is no concern of his that the 
prosperity of thn>e whom he serves would 
enable them tt> have more comforts, in- 
creased facilities for moral and inieilectual 
devplo]mienl, and larger oi>portunities for 
expanding into that higher and strtjnger 
form of manhood and citizenship which 
makes a people wise and their government 
firm. 

Mr.'Huntington's policy has never con- 
templated anything ulterior, anything 
that might even remotely tend to better 
the condition of mankiud. Whatever in- 
cidental benefit humanity iiiaj- have re- 
ceived from his operations, the fact of its 
existence has no interest for him, and it 
has been offset a thousandfold by his de- 
liberate acts to degrade. Concurrently 
with the absence of any intention to do 
good have been his deliberate acts of 
wrong-doing. In evading the laws, in shirk- 
ing his taxes, and in every other conceiv- 
able way. If he has been faithful in the 
performance of his written contracts, that 
was the policy of a shrewa business nntn. 
The t'liinese are nuted for that. In writ- 
ing 5f the manner in which Mr. Hunting- 
ton has fulfilled bis moral ohIigalii>ns, the 
fnture historian must pause in wonder and 
dismay. So far as the public is concerned 
Mr.° Huntington may well have taken the 
motto, "After me the deluge." 

It is not only because he has failed in 
the duty of trying to do good, but furtlier, 
because he has always and deliberately 
employed his vast opportunity and power 
to do harm, that he is hated. For this he 
will have a unique place in American his- 
tory. The time now is almost past for 
hoping that retribution will overtake him 
in this life. He is an old man, and his 
physic^ energies are close upon 'annihila- 
tion. It would be a weak soul that 
would care to see him punished in 
a spirit of vengeance. Whatever profit 
sui b punishment would bring would 
have an exemplary value. While 
every man is entitled to the full posses- 
sion and enjoyment of his own, the written 
law and the moral sense which aMdes ir. 
nien prohibit such a use of his own as will 
work harm to others. The harm which 
Mr. Huntington has worked can never be 
measured. The smallest pari of it is his 
mean tyratiuies and insatiable greed prac- 
ticed in the ordinary course of his business. 
Immeasurably greater is the moral injury 
wd)ich he has done. Into what intricate 
am', d-vi ju'^ ways it has wandered; what 
measure luay be found by which to ascer- 
tain its extent and force; what boiring it 
has on the pervading estimate of right 
conduct which men have come to hold 
under its overshadowing influence; in what 
manner its operation in the evasion and 
perversion of justice through corruption 
of the law-making and administrative 
branches of California particularly has 
been incorporated into the conduct of the 
peiiple, and has served ;i> the inspiration 
and excuse of crime, no human beiug can 
.have the wisdom to say. 

It is left for us only to take what conso- 
lation we may from observing that the 
people are understanding the magnitude 
of Mr. Huntington's power anrl the de- 
grading uses to which he puts it, and timt 
they are preparing to shake him off. This 
revolution will not end with his death. 
The ugly temple in which ho lived, fat- 
tened and held high and unlawful sway 
will be puritied as by fire, »nd it will be 
fortunate for hiS* survivors remaining 
therein if the vast, glittering structure 
do not fall in ruins and overwltelm them 
in its destruction. Vx. Hnntington should 
beconvict«d. 



FOE THE DEFENSE. 

Coliis P. Huntington, president of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, has 
been indicted by the United States Grand 
Jui7 for violating the Interstate Commerce 
law. The indictment charges him with 
having isstied a pass ov^r his railroad to 
Trank .M. Stone, the issuing of such a pass 
being, under the law, a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a tine of not less than !$1'X«) and 
not more than .f5000, or a year in the State 
Prison, or both tine and imprisonment. 

The evidence upon which the indictment 
is based is a part of the testimony given by 
Stone last January when a witness in the 
case of two strikers charged w ith offenses 
during the great railway strike last sum- 
mer. As no rebutting evidence has thus 
far been made public, we must assume the 
testimony of Mr. Stone to be correct, and 
consider the question of Mr. Huntington's 
guilt or innocence as a matter of law. 

It is in the highest degree fortunate that 
this issue has ai last been brought to the 
test of the courts, and brought there in the 
person of such a man as Mr. Huntington. 
No one will claim for him any exemption 
from the laws that govern his fellow-citi- 
zens. He is not a poor man to be pitied 
for his poverty, an ignorant man to be ex- 
cused for his lack of knowledge, nor a 
public favorite for his offenses to be over- 
looked by reason of his personal popu- 
larity. He is, on the contrary, a rich man, 
able to defend himself; a wi^e man, hav- 
ing full knowledge of the law, and a man 
having so little of personal charm for the 
multitude that prejudice is more likely to 
be against him than for him. With such a 
man at the bar there is nothing to distract 
attention from the law itself. The defend- 
ant ideads nothing in extenuation. The 
sole issue before us is involved in the ques- 
tion. Has this man offended against his 
fellow-man to an extent deserving of fine 
and imprisonment '.' 

What is his offense'.' It is charged that 
he gave to Mr. Stone permission to ride 
free upon the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
but it is conceded that he as president rep- 
resents the owners of the road. He gave 
away therefore nothing that was not r^ht- 
fuUy his to give. He and those whom he 
represents built the road. They maintain 
it. They defray its running expenses. 
They pay all its obligations. They are 
taxed lor it as their property. They are 
responsible for all damage it does and are 
answerable in law to every man who is in- 
jured by it. In its last analysis therefore 
the indictment charges Mr. Huntington 
with having given away something that 
belongs to him. He was driving his 
wagon along the road and let his neighbor 
ride. That is the sum and substance of his 
offending. 

American law is devised not fir the per- 
secution of men, b\it for their protectic^n. 
ill is not designed to de[irive them of life, 
j liberty and the pursuit of happiness, but 
to secure them in the possession of those 
inalienable rights. The possession of 
property is one of the essential rights 
of civilized man. Without the guarantee 
of that right there could be no civilization 
nor any degree of human advancement 
above the jdanc o! savagery. How shall a 
man enjc^y bis projierty, iiowever, if he 
may not share it with his friend? Is it to 
be lawful to sell, but unlawful to give'.' 
Is there to be a premium on parsimony, 
while common kindness is made a mis- 
demeanor punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment? 

When statute laws restrict the liberty of 
the citizen guaranteed by the common law 
and the const itutiuti, they are to be strictly 
mstrucil. An .\mericau, whether rich or 
poor, is not to he deprived of the free use 
and usufruct of hi- projierty by some loose 
or strained const i i.ciiou of a congressional 
enactment. Due reverence for law does 
not imply a blind submission to legisla- 
tion. That would be servility to the letter 
and disloyalty to the spirit of our institu- 
tions. No people can remain free who do 
not bring every question of law to the test 
of the great principles of justice and free- 
dom. It mu.st not he forgotten that, young 
as our country is, we have had upon our 
National statute-books the alien and sedi- 
tion laws, the embargo act, the fugitive 
slave law; and that in not a few of the 
States there have been many statutes even 
worse than those. Such statutes the peo- 
ple have refused to sustain. Lacking the 
strength of the popular will they have 
been idle words upon the books, unworthy 
of the name of law. utitil in the end they 
were repealed amid the applause of the 
I >e o pi e and blotted out of Qie records of our 
justice. 

During the period of tlie French Itovolu- 
tion, when the Tory party in Great Britain, 
mad in its rage against republicanism, 
enacted law after law to restrict the liber- 
ties of the people, freedom found for her- 
self a defense in the courts. The juries 
refused to convict men under laws that 
were abhorrent to every instinct of justice, 
and it has been well said that during those 
years the liberties ami the rights of Eng- 
lishmen reposed in the jury-box ns in an 
ark of divine covenant. To the courts and 
to the intelligence and honesty of an in- 
corruptible jury the American can appeal 
with an unshaken confidence. Mr. Hunt- 
ington can confront the tribunal of his 
fellow-citizens without fear. He has 
wronged no man by this act with which he 
is charged. He has deprived no citizen of 
his property, interfered in no way with his 
person, conflicted with no principle of 
justice, violated no precedent of our com- 
m.m law, and can safely rely upon an 
upright and impartial jury "for vindi- 
cation. 

We have said it Is fortunate the case 
has been brought up in this way. It is 
indeed high time to have some questions 
.affecting property and vested rights set- 
tled in this country. The old fouuilations 
of law, which were honesty and justice, 
are being bitterly assailed by some of our 
would-be lawmakers, and if the American 
is to have any right to his property in the 
ntnre it is time to draw the line at socialis- 
tic legislation and to repudiate it in the 
courts. Security for the rights of property 
is a matter of public expediency. Indus- 
try asks it, progress demands it, civilization 
is dependent upon it. Vast consequences, 
therefore, are involved in this case of a free 
pass. The pass itself was a little thing. 
It was but a rich man's casual gift, for- 
gotten as soon as given, but within the 
issue it has raised under this status are the 
riehts of every citizen to his property and 
every man to his own. 

We look to the jury to acquit Mr. Hunt- 
ington of this charge trumped up under a 
socialistic statute, but if forany reason the 
•inal solution of the case is carried bayond 
their adjudication we are sanguine his 
vindication will be given in the august 
tribunal of the Supreme Court, which 
guards the constitution of the Nation and 
stands for every American as the symbol 
of inviolate justice. Even if such a rebuke 
should serve no further purpose than a 
blow to meanness in the laWi it will not 
have been in vain.

. It is a point well made by the Appeal 
that Marysville should stand in with Co- 
lusa in its efforts to secure a sugar-beet 
reUnery because such an establishment 
would benefit Marysville in more ways 
than one. Itis always better for California 
towns and cities to stand in with one an- 
other, atid it is pleasing to note i hat this 
truth is now hecon;ing the cotitrolling fac- 
tor of j.iublic sentiment. Bivalry is givitig 
way to co-operation and sectional prejudice 
to a true sense of State pride. San Fran- 
cisco stands in with Los Angeles for the 
floral festival; Santa Clara and San Joaquin 
valleys work together for the competing 
road, and Marysville will help Colusa to es- 
tablish the sugar relinery. There is pros- 
jierity in that .system. The Appeal is right 
in saying it will Ijenelit in more ways than 
one. It will benefit more things than one. 
It will be an all-round benefit in every way 
and to everything. 

It is the opinion of th^ Riverside Prtts 
that the wholesale abuse of city and county 
otiicials is one of the evils of California 
mo^t detrimental to jmblic interests. It 
cites the recent article in Harper's Week!;/ 
on San Francisco as an evidence of the 
effect produced abroad by local "mud- 
slingers"; quotes an instance of a broker 
who was unable to negotiate a loan on 
Riverside real estate because certain cam- 
paign statements had exaggerated the rate 
of taxation and denied the efficiency of 
tlie county government, and closes by de- 
nouncing the folly of those who slander for 
temporary advantage the community in 
which they live, since this cannot be done 
witliout permanent injury to all private as 
well as to public interests.

TBE CITY FARKS. 



There Is no reason why the public squares of 
San Francisco should not have a reputation as 
worldwide for natural beauty as California has 
lor sunshine and flowers. The mild climate 
afiorda every essential to the healthy develop- 
ment of trees and shrubs from the semi-tropical 
varieties to every species of ornamental plants 
of temperate and northern regions. The re- 
markable success attending Rrborieiilture in 
Golden fiate Park proves that exotics under 
judicious processes of tempering can be made 
to thrive in the open air on the peninsula, aiul 
that hardy shrubs luxuriate once they arc 
planted in the soil. Indeed in private gardens 
throughout the city similar results are attained 
without Bvecial sl^iU or knowledge in caring 
for plants. . 

But the evidence Is lacking In the city parks. 
Instead of a luxuriance ot palms, magnolias, 
laurels, oleanders and ornamental flowering 
shrubs, all of which would thrive with a little 
care, there is nothing better than a stiff array 
of hideous things, neittrer trees nor shrubs, 
hacked out of semblance to their natural forms 
and UKly in the extreme. Intervening in the 
tliiclicst pojuilated districts these bitsof nature 
are eonsequently an eyesore rather than a 
refreshful vision. Theirdennded and stunted 
aspect, with every tree cut down to a certain 
Htaudard, every stray branch and lower 
boughs chopped oS and the smaller 
shrubs pruned into the raost grotesque shapes, 
gives strangers lu tha city a very poor and a 
false impression of Ban Francisco's climate 
and pnbllc taste. Appearances alone would 
Indicate that trees cannot attain a healthy 
growth anil shrubs are all stunted here. 

That this should be true is a pity. The fault 
lies largely in a pernicious system of placing 
ipen unfitted for their duties as gardeners in the 
parks under control of the Street Department. 
Although generally wanting in taste or knowl- 
edge of gardening, they undertake to improve 
natare according to their ideas. The result is 
nnytUngbot pleasitag to the eye or elevating 
to the taste of the community.

'Yes, major," answered the little man, "I 
would like to meet Governor Yates." 

I nsked him why he had not made bis wishes 
known to me before, and he said Z bad seemed 
so busy he did not wish to intempt me. I 
took him to the Governor's room, and while on 
the way inquired his name. 
"Mr. Grant," was his reply. 
"What can I do for you, Mr. Grant?" inquired 
the Governor. 

'I do not like to trouble you," replied the 
stranger, "but I would like to obtain a position 
in one of the departments for a short time to 
fit myself for active service." 

We both readily perceived that his idea of 
fitting himself referred in one sense to obtain- 
ing better clothing, for his appearance was 
certainly shabby. The Governor, turning to 
me, said : "Our departments are already very 
crowded, but if you can find a place for Mr.

How the Qrsat Actor Haa Gained Saooess in a 
Classical Sole. 

An Eastern dramatic writer says: Last 
Friday night I went over to Brooklyn to 
see Nat C. Goodwin play David Garrick 
at the Park Theater. The house was 
packed and jammed in every part. There 
were no vacant seats, and on all three floors 
the space at the rear and sides was filled 
with [)eople stanrling up. AVlien Mr. Got.iii- 
win came upon tlie scene he received what 
was very nearly an ovation, and at the end 
of the second act he was called four times 
before the curtain. There can he no two 
opinions regarding the degree of favor with 
which his interpretation of this role is 
viewed by the large and representative 
public which makes up his following. 

Nor is there, as far as I can see, any just 
ground upon which his impersonation of 
David fiarrick can be .idver.sely criticized. 
It is a cl;i--!c. In outline it is sharp and 
well (ieiiiieJ, and the coloring of it is alto- 
gether harmonious. There are no rough 
edges to be filed down, and there are no 
blank spots where the art of the actor has 
been inadequate. It is a piece of work of 
which any i)layer who has lived within the 
term of my memory might well be proud. 
I have always held that Nat Goodwin was 
the greatest actor I ever saw, and his Gar- 
rick only serves to plant that impression 
more firmly in my mind.

Mrs. Langtry's Hew Play Has Proved to Be 
a Dismal Failnre. 

When, at the cud of the performance of 
"Gossip" by Mr.s. Langtry and her com- 
pany on Monday night, at Palmer's 
Theater, New York, a few widely scattered 
enthusiasts (or humorists) applauded, the 
curtain went up, and Clyde Fitch, the 
author, came forward and expres.-jed his 
thanks in the most ladylike way.

The part is long enough, goodness 
knows, hut it is not-interesting, nor is any- 
thing else in the whole concoction. The 
heroine, who is templed to run away from 
her good husband by a former lover, and 
for whom the auditors are expected to 
have more or less symi.athy, is a silly, 
frivolous, brainless creature, without justi- 
fication, and it is by no means too sweep- 
ing an assertion to add that none of the 
other characters are worthy of commenda- 
tion. It is unfortunate for Mrs. Langtry 
that she should have expended so large 
an amount of money npon BO inconse- 
quential a work.

In a quiet and unostentatious corner of 
the Mission a small boy might have been 
seen the other day devotedly drawing his 
baby sister about in a home-made carriage.

Nursery l-'ashions and Fancies. 
A Xecklack of Pins. — A clever little 
present for Master Babykins is a necklace 
of safety-pins of silver, gold or nickel, and 
as many of them as may be. The pins are 
simply clasped together, the large and 
small sizes alternately. The nursery is 
never over-supplied with safety-pins, most 
grateful of modern conveniences; ao let 
the necklace be long enongh and it will 
be sure to be a joy forever. 

The MEDiasB Chest. — Invaluable for 
the nursery, and indeed for the home gen- 
erally, are, the little medicine boxes so 
common and so inexpensive in Europe and 
so diflicult to obtain here. A very fair 
substitute for this convenience can be got- 
ten up v'""''-"-'' 't- true, but at a much 
greater e.xpi 'i-f. The home-made medicine 
chest or c:ilii:.''t firt piired to furnish "lirst 
aid to the iujuied," must i'e furnisheti 
with the following articles: A roll of old 
linen, a few bandages, some antiseptic 
cotton, court plaster, surgical plaster, a 
pair of sharp sri.^^sors, pins, needles and 
thread. AiuouL'the simple remedies which 
should be neatly arranged in compartments 
of the medicine cnest are olive oil, vaseline, 
ground mustard, flaxseed {ground, for 
poultices), sulphur, pulverized alutn, borax 
and sugar. Caini'h.ir, arnica, turpentine 
and other household remedies will be add- 
ed accordint: to the family's medical 
faith, and, often and properly, upon the 
suggestion of the family physician, who 
likes to be relieved of tlie nece-ssity of mak- 
ing a travehng apothecary shop of himself, 
as in the good old times he was obliged to 
do. 

Thk yfrnnase Basket. — The basket 
which is now ao elaborauly prepared be- 
forehand for weighing the baby can be 
made into a most convenient place for the 
little one to spend the first few weeks of its 
life without being large enou!;h to be at all 
awkward. A large market-basket is 
first gilded or painted white or a 
delicate color. In the bottom is 
fitted a tiny mattress of curled hair, 
which is declared much more whole- 
some than feathers or down. The mattress 
and a tiny pillow are supplied with a 
change of "linen slip-covers, which may be 
embroidered and must be hemstitched. 
The basket, which has been lined with 
Chins silk, has a full frill of it falling over 
the edge, perhaps bordered with handsome 
lace. The ribbon-bcdcckod handle of the 
basket must be firm and strong, for it will 
not only have to support its burden during 
the weighing process, but must serve to 
carry the baby about whenever it is neces- 
^arv"fo^him to be moved. Of course, the 
weight of the basket will be inscribed upon 
it, so that it i^ c.tsy to find the baby's 
weight and to repeat the operation in order 
to know how much it gained or lost from 
day to day. 

Baby's Name Book.— .\ pretty new fancy 
is to provide a dainty iittle volume for the 
new arrival, in which admiring relatives 
and friends may register their suggestions 
regarding a name for his majesty. A small 
blank )>ook. with a cover designed by an 
artist, is the proper thing; abd to the 
book, which has, perhaps, a parchment 
cover with a delicate spray of baby's flow- 
ers painted upon it, a pencil is tied with a 
ribbon. Grandmammas, sentimental aunts 
and well-to-do uncles mav all record their

Mr, John- 
son says the moth was a common var]>et 
moth, an4 that the gun, standing aguin.^t 
the wall of the closet, had captarcd the 
moth ns it fell from s'imc article of cloth- 
ing, and the moth, being unable to climb 
out of the smooth gun-barrel, had attacked 
the softest part it could find and had gone 
to work to bore its way out. He says that 
it is the second time on record, the first 
being where a French entomologist had 

E laced several moths in a led box and they 
ad eaten their way out. He stated that 
the present ca.se was most remarkable, as 
the moth had reduced nearly an ounce of 
lead to powder in less than two weeks, and 
that without food npon which to renew its 
energies.— Baltimore American.

•^""^ Electric Motor. — 

The electric motor has worked a radical 
change in the application of j)owerin many 
industries. In oiiice buiKlin>rs, where It 
has superseded a sttam plant, the lireman 
and the engineer are dispensed with and 
this feature of economy appeals forcibly to 
managers of both public and commercial 
departments. In the factory of a meat- 
packing company a motor operates the hog 
hoist. A loop is slipped around the hog's 
leg, the motor switch is pressed and in an 
instant the porker is jerked up to a plat- 
form and disposed of by an attendant. In 
a second or two more it has started on its 
varied mission of usefulness by way ot the 
boiling water tank. This scientific butchery 
is much less repellant than the old style. 
For phgto-eneraving the peculiar adapta- 
bilitv of the electric motor is shown by the 
fact " that the router nijnires a speed of 
14,0(X) revolutions per minute, so as to over- 
come the vibration which impairs the ac- 
curacy of the work, and this, is attained 
satisfactorily only by means of electricity. 
In the postotfice the electric motor works 
a stamping-machine, which impresses the 
date mark on letters at the rate of (IW per 
minnte. In a jewelry - store the same 
agency operates a gem-cutting machine, 
which is said to do the work of twenty of 
the most skilled laborers in the country. 

The Tost of Electric Cook inc.--! nquiry 
is often made as to the cost oT electric cook- 
ing. Nelson ^V. IVrry, writing on this 
.subject, gives the most reliable d.ita at 
present obtainable. The cost of an electric 
lamp is taken at abont 1 cent per hour. 
One pint ot water can be brought from 
60 degrees Fahrenlicit to the boiling point 
at the cost of two Ifi-candlepower lamps 
for one hour; or, by the use of the equiva- 
lent of 5 lamps it can be made to boil in 12 
minutes; while, by the use of the equiva- 
lent of liiH lanijis it can be made to l)oil in 
3.7 minutes. Four or live cutiets can be 
fried by employing the equivalent of h 
lamps for 12 minutes; this includes the 
time required for heating the p^n. When 
the electric oven is used, the-equivalcnt of 
18 lamps will raise the temperature from 
53 degrees Fahrenheit to 120 degrees in 5 
minutes, to 2.')fi decrees in 10 minutes, to 
3i>tj degrees in 15 minutes, and to 437 de- 
grees in 20 minutes. At this rate e^trical 
cooking is still more expensive than ordi- 
nary methods. Nevertheless, its use Is 
daily increasing. Its great advantage is 
perfect cleanliness. 

Electric Canai.-Hoat Haulage. — The 
opening of the spring .season will be sig- 
nalized by great activity among the ex- 
ploiters of electric canal-boat haulage sys- 
tems. On the towpath, as on the street 
railway, the day of the mtile is over; and 
the wide adoption of electric haulage is 
only waiting on the result of the experi- 
ments in progress for the demonstration of 
the merits of the many methods which 
have been proposed, Some months ago an 
electric cable-way for logging was made 
public, and excited much favorable atten- 
tion. This system has been applied to 
canal-boat towinjj;, and it is claimed that 
for that purpo.se it is in many respects su- 
perior to electrical propeller" systems de- 
signed on the principle of the trolley, 
many of the disadvantages of which were 
shown in the recent Suite experiment on 



! the Erie canal. The operating motor, run on 
; a cable strung along the canal, carries a 
j seat, from which the ooerator controls the 
movement of the boat." Perfect command 
I of the boat is always insured, slid the 
sharpest curves can be taken with ease at 
full speel. If a motor goes out of order no 
time need be wasted for rep.'iirs, as another 
motor can Ije at once procured from the 
' motor station. Sonic of the objections 
brought against the trolley system for 
canal haulage are : The necessity of steer- 
ing the boat so as to keep the trolley on 
I the wire; the difliculty of two boats going 
the same way and the rear one passing the 
front one, and the fact that on becoming 
disconnected from the trolley the hind 
boat loses its power and cannot forge 
ahead of the boat in front of it. In electric 
cable haulage the boats simi>ly st^ er tjy 
each other and exchange motors and go on 
their way. 

A Tempebati re .^lar.m.— Among late pat- 
ents are many devices for giving warning 
electrically at any appointed spot of an 
abnormal rise in temperattue in any apart- 
ment where such device is placed, and 
several of these appliances are so effective 
thTt their introduction must result in lim- 
iliiig the number of accidental tires of such 
magnitude as to require the services of the 
tire brigade. The alarui has a compart- 
ment which is divioed into two une.jnal 
parts by means of u Hexibie ciivision. 
These are filled with two gases of different 
expansion, and if the temperature rises the 
circuit is closed and an alarm is given. 
This alarm is said to be extrenicly respon- 
sive to the sliglitesi change in temperature, 
and it can be adjusted accurately to indi- 
cate any degree of heat. 

An Electric Foot-wabmbb — ▲ feature 
whicli strikes the American traveler in 

England as jieculiar is the foot-warmer in 
the railway-cars. Un the ordinary car 
there is no urovi-ion for heating, even in 
the ilept h of w inter, and without the 
ubiquitous rug and the foot-warmer the 
passenger shivers in helpless wretched- 
ness. As provisi(Ui is iienn; made i,,r I'ghl- 
ing the cars on some of the English lines 
by electricity it is proposed to adopt th(|^ 
same means of heating the individtiaffoot-^ 
warmers with which anv one can be supT 
plie<l .111 request. Tlie electric foot-warmer 
IS fas!none<l out of a'-i>estos clotli, of which 
there are three layers. 

The Ei,E(Tiac i'anm.k. — fhe electric 
candle is in great request in Eneland for 
the lighting and decoration of dining and 
other tables. An ■ ingenious device for 
lighting the candles is provided by placing 
small pads under the tablecloth aiid taking 
the current from them by means of two 
j pin points in the b^ise of the candlestick. 
The candles, of course, are e.xtinguisbed on 
being taken from the table and arc re- 
lighted when thev are replaced in the 
proper position, they are so arranged 
that theoulband the glass, imitation of a 
wax candle can be removed, when the 
candlestick can be used for an ordinary 
candle.

Now that the "Heavenly Twins" are rele- 
gated to the liiiilK) whence they never 
should have been exmicted ; that "Trilby" 
»iid lie Jeft foot are fading into the literary 
Nirvana, and "Slarci lla" is withdrawing 
her tiresome personality from our pres- 
ence, we shall probably have a brief spell 
in which to take breath before we enter 
upon another novelistic orgie. 

We shall also bare opportunity to look 
abont us, so to speak, and to note, with the 
way cleared, a bit, of literary debris, who 
really remain standing among tlu- various 
novelistic idols the reading world has set 
up in the last year or two. 

Prominent among these remaining 
figures perhaps the man most clearly pre- 
tlestined to a permanent place is Mr. Hall 
Caine. While he has been a notable tigure 
since ever he first arose above the literary 
horizon, Mr. Caine has never been popular 
In the sense in which a dozen other writers 
have been popular in the j^ast live years. 
Kven "The Manxman" was not ushered 
in by such a blare of trumpets as heralde<l 
the entrance of Du Manner's fair, frail 
heroine, but it will maintain a place in 
literature lonir after ■•Trilby" is forgotten. 
So, too, will •The Deemster." A few 
more years of ripening work and Hall 
Caine will take an uni|uestioned place be- 
side Blackmore. to whom he dedicates "A 
Son of H agar," which Fenno & Co. have 
just hroTTht out in this country. 

This IS by no means Mr. Caine's great- 
est work: but in e.xi'ciition it is one of his 
best, with but few of the peculiarities of 
8tyle which in "The S. :ipe-.>at ' and "The 
Manxman" possibly ju«tnied Oi5car Wilde's 
sarcastic commentary that "Mr. Hall Caine 
writes at th** top of his voice." 

The scene of the Mory is laid among the 
Cumberland Mountains, aiid in it the 
author hai endeavored to ju ncirati- into 
the soul of a bad man and to lay bare the 
processes by which he is tempted to hie 
fall. In Hugh Ritson he has sought to 
(ihow us a man who, "while above the 
common tendencies to guilt, is vet tainted 
with a plague-spot of evil hidden some- 
where in his nature," and which developed 
•under a series of temptations which are 
onlv tempt.Ttions because of this latent 
evil in till' man, bring bira to sin, to crime 
and uhiniale ruin, although by alast rally- 
ing within him of the forces of good the 
man, in the eleventh bonr, saves his soul 
alive. 

Ritson is the younger and least favored 
of two brothers who love the same woman. 

Through the revelations of a sleek legal 
scamp, named Bonnithorne, he eomes to 
believe that his brother. Paul, is the son of 
his mother, but not of his father, and that 
he. and not Paul, is the true heir. In the 
mother's life is a sealed chapter. She has 
had still another son by an imprudent 
Scotch marriage with Robert Lowther, 
father of the girl whom both Paul and 
Hugh love. This marriage was void under 
the ESnglisb law. The son disappeared in 
infancy, bat reappears upon the scene 
shortlv after the death of Ritson Sr. His 
.resemblance to the heir, Paul Ritson, is 
very marked, and through it (he latter's 
nndoiiuc is wrought. Hugh makes Paul 
Kitson believe that Greta Lowther, 
whom he has just married, is his 
sister. He takes her to a con- 
vent, to which, upon the death of her 
husband, his mother has retired, and sets 
about to clear up the mystery. Meantime 
the illegitimate son, Paul Drayton, a low 
rascal, commits a crime which through 
mistaken identi^ is fastened upon Paul 
Ritson, who, as Drayton, is sentenced to 
imprisonment for life. 

Drayton meanwhile is passed off as Paul 
Kitson. He and the lawyer, Bounithorne, 
then turn the tables upon Hugh and oust 
him from his home. A series of complica- 
tions arise that culminate in a powerful 
scene in court, where Drayton and Bonni- 
thorne are confronted by Convict B 2001 
and the mother of t)Oth Pauls, who ac- 
knowledges Drayton as her son and identi- 
ties the convict as the true Paul Ritson, 
the legitimate son of Ho^'s father. Hugh 
Ritson, too, confesses his guilt, but death 
eaves htm from the penalty. 

The story is one of great power and Mr. 
Caine has hot found it necessary to intro- 
duce any undue amount of Cambrian dia- 
lect—a circumstance for which we should 
be grateful in these dajrs of the literary 
exaltation of the British hind. [New 
York : Fenno & Go. For sale by the Dodge 
Book and Stationei7 Company and the 
Bancroft Company.] 

Stories of the Foothills. 
For several years past there have ap- 
peved, from time to time, in various of 
the leading magazines certain sketches (one 
would hardly call them stories) that, more 
than anything of the sort we have seen in 
a long time, are redolent of what may be 
called a genuinely c'alifornian atmosphere. 
A few of these sketiTies the author, Mar- 
garet Collier Graham, has coileded, and 
Messrs. Houghton, MilHin it Co. have sent 
them out in a handsome little volume 
under the title of "Stories From the Foot- 
IxUIs." 

Mrs. Graham, who is a resident of Pasa- 
dena, should be well known in California. 
She easily takes rank among the best 
writers we bxre in the 8ta&, and her 

sketches are among the most characteristic 
tiiat we lKi\e had of late. 

Those in tlii.-. voltimc are not of equal 
merit, but all are characterized by a subtle 
delicacy of perception and a certain effect- 
iveness of presentation that have no ap- 
pearance of being studied. They are not 
particularly strong, the one entitled "Em" 
IS perhaps the most striking of them all, 
but tlii y are exceedingly line and XHJSSess 
an unmistakable literary quality. 

The most ambitious of them all is the 
initial one of the volume and is entitled 
"The Wilhrow Water Right." It is a story 
of hatred and fancied wrong on the part of 
an ignorant old woman pre-emptcr, out of 
which grows a iinsundi rstanding and a 
death. Tin- real tragedy of the situation, 
however, is suggested rather than told 
and lies in the hopeless awakening to 
womanhood of the heroine of the sketch 
M'lissy With row. 

"The Complicity of Enoch Knihody" is 
another sketch in the book that will repay 
perusal. [Boston : Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co., Riverside Press. For sale at the book- 
.stores.] 

" The Oospel of Bnddha." 

This is a second edition of Paul Cams' 
great work tnat was noticed in the Call 
some three months since. It is an admir- 
able collation of the teachings of G.au- 
tama Euddha, gathered from the various 
sacred books of the East, and now for the 
first time systematically arranged. The 
aim of the volume, and an aim in which 
Dr. Cams has been most successful, is to 
adve to students of the world's great faiths 
Que best thoughts oi i)iis one Oriental reli- 
gionist in a convmiint and coniprchcnsive 
u>rm. Theparancii^Ti:^ .mri the differences 
between the.Bim lhi>tii and the Christian 
faiths are well set forth, and while even 
from a purely literary standpoint one may 
qnestion the correctness of calling any 
teaching or collection of teachings the 
Gospel of Buddha, it must he ackiiowT- 
edged that Dr. Tarus has in this volume 
made a decided addition to religious litera- 
ture. [Chicago: The Open Court Publish- 
ing Company.] 

Tke Ohxistisn State. 

This is the title of a curious little book 
by Dr. George D. Herron of Griniiell Col- 
• lege, Iowa. The author calls it "A Politi- 
cal Vision of Clirist, " and the Christian 
state, as he outlines it in the sii lectures 
that constitute the volume, is sim|'ly a 
coUectivist system based upon the ethical 

teaehingtot Chrlii. Dr. Uarrwi seas in 
th* iBw ot SiMttth tko ntor ol the 



I world, whotn all men. consciously or un- 

I consciously, acknowledge. His initial 
postulate is that "the real Jesus is the one 

, lumtan life perfectly socialized and able to 
fulfill man's social nature." While stren- 

'. uously upholding the tenets of orthodox 
Christianitv, the doctor scores a cold and 

I time-servn;: church for the evil it does in 

] tiie world. The book is a clear and forc- 
ible presentation of certain anarchistic 

I phases qf our present social system, and 
w^hile it adds nothing to our economic 

' wisdom it will he reassuring to that class 
of believers who must find a measure of 
divine sanction for the spirit of human 
brotherhood that is abroad in the land. 
[New York: T. Y. Crowell & Co.] 

"Our FlBbt 'With Tammany." 

"Out Fight With Tammany," by Dr. 
Parkhnrst <rf Lexow Committee fame , is a 
book that is just now timely as well as in- 
teresting. A wave of municipal reform is 
sweeping over the land, and this account 
of the movement in which, more than any- 
thing elsi', the wave had its rise, is of value 
for various ri-asons. It can be read with 
particular profit by that class of reformers 
wliose zeal is prouc to lead them into state- 
ments which, however strong may be the 
moral conviction of their truth, yet cannot 
be substantiated. 

Dr. Parkhurst makes it clear that the fight 
throughout was not against specific viola- 
tions of specitic ordinances. It was not, 
for instance, against violations of the 
Sunday-closing law, nor against gambling, 
nor the social evil, nor any. one form of 
municipal wrong, but against the organized 
municipal villainy under the rule of which 
all these things were possible. No details 
are given of the doctor's historic slumming 
experiences. The story is a plain, unvar- 
nished tale of a successful campaign against 
spiritual wickedness in high places. A 
significant feature of the book is the author's 
arraignment of Superintendent Byrnes, 
whom the investigating comnii:tpe si ^'.red, 
but whom Dr. Parkhurst handli s w ithout 
gloves. The book is valuable as prc-i niini.' 
in a compact, useful form the outline^ . f 
the most memorable struggle for munu ipal 
reform ever known in this country. [New 
York: t'liarles Scribner's BonK For sale 
by William Doxey.] 

Philoetotes and Other Poems. 

From the Riverside Press comes also a 
dainty little red volume, "Philoctetes and 
Other Poems and .Sonnets," by J. E. Nes- 
mith. The sonnets make up the ])rincipal 
bulk of the work. They arc exceedingly 
artiticial and stilted productions, abound- 
ing in classical allusions, usually very ob- 
scure, and the poet is too much inclined to 
pedantic exhibition of learning for his 
xvork to be pleasant reading. There are 
the inevitable sonnets to rroruetheus and 
Proteus, and the regulation ones on Hope, 
Fortune, Carpe Diem, Ultima Thule and 
Melancholia. It has much to say about 
Nature, although he is peculiarly unfortu- 
nate in nitj^t of liis illusions. The title 
poem of the book, "I'hilortetes at l/Cmnos," 
represents that warrior in e.xile, surrounded 
by aGreekcborusand nursing his wounded 
foot. His account of his sufferings reads 
like the attendants' report in a surgical 
ward, and he ukens himself unto 
An old galley wreck'd sad cast away, 
Moor*d to th« wharf aod falling to decay. 

There is a song of nature which the poet 
erroneously calls a hymn, that is full of 
suggestions of power, and another poem 
entitled •Shifting Freight at Midnight," 
which contains some fine stanzas. [Cam- 
bridge, printed at the Riverside Press.] 

An VBofleial Patriot. 

So long as there is a G. A. B. corps left 
in the country, or even two veterans to 
hobnob over a campfire, so long will stories 
of our last war tind eager readers. Tiiis 
fact will partially explain the success of 
Helen H. Gardener's latest book, "An Un- 
official Patriot," which is now in its third 
edition. There are. though, other reasons 
why this story commands attention. Aside 
from its unquestioned literary excellence 
it is vouched for by its author, who "has 
the documents." as a narrative of facts, 
and historic facts, too, which have never 
before been made public. The book affords 
a new and characteristic glimpse, too, of 
the hero of that trying time, and this 
people will never tire of new views of Lin- 
coln. It gives, too, an unusual picture of 
the peculiar dilHculties that beset con- 
scientious slave-holders in those days. We 
have had many stories of runaway slaves, 
stories both tragic and heart-rending, but 
the spectacle afforded in this book of two 
perplexed and conscience-smitten slave- 
holders actually tleeing from the slaves 
whom they could not conscientiouslv sell, 
could not legally free and dared not, for 
their soul's good, longer own, is at once 
unique and suggestive. [Boston: The 
Arena Publishing Company.] 

A Muu of Itfark. 
This is a story by Anthony Hope, whose 
name is pleasantly familiar to readers of 
the Call, to which Mr. Hope is a contribu- 
tor. "A Man of Mark" is a readable story 
of the performances of a hlibustering Presi- 
dent and banker in an imaginary South 
American "republic." There is a' revolu- 
tion, which is a fiasco, and a bank-robbery 
and a postponed elopement. The story 
runs smoothly and is to the initiated 
amusingly suggestive of certain features of 
the latest overthrow of the estal)- 
lishcd (iovernment in Hawaii. INew 
York: Henry Holt & Co. For sale

During his term 
1 of office he has gained the good will and 
esteem of all of the mercantile and ship- 
ping community with whom he came in 
contact. His first appointment was as 
V ice-Consul in Puerto Cabello, 'Venezuela, 
I in 1857, and at different times thereafter 
he served in New Orleans, Baltimore and 
New York. 

After a visit to t he East Mr. Donohoe 
will return to California and will reside 
permanently in San Jlafael.

To 
assist in the operation it waa necenary for the 
patient to grasp a staff firmly in order to dis- 
tend the vein in the arm from which the blood 
was to be taken, and for this f.iirpose a pole or 
stick was always kept by the barber-surtteon, 
together with the fillet or bandage he used for 
tying the patient's arm. When the pole was 
not in use the ta[ie was tied to it, so thr.t they 
mii»ht both be together when wanted, and in 
this state, i>ole and tape around it, were hung 
at the door as a sign. A brass basin was fre- 
quently suspended on the pole. Alter a time, 
instead of hanging out the identical pole used 
In the operation, a pole was painted with 
Ktrlp<'s aniund it in imitation ol the real one 
and of the baiulaKcs used. The gilt knob at 
the end of llie iniiiation pole was to represent 
the brass ha-i;i hi kl by customers wMIe being 
eliave.l. In Knjiand there was a law that re-' 
quired barbers and surgeons to use a pole as a 
sign. The barbers had to have theirs bli^e and 
white striped, with no other appendage, but 
the surReon's, which was the same, had to have 
a gallipot and a red rag attached to denote 
the vocation. It Is from this that the poles now 
in use 10 dciignate barber-shops were designed. 

The Fknce Law— D. J. O'N., City. The law
